Soviets to cut force 
in East Germany 


The B.C. Perry Corp. was 
hit Saturday by the first of a 
series of 24-hour rotating 
strikes by 2,700 members of 
the B.C. Ferry and Marine 
Workers Union and there ap¬ 
peared little hope for an 
early settlement as the cor¬ 
poration and union accused 
each other of sabotaging ne¬ 
gotiations. 

The union said pickets 
would be moved to the Tsaw- 
wassen-Swartz Bay ter¬ 
minals today for 24 hours, 
but there would be full ser¬ 
vice Monday to permit tra¬ 
vellers to return from their 
holidays. It promised to give 
advance warning of job ac¬ 
tion Tuesday. 

Wholesale grocers in Vic¬ 
toria contacted Saturday 
said they did not expect 
today's strike to affect food 
supply or prices. 

if the rotating strikes con¬ 
tinued, spokesmen said, they 
would "work around” the 
problem by re-scheduling 
shipments to other ferry 
routes. 


Ferry smacks 
pleasure boat 
in Active Pass 


A collision in fog Saturday 
in Active Pass between the 
ferry Queen of Sidney and an 
8.5-metre pleasure craft left 
two persons in the pleasure 
craft shaken but only slight¬ 
ly injured. 

There were no injuries on 
the ferry, which was carry¬ 
ing about 70 vehicles and 320 
passengers, ferry corporate 
communications manager 
Bill Bouchard said. 

Bouchard said that when 
the two vessels collided near 
Mary Anne Point in Active 
Pass at about 3:15 p.m. the 
ferry had two radar units 


manned and operating, and 
three lookouts. 

Normal navigational prac¬ 
tices were followed, includ¬ 
ing fog signals, he said. The 
pass had patchy fog with 
variable visibility up to 900 
feet. 


Management personnel 
were operating two small 
commuter ferries for foot 
passengers on a limited 
basis Saturday between 
Bowen Island and nearby 
West Vancouver. 

The other major route to 
and from Vancouver Island 
— CP Rail’s three sailings 
daily to Nanaimo — was 
fully booked through Tues¬ 
day and walk-on passengers 
were being turned away at 
Nanaimo on Saturday, a 
ferry spokesman said. 

Union president Shirley 
Mathieson said the B.C. 
Ferry Corp. was refusing to 
budge in negotiations.

new nuclear missiles in Eu¬ 
rope.

many ,-smd the Soviet Union 
had not increased "by a sin¬ 
gle missile” the number of 
medium-range nuclear 
bomb-carriers in its Europe¬ 
an territory.

Pope John Paul told Latin 
American governments Sat- 
urday to stop spending 
money on armaments and 
let their peoples have a 
greater say in civil affairs.

He also blasted military 
governments in the region 
which justified authoritar¬ 
ian policies on grounds of na¬ 
tional security. 


“I solemnly call on you to 
do everything in your power 
to restrain the arms race on 
this continent,” he told the 
assembled Latin American 
ambassadors to the Organi¬ 
zation of American States. 

The pope, on the sixth day 
of his U.S. tour, added blunt¬ 
ly: “There are no differ¬ 
ences between your coun¬ 
tries that cannot be 
peacefully overcome." 

John Paul was alluding to 
multi-million-dollar spend¬ 
ing by several Latin Ameri¬ 
can governments on their 
armed forces. ) 

He also told Latin Ameri¬ 
can countries that they 
should provide "ever more 
effective participation by 


the citizens in the respon¬ 
sibility and decisions of the 
nation.” 

He added that he knew 
there were difficulties on the 
way to greater participation, 
but added: "They never, 
never justify any attack on 
the inviolable dignity of the 
human person and on the 
authentic rights that protect 
that dignity.” 

The pope made an oblique 
but unmistakable attack on 
the claim of “national se¬ 
curity" when justifying au¬ 
thoritarian government. 

“Social organization is at 
the service of man, and not 
vice versa,” he said. 

This held true for the high¬ 
est levels of society "where 
the power of coercion is 
wielded and where 
abuses ... are particularly 
serious,” he added. 

“A security in which the 
people no longer feel in¬ 
volved, because it no longer 
protects them in their very 
humanity, is only a sham.” 


The 72-year-old Brezhnev, 
speaking in a relatively 
clear and strong voice, said 
the Soviet Union would uni¬ 
laterally remove 20,000 
troops and 1,000 tanks from 
East Germany over the next 
12 months, and left open 
the possibility of further So¬ 
viet troop cuts in Central 
Egrope. 

Western estimates put be¬ 
tween 350,000 and 400,000 So¬ 
viet troops in Eastern Eu¬ 
rope. A survey last July 
estimated there were 57,500 
troops In motorized infantry 
divisions in East Germany. 
In addition, the Russians 
have an estimated 1,500 tac¬ 
tical aircraft within a 20- 
mile radius of Berlin. 

Brezhnev said, “We are 
prepared to reduce the num¬ 
ber of medium-range nu¬ 
clear means deployed in 
western areas of the Soviet 
Union as compared to the 
present level, but, of course, 
only in the event no addition¬ 
al medium-range nuclear 
means arc deployed in West¬ 
ern Europe.” 

He also called again for

WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
Under heavy worldwide 
pressure, the United States 
increased the federal dis¬ 
count rate Saturday a full 
point, to 12 per cent, as part 
of a series of measures to 
restore confidence in the 
battered dollar abroad, cool 
speculative gold buying 
fever and slow bank credit. 

At a hastily-called news 
conference, Federal Re¬ 
serve chairman Paul 
Volcker announced a series 
of ‘‘complementary ac¬ 
tions,” including the sharp 
increase in interest rates 
and a reduction in the num¬ 
ber of dollars in circula¬ 
tion. 

Volcker said the Federal 
Reserve’s discount rate, the 
fee it charges member banks 
to borrow from it, would be 
hiked from the current 11 per 


cent to a record 12 per cent. 

The Federal Reserve, 
which acts as the nation's 
central bank, said the pack¬ 
age “should assure better 
control over the expansion of 
money and bank credit, help 
curb speculative excesses in 
financial, foreign exchange 
and commodity markets, 
and thereby serve to dampen 
inflationary forces." 

The White House said the 
administration believed the 
Federal Reserve Board’s ac¬ 
tions would help reduce in¬ 
flationary expectations, con¬ 
tribute to a stronger U.S. 
dollar abroad and curb un¬ 
healthy speculation in com¬ 
modity markets.

Poster in Peking 
hits communism 


Some type of new United 
States action to support the 
dollar had been anticipated 
for the past several days. 


TOKYO (AP) — An anti¬ 
communist wall poster was 
put up in Peking today, say¬ 
ing the Chinese people want¬ 
ed communism abolished 
and expressing hope for es¬ 
tablishment of a liberal dem¬ 
ocratic system, Japan’s 
Kyodo news service says. 

The poster said farmers— 


80 per cent of China's peo¬ 
ple—opposed communism, 
and asked that the National¬ 
ist Taiwan government be 
tacitly recognized as legal. 

It said communism's 
theory was apart from real¬ 
ity and was not in accord 
with the people's intent, de¬ 
mand and environment. 


BARTOW, Fla. (AP) — 
Charlie Smith, brought to the 
United States as a slave in 
1854 and considered by So¬ 
cial Security officials to be 
the country's oldest person, 
has died at the age of 137. 

Smith died Friday in a con¬ 
valescent centre where he 
had lived for the last few 
years. 

Smith was never certain 
about his birthdate, and 
there were questions over 
his age. He was 113 when he 
was found picking citrus 
fruit in central Florida. So¬ 
cial Security officials said 
they confirmed his age when 
they found reliable docu¬ 
ments in New Orleans con¬ 
firming his sale into slavery 
and also found matching 
papers in Texas. 

Smith had been in ill health 
for months. He had a leg 
amputated 14 years ago, 
and in July, surgeons had to 
remove his other leg. In Au¬ 
gust, he was in hospital 
again for circulatory prob¬ 
lems. 

Over the years, Smith en¬ 
joyed reminiscing, and re¬ 
called how in 1854 in his na¬ 
tive Liberia, when he was 12, 
he saw a boat tied at the dock 
and went to see it. He was 
coaxed on board, he re¬ 
called, by a man who said 
there were “fritter trees" 
with lots of syrup on board. 

“I never saw my momma 
again." 

The ship took him to New 
Orleans, where he was sold 
on the auction block to a 
Texas rancher named Char¬ 
lie Smith, who gave him his 
name. Smith said he was 
born Mitchell Watkins, but 
he used Smith since he was 
12 . 


Higher-up Socred okayed tricks 
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VANCOUVER (CP) — 
Jack Kelly, a Social Credit 
party researcher, was not 
alone in advocating political 
dirty tricks to boost the 
party’s popularity, a tape of 
a seminar last year indi¬ 
cates. 

Both Kelly's superior, for¬ 
mer research director Glen 


Mitchell, and fellow re¬ 
searcher Ellen MacKay en¬ 
dorsed the tactics Kelly pro¬ 
posed. 

Caucus chairman Jack 
Kempf has said he was in¬ 
vestigating tactics advocat¬ 
ed by Kelly, including 
prompting party supporters 
to write letters to newspaper 


editors and sign them with 
fictitious names. 

The tape, obtained by a 
newspaper reporter, was re¬ 
corded at a party communi¬ 
cations meeting Sept. 22, 
1978, attended by about 200 
Social Credit constituency 
officials. 

Kelly responded to a ques¬ 


tion from one official about 
aliases by giving an exam- 
Ijje. 

“What we do, inevitably, 
with aliases, we’ll take 
somebody living in the area, 
like Mr. J.T. Lattis. We’ll 
change it to Mr. T.M. Lattis, 
the same address, and send 
it in and it’s printed.” 


^At this point on the tape. 
Ms. MacKay elaborated on 
the technique. 

“You see, Mr. T.M. could 
be his nephew, could be his 
son," she said. 

“What newspaper editors

employee benefits more im¬ 
portant. 

Norm Thornber, chief cor¬ 
poration negotiatior, ac¬ 
cused the union of turning 
talks into a ridiculous exer¬ 
cise by increasing its wage 
demands and resurrecting 
issues on which a settlement 
had already been reached. 

“I don't know if they don’t 
know wha,t they're doing or if 
they’re trying to deliberate¬ 
ly provoke the employer," 
he said in an interview 1 'in 
Victoria. 

Neither side believes the 
government will intervene to 
end the strike, as it did in 
October, 1977, by invoking 
essential services legislation 
to order workers back to the 
job. 

Ms. Mathieson said the 
disruption is not severe 
enough to justify using the 
legislation.

TEHRAN, Iran (UPI) - 
Arab guerrillas blew up a 
crude oil pipeline, shot up 
two communication centres 
and attempted to blow up a 
bazaar in oil-producing Khu- 
zestan, the official Pars 
news agency said Saturday. 

Pars said the latest Arab 
rebel attacks took place Fri¬ 
day, capping a week of vio¬ 
lence in Iran’s oil-rich south¬ 
ern province, where ethnic 
Arabs have been fighting the 
Tehran government. 

The attacks included a 
time-bomb explosion aboard 
a Tehran-bound express 
train Wednesday that lulled 
eight passengers, and the 
bombing last Sunday of a 
vital microwave relay tower 
that cut off links between 
Tehran and Persian Gulf 
areas. The violence shat¬ 
tered a three-month lull In 
Arab guerrilla activity. 

Pars said a bomb planted 
in a bazaar in Abadan, the 
south's main refinery town, 
was removed before it could 
explode Friday night. But, it 
said, a bomb in the Khorr- 
mashahr bazaar exploded 
earlier Friday, killing two 
people. 

A bomb blast also ripped 
open a pipeline Friday night, 
Pars said. The pipeline was 
not in use, but residual oil 
and gas inside it burned out 
of control for a while. 

The pipeline linked a 
closed oilfield to a refining 
unit in Ahvaz, the provincial 
capital and centre of most of 
the attacks against govern¬ 
ment targets. 

There were no casualties 
in the blast, and an oil com¬ 
pany official said oil produc¬ 
tion was not affected. 


Violent blast rocks

people. 

'■<' State prosecutor Gaetano 
ij Ruello began an immediate 
investigation into the cause 
of the explosion and ordered 
- major sections of the com¬ 
plex closed. 

The Italian news agency 
ANSA said Montedison offi¬ 
cials were being questioned 
about the possible presence 
of workers in those areas de¬ 
vastated by the blast. 

People half a mile from 
the refinery were shaken 
from their beds by the blast. 
Many raced into the streets 
in panic and, fearing poison¬ 
ous fumes, fled the area by 
car. 


“There is no danger what¬ 
soever. The situation Is 
under control," a Montedis¬ 
on official said. 

Roads and railway lines 
around the plant were closed 


for several hours as firemen 
and refinery workers fought 
the flames and closed emer¬ 
gency valves to prevent fur¬ 
ther explosions in the vast 
refinery complex.

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Egypt parades 



CAIRO (AP) — American-made jets 
roared overhead while Soviet-made tanks 
and European-made missiles rumbled by a 
reviewing stand Saturday as Egypt parad¬ 
ed its growing arsenal of military hard¬ 
ware to mark the sixth anniversary of the 
1973 Middle East war. 

President Anwar Sadat stood up to watch 
the 12 U.S.-built Phantom jets, put on 
display for the first time and the highlight 
of a show which also included a display of 
aging Soviet-made jets and new ly-acquired 
aircraft from China. 

The show of military hardware, which 
also included U.S.-built M-113 armored ve¬ 
hicles, was the first since the signing of 


Egypt’s peace treaty with Israel In March. 
It was aimed at demonstrating Egyptian 
military strength to Arab critics of the 
accord. 

Elsewhere in the Middle East, two Is¬ 
raeli warplanes were reported to have 
rocket-strafed a mountain village a kilo¬ 
metre northeast of the Lebanese port city 
of Sidon but that was denied by an Israeli 
military command spokesman in Tel 
Aviv. 

"There was no bombing raid." he said. 

The report from Sidon quoted witnesses 
as saying a third Israeli jet flew at a higher 
altitude over the village to protect the 
raiding jets. They said thick palls of smoke 


were seen rising from the village of Shar- 
habiel Ibn Hasneh minutes after the raid. 
The raid caused damage in the area but no 
injuries were reported, Sidon officials 
said. 

In southern Lebanon, Palestinian gun¬ 
ners from a guerrilla stronghold opened 
fire on Christian farmers in the villafi of 
Klieya, breaking the Palestine Liberiion 
Organization’s unilateral cease-fire, Israel 
radio said. 

There was no confirmation of that report 
from Palestinian sources in Beirut. The 
state radio said there were no injuries 
during the alleged attack by the PI.O, 
which Thursday announced the cease-fire 


in response to a request from the Ameri¬ 
can black activist leader, Rev. Jesse Jack- 
son, to renounce terrorism. 

In Beirut, a rpembproj’ the ]PLO’$ etteep- 
tive committee accused Jpckson of trying 
to split Arab and Palestinian railksby 
seeking to end its armed struggle against 
Israel, Beirut newspapers reported. 

The attack on Jackson came one day 
after he returned to the United States 
following a Middle Ea,st tour in which he 
called on the PLO to use diplomacy instead 
of arms in attempts to gain Palestinian 
statehood.

Fatigue ends 
sniper siege 

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — A sniper who held a 
woman hostage for 24 hours while he fired from an office 
building in downtown San Francisco was captured Sat¬ 
urday and his hostage released unharmed. The gun¬ 
man was also unharmed. 

Soon after the shooting began, a 16-block area around the 
.building was sealed off by police. Streetcars and automobiles 
were left abandoned in the area, about two blocks from City 
Hall. 

Police said the man was armed with a rifle and a 
pistol and his speech was erratic and his behavior, viewed 
through telescopes, was bizarre. 

Just before his capture, police on the roof of the 
building lowered a bundle containing food to him. They 
dangled it near the window, but there was no response. 

Officers then pulled up the bundle and a few minutes 
later the gunman’s capture was announced. 

The moment it was disclosed that he had been ar¬ 
rested. hundreds of people stormed through police lines 
toward the building, hoping to get a glimpse of the man. 
Police said they knew the identity of the gunman, but 
were withholding it. 

The sniper smashed out a window to start his attack, 
then peppered the street with gunfire as hundreds of 
commuters were heading home. Frightened pedestrians 
sought safety in doorways and under building overhangs 
while the gunman fired apparently at random. 

The sniper's demands, at one point, included a request 
for a discussion with President Carter, He also asked to 
speak with Mayor Dianne Fcinstein. The mayor entered the 
building several times during the ordeal, but did not meet 
face-to-face with the gunman. 

She told reporters, “He wants to begin a program to 
feed oppressed people by giving away money in so- 
called ghetto areas."

TOKYO — Japanese 
voters go to the polls today in 
a parliamentary general 
election in which the ruling 
Liberal Democratic Party is 
expected to regain about 
half the strength it lost in the 
last lower house election in 
1976. 

Nine different polls have 
predicted that Prime Minis¬ 
ter Masayoshi Ohira’s LDP, 
which appeals to more con¬ 
servative Japanese, would 
capture 277 seats in the 
House of Representatives. 
This would give the party a 
majority of 21 in the 511- 
member lower house of this 
Diet, Japan’s parliament. 

Compared with 1976, such 
an outcome would represent 
a 3.1-per-cent gain—from 
51.1 per cent to 54.2 per cent 
of the total. 

Three years ago, the Lib¬ 
eral Democrats suffered a 
6,7 per cent decline in seats 
in an election held on the 
heels of indictments of three 
ruling party politicians, in¬ 
cluding former Prime Min¬ 
ister Kakuei Tanaka, 61. on 
charges of accepting bribes 
paid by the Lockheed Air¬ 
craft Corp. 

The outcome this time was 
expected to enable the Liber¬ 
al Democrats to regain ma¬ 
jority control of all 16 stand- 
ing committees in the 
powerful lower house. After 
the election three years ago, 
which shaved their majority 
to five seats, the Liberal 
Democrats were forced to 
yield control of seven com¬ 


mittees, including the pow¬ 
erful Budget Committee, to 
opposition parties. 

Election eve forecasts by 
six newspapers, a wire ser¬ 
vice, the semigovernmental 
national TV and radio net¬ 
work, NHK, and a respected 
private pollster gave the Lib¬ 
eral Democrats 269 winners. 


Another eight conservatives, 
who failed to win the party’s 
endorsement and were run¬ 
ning as independents, were 
also expected to win and join 
the LDP grouping. Including 
these, Ohira’s party would 
have 277 seats.

To regain control of all 
standing committees in the 
lower house, which selects 
the prime minister and holds 
ultimate power in enacting 
the budget, the Liberal 
Democrats need 271 seats. 


U.K. to send food 
to feed Cambodia 

LONDON (Reuter) — Britain will send emergency 
famine relief aid worth £3.7 million ($9.28 million) to 
Cambodia, the foreign office announced Saturday. 

A foreign office statement said London will give $2.53 
million worth of rice for distribution as soon as pos¬ 
sible. 

Britain also will place a Hercules aircraft at the dis¬ 
posal of the International Red Cross for use in food 
handling and distribution. 


Biologist convicted 
in poisoning deaths 

OMAHA, Neb. (UPI) — A biologist spurred to murder 
by jealousy has been convicted of poisoning five members of 
his former girlfriend's family with a cancer-causing agent. 
Her husband and an infant died. 

Steven Roy Harper, 26, was convicted Friday of kill¬ 
ing Duane Johnson and an infant nephew, Chad Shelton 
—both of whom bled to death internally—and of attempt¬ 
ing to fatally poison Johnson’s daughter, Sherrie, 2, and 
young Shelton’s parents, Bruce and Sally. 

All of the victims drank from containers of milk and 
lemonade spiked with dimethyl nitrosamine—a rocket fuel 
additive known to cause cancer in laboratory animals.

* Don’t expand NATO presence ’ 

Soviets warn Norway 


MOSCOW (UPI) — The Soviet Union 
warned Oslo Saturday against permitting 
an expansion of the NATO presence on 
Norwegian soil, saying it harbors no ag¬ 
gressive intentions toward its Western 
. neighbor. 

The Communist party daily Pravda also 
said the proposal for a Persian Gulf de¬ 
fence alliance, first suggested by Oman, 
was really the brainchild of the United 
States in its attempt to protect its imperial- 
- istic interests there. 

In a brief editorial, Pravda said Norway, 
with whom it shares a border inside the 
Arctic Circle, should not allow the mass 
storage of weapons on its territory. 


The Pravda comment was prompted by 
the Norwegian defence ministry’s delivery 
of an “explanatory memorandum” to the 
Storting (parliament) at the start of a 
budget debate outlining proposals for mo¬ 
dernizing Norway’s NATO defences. 


“The authors of the above-mentioned 
memorandum cannot fail to know that the 
U.S.S.R. has no aggressive intentions and 
has more than once stated its readiness to 
take part in ensuring lasting peace in 
Northern Europe and, together with other 
nuclear powers, to guarantee the status of 
a nuclear-free zone for that region." 


Gunman kills two 
at campus party 

COLUMBIA, S.C. (AP) — A man walked into a fraternity 
homecoming party early Saturday, braced against a wall 
and opened fire with a pistol, creating “general hysteria” in 
a dormitory social room. Two students diedand five were 
wounded in the gunfire. 

Mark Houston, 19, was arrested three hours after the 
shooting occurred at the University of South Carolina shortly 
after midnight, police said. He surrendered without resis¬ 
tance after talking with his parents.

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Nice guys 
have their limits 


EXTERNAL AFFAIRS MINISTER Flora 
MacDonald’s view that Canada has been the 
international nice guy for too long will un¬ 
doubtedly be shared by the majority of her 
fellow-countrymen. 


Canadians, she said, have spent billions of 
dollars on aid to third-world countries only to 
be accused of imperialism by those whom 
they have helped. 


Selecting Pakistan as an example of this 
type of vicious ingratitude, she told a Toronto 
audience this week how that nation — which is 
one of the largest recipients of Canadian 
financial assistance — vilified and “cheer¬ 
fully branded” Canadians as imperialists at 
the Havana meeting of the so-called unaligned 
nations last month. 


Any notion that Miss MacDonald may be 
exaggerating when she described Pakistan as 
being one of the major beneficiaries of Cana¬ 
dian generosity can easily be dispelled by 
checking the facts as provided by the Infor¬ 
mation Division of the Canadian International 
Development Agency (CIDA). These reveal 
that Pakistan received no less than $322,940,- 
000 Canadian tax dollars between 1968 and 
1977. No record is available orv-whaLadditional 
amounts of largess have been provided during 
the past two years. 


To help place the issue in even clearer 
perspective it is interesting to note the amount 
of Canadian aid that went to other major 
third-world recipients during the same period 
of time. 


Top of the list stands India which received 
a total of $791,590,000 in Canadian money 
goods and services. Nigeria got $86,340,000, 
Bangladesh, $248,110,000; Algeria, $58,880,000; 
Zambia, $30,570,000; Tunisia, $91,680,000; Indo¬ 
nesia, $125,860,000; Ghana, $87,570,000; Niger, 
$73,280,000 and Tanzania, $114,650,000. 

These are, of course just a small portion 
of the 100 third-world “unaligned” nations 
who have benefitted and continue to benefit 
from Canada's billion-dollar-a-year foreign 
aid program. 

Miss MacDonald’s point , with which we 
must agree, is that although Canada should 
not expect particularly effusive thanks for 
what it is doing, it should not have to put up 
with insults and public abuse from those it has 
helped. 

Even nice guys can be pushed too far. 


Protection centre 


DESPITE THE sternly puritanical climate 
in Iran since Ayatollah Khomeini's chaps took 
over, the country still has an extraordinary 
number of prostitutes plying their trade — 
50,000, according to one estimate. 

But this distressing social problem is 
being tackled. The newspaper Kayhan Inter¬ 
national reports that the government’s effort 
to lead hookers away from their life of sin will 
concentrate on the eradication of cultural and 
economic differences in Iranian society. 

As part of this noble task of rehabilitation, 
a luxury villa in Tehran has been turned into 
an “Islamic Protection Centre,” where for¬ 
mer prostitutes are being prepared to return 
to their families and make a new start in 
life. 

Although the villa can accommodate only 
30 women at a time, there are many applica¬ 
tions for the courses, the newspaper says. 

This interest, of course, could be prompt¬ 
ed by the ayatollah’s inspiring aura of sanc¬ 
tity and a genuine desire to repent and return 
to the Islamic straight-and-narrow. On the 
other hand, it just might have something to do 
with the fact that a number of prostitutes — 
along with homosexuals and other “undesir¬ 
ables” — have been executed since the revolu¬ 
tion that ousted the Shah. 

Were the ladies of the red-light district 
made an offer they couldn’t refuse? If so, the 
Protection Centre was very well named.

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COMMENT/BACKGROUND 


Hypocrisy is alive and well at the U.N. 


This is high season for hypocrites, 
perhaps because the General Assem¬ 
bly of the United Nations is in session 
again. 

At that august institution an inter 
esting play took place shortly after 
opening day: In Kampuchea the for¬ 
mer Cambodia, a murderous dictator, 
Pol Pot, was displaced by invading 
Vietnamese supported by the Soviet 
Union, neither one a paragon of de¬ 
mocracy. But the United Nations ac 
cepted the Chinese-supported demand 
that Pol Pot, who has no territory of 
any consequence to govern, be recog¬ 
nized as the legitimate ruler since his 
country was forcefully invaded. That 
he was not exactly popularly elected, 
and that in all probability about one 
million people lost their lives under his 
regime did not enter the discussion. 

Another dictator, a bloody buffoon. 
His Imperial Majesty, Bokassa the 
First, ruler of the Central African 
Empire, was overthrown recently. 
The coup was fronted by the emperor's 
nephew, David Dacko, and engineered 
by France which«sent a a few hundred

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paratroopers — enough to rout the 
Imperial Army. The deposed monarch 
sought refuge in France, as a French 
citizen who served in the French 
colonial army. France, understand¬ 
ably but not quite legally, did not want 
him. Fortunatelly President Hou- 
phouct-Boigny of the Ivory Coast, the 
.most Francophile of France’s former 
colonies, bailed out the Mother Coun¬ 
try and offered asylum to Bokassa. 
Did the United Nations react to the 
African invasion? No, of course. Why? 
The "explanation" by France that 
French troops were there by invitaion 
was accepted . . . 

But the members of the Organiza¬ 
tion of African Unity protested vigor¬ 
ously when Tanzianian forces aided 
Ugandan exiles to oust the murderous 
Idi Amin — who has since found a new 
home with Libyan Muammar Gaddafi. 
The fact that Tanzianian presi¬ 
dent Julius Nyerere was “invited" by

We should not block MPs 
from abandoning their party 



OTTAWA — One of the 
most intriguing stories to 
come out of the capital while 
I was in Eu¬ 
rope visiting 
NATO bases 
was Richard 
Janelle’s de- 
cision to 
abandon his 
Social Credit 
colleagues 
and join the 
Tories. 

Other Liber- 
a I and 
Socred MPs have been ner¬ 
vously weighing the pros and 
cons of a similar move. 

It’s all part of a master 
strategy unveiled by Senator 
Martial Asselln, one of 
Clark’s two francophone 
ministers, to use the formid¬ 
able bargaining power of the 
government to "buy" the 
parliamentary majority de¬ 
nied by the voters on May 22. 
Coincidentally, because 
most of the "targets” of the 
raid are Quebec MPs, it 
would increase Tory repre¬ 
sentation in French Canada 
to respectable levels. 

Inevitably the plot has 
been branded as the ultimate 
in cynicism — the kind of 
manoeuvre that surrounds 
politics with a faint odor of 
decomposing fish. Former 
Liberal cabinet minister 
Francis Fox suggested that 
MPs shouldn’t be allowed to

switch parties unless they 
resign their seat and seek a 
fresh mandate. Social Credit 
leader Fabien Roy called on 
the RCMP to investigate the 
government tactics. 


Certainly Janelle’s con¬ 
version to Toryism reeks of 
opportunism so soon after 
his election under a different 
banner and platform. His 
reasons for switching, that 
"it is important to be able to 
play a role in one’s country 
and to be a real spokesman 
for one’s constituency” are 
not convincing. It was a cyn¬ 
ical move! But probably no 
more so than the former gov¬ 
ernment’s attempt to "buy" 
seats by appointing PC 
members like Newfound¬ 
land’s Jack Marshall and 
Nova Scotia’s Bob Muir to 
the Senate to create vacan¬ 
cies that appeared ripe for 
Liberal contenders. As an 
accessory to that Machiavel¬ 
lian plot, Francis Fox is 
hardly in a position to cast 
the first stone. 


A case can be made for 
requiring MPs to resign 
their seats when they switch 
parties between elections al¬ 
though I personally would 
deplore it. The party system 
is much too rigid and the 



reality to move or not to 
move can Be one of the ulti¬ 
mate tests of integrity and 
character. 

Veteran NDP MP Stanley 
Knowles drew an important 
distinction when he was in¬ 
terviewed on the subject. To 
him it was a question of time 
and intervening events. It 
may be the height of cyni¬ 
cism to run under one flag 
and switch a few weeks later 
— presumably in the hope of 
being rewarded with some 
kind of appointment as well 
as enjoying the privilege of 
dispensing party patronage. 
In Knowles' view that is 
quite different from growing 
disillusioned with a party, its 
leader and its policies over a 
period of months or years. 
When the day comes that an 
MP thinks his party is lead¬ 
ing the country to ruin it is 
less than honorable to con¬ 
tinue to support it just for the 
sake of hanging on to 
power. 

That was my dilemma. 
The government of which I 
was a member had promised 
action on housing. When it 
reneged I felt obliged to re¬ 
sign from the cabinet. Two 
years later I was so put off 
by its handling of economic 
affairs and the direction in 
which the country was going 
I opted out completely. 

Switching parties is not 
only risky, it is a two-way 
street. The traffic now is in 
the direction of the Clark 
government but the day 
could come when members 
of his team might feel com¬ 
pelled to abandon ship — 
perhaps sooner than expect¬ 
ed judging from some of the 
deep internal cleavages on 
fundamental policy ques¬ 
tions. It would be retrograde 
to pass any law which would 
effectively lock the escape 
hatch in advance. 
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insurgent Ugandans did not impress 
the O.A.U. Perhaps there was fear of 
setting a precedent that one African 
nation could successfully depose a 
dictator in another African nation. 
France, after all, is not an African 
nation although her troops have seen 
action in several African countries 
recently: Gabon. Zaire, Chad and the 
renamed Central African Republic. 

The United Nations has also had the 
privilege of hearing King Hussein of 
Jordan orate about the rights of Pales¬ 
tinians, rights he ignored completely 
during the years 1948 to 1967 when old 
Jerusalem and the West Bank were 
annexed to Jordan. That is not to 
mention the destruction and desecra¬ 
tion of Jewish synagogues in the Old 
City and the closure of the Western 
Wall to Jews. 

During what some Arabs call “the 
Black September" of 1971, more Pa¬ 
lestinians were killed by the Jordanian 


Army than in all the lout wars with 
Israel. Now Hussein asserts that the 
Palestine Liberation Organization is 
the only legitimate spokesman for the 
Palestinians. 

Finally, honorable mention in the 
catalogue of hypocrites also belongs to 
(he Reverend Jesse L. Jackson. His 
discovery of the Palestinian cause 
strangely coincided with the dismissal 
of American ambassador to the United 
Nations Andrew Young for lying to his 
superiors. In earlier days the Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference 
nobly stood for non-violence and pas¬ 
sive resistance, in the best tradition of 
Mahatma Gandhi. Now the Rev. Jack- 
son embraces Yasser Arafat, whose 
latest military exploit was to detonate 
a bicycle loaded with explosives in a 
sidewalk cafe in Jerusalem on the eve 
of a Jewish holiday. A few days ear¬ 
lier, in an Israeli hospital the Rever¬ 
end Jackson prayed for a little girl 
injured in that military action 

What next? A joint memorial ser¬ 
vice with the Ku-Klux Klan at the 
grave of Marlin Luther King? 


One of China’s great villains 
is about to reappear as hero 


PEKING — In an extra¬ 
ordinary revision of its offi¬ 
cial history, China is laying 
the groundwork for the post¬ 
humous political rehabilita¬ 
tion of the greatest villain of 
the past decade, the one¬ 
time head of state Liu Shao- 
Qi- 

Liu, a nonperson here 
since he was stripped of his 
Communist Party and gov¬ 
ernment posts at the height 
of the Cultural Revolution, 
was suddenly thrust back 
into the public eye this week 
at a newly opened photo¬ 
graphic exhibit on the his¬ 
tory of the party. 

Although his portraits 
were banished along with 
Liu 13 years ago. and had not 
been displayed since, three 
pictures of the late Chinese 
president appeared in the 
exhibit that opened Monday 
at the National Museum of 
History. 

One, a huge mural that 
showed Liu flanking three 
other dead titans of modern 
Chinese history — Mao Tse- 
tung, Chou En-lai and the 
military hero Zhu De, drew 
murmurs from Chinese mu¬ 
seum-goers. 

The exhibit, which identi¬ 
fied Liu by name but made 
no comment on his politics, 
was the most explicit in a 
recent series of hints that he 
is about to be exonerated and 
accorded his proper place in 
history. 

if the party goes through 
with the rehabilitation pro¬ 
cess, "it will constitute an 
extraordinary turnabout,” 
said a Western diplomat 
here. 

“It would be like the 
Americans reversing their 
verdict on Joe McCarthy or 
Richard Nixon.” 

Many of Liu’s most con¬ 
troversial policies have al¬ 
ready been revived, includ¬ 
ing cash incentives and 
promotions based on merit 
rather than political atti¬ 
tude. But his full rehabilita¬ 
tion would speed implemen 
tation of those policies and 
probably return to power 
many more officials who 
were accused of following 
his line. 

The only man who ever 
challenged Mao for suprem¬ 
acy. Liu replaced Mao as 
head of state — technically 
“chairman of the People’s 
Republic of China" — in 
1959. 

Mao remained chairman 
of the party, a more impor¬ 
tant post but Liu’s influence 
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gained as the failures of 
Maoist policies especially 
the economically disastrous 
Great Leap Forward be¬ 
came apparent. 

Mao launched the Cultural 
Revolution in 1966 at least in 
part to eliminate his greatest 
rival. Liu dropped from sight 
and was soon reviled by the 
party as “a renegade, Judas 
and traitor to the working 
class" who had been proper¬ 
ly consigned "to the garbage 
heap of history." 

Tne official Chinese press 
has never disclosed what 
happened to him after his 
purge, except to confirm 
that he is dead. A Hong Kong 
magazine with close ties to 
Peking, Trends, has report¬ 
ed that Liu died of pneumo¬ 
nia in 1969, while being trans¬ 
ferred by train from Peking 
to a labor camp in Honan 
Province. 

Rehabilitating Liu ob- 
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Passion is a sort of fever in 
the mind, which ever leaves 
us weaker than It found us. 
It more than anything de¬ 
prives us of the use of our 
judgment for it raises a dust 
very hard to see through. It 
may not unfitly be termed 
the mob of the man that 
commits a riot upon his rea¬ 
son.

viously presents difficulties 
to a Politburo stocked with 
politicians whose denuncia¬ 
tions of him remain on the 
public record. 

So far the process has pro¬ 
ceeded slowly and tentative¬ 
ly. Lieu’s manual on commu¬ 
nism, once required reading 
for all party members but 
ignored since his downfall, 
was praised by the Peking 
Daily this summer though 
without identifying the au¬ 
thor. Similarly, (he more au¬ 
thoritative People’s Daily 
last month complained that 
several documents on Liu's 
role in party affairs had 
been wrongly omitted from 
official party histories. 

The elderly military lead¬ 
er Ye Jianying, who now 
holds Liu’s old position as the 
No.2 man in the party hier¬ 
archy, paid roundabout trib¬ 
ute to the late president over 
the weekend in a televised 
address commemorating the 
30th anniversary of Commu¬ 
nist rule. He said the docu¬ 
ments and speeches of the- 
party’s Eight Party Con¬ 
gress in 1956 "contain the 
guiding principles for 
China's Socialist revolution" 
and "continue to be of great 
importance in guiding our 
work." 

Ye never uttered Liu’s; 
name but it is well known 
here that Liu gave the key¬ 
note address at the 1956 Con¬ 
gress. 

Analysts here predict 
there will be a further delay 
before Liu's rehabilitation is, 
complete. "The Politburo 
may have already decided 
he was 70 per cent good and 
30 per cent bad. but there will 
be a lively debate about 
which were the good parts 
and which were the bad," 
said a diplomat. "And of 
course they have to figure 
out a way to exonerate Liu 
without smearing Mao."

The German Democratic 
Republic was set up 30 years 
ago today — in 1949 — in the 
Russian zone of Germany. 

In 1945, Germany was di¬ 
vided Into British, French, 
American and Russian zones 
to arrest war criminals and 
dismantle war industries, 
but the British and Ameri¬ 
can zones amalgamated in 
1947 to facilitate economic 
reconstruction, over French 
and Russian protests. When 
France agreed to join in, the 
East-West split deepened. 

The Russians blockaded 
Berlin and the Western 
powers set up the German 
Federal Republic early in 
1949. Only after this did the 
native German Communists 
win a voice in East Ger¬ 
many.

Havine sat on his thumbs since his near victory 
ii»- the general election of May, Dave Barrett 
emerged from the shadows last Wednesday with a 
grim-faced statement on what is going down in 
minor political history as "lettergate." 

Asked in front of the ever-watchful TV cameras 
what he thought of the Social Credit "pick-a-name- 
for-your-letter-to-the-editor” contest, the would-be 
king answered: "Sleazy — they should all resign." 

Indications are that Bartlett’s Familiar Quota¬ 
tions will not pick it up for the permanent record. 

The fact is that the now-infamous Socred elec¬ 
tion campaign tactics, as recommended by party 
caucus workers, were not “sleazy.” Stupid, yes. 
But let s not try to put them in the same class as 
Donald Segretti's “dirty tricks" campaign for for¬ 
mer President Nixon. 

AND LET IIS NEVER assume that, because 
the silly advice was,^Bally flushed into the clown’s 
circle, the NDP has suddenly acquired the sole 
right to wear the white hats in the latest western 
comic opera. 

Sure, as we said last week, the NDP had, to our 
knowledge, never advocated false signatures on 
letters. It never, to our knowledge, suggested 
changes in initials, faked addresses, or openly 
advocated "playing dirty.” 

But that does not mean it has never played the 
political game with the rules slightly, or viciously, 
bent. 

THERE ARE THOSE among us who have been 
down here in the word factory long enough to recall 
the far-from-gentle attack on Alex Fraser, minister 
of highways and other assorted responsibilities, 
just a couple of years back. 

Remember the situation? 

Let me remind you. 

Fraser and his wife had taken into their home 
as a foster child a young lady for whom, in Quesnel 
at that time, there appeared to be no other home. 
Fraser was the mayor of Quesnel and believed, as I 
think he still believes, that example is a pretty good 
standard to set. 

The young lady grew up. married a young man, 
and the marriage after a while, went sour. The 
young man eventually found a Job with Fraser and 
has since moved on to other things. 

IT WAS DURING debate on Fraser's estimates 
that the matter of patronage was introduced. 
Fraser, one of the genuine decant people in politics 
in B.C., sat in the Legislature hour after hour 
listening to the vilification poured on his head 
because he had hired his “daughter's" husband. 

There was no mention in that debate, if that is 
the correct word, of Fraser's kindness to a troubled 
young lady. There was no mention by the NDP that 
“husband and wife" were no longer correct terms 
to use. And. openly and publicly, there was never 
any apology to Fraser when the truth finally 
emerged.

The original decision, the appeal by the crown 
and the subsequent decision by the Court of Appeal 
did not prevent the NDP from raising the matter in 
the Legislature in the context of a query from an 
officer of the court, lawyer Alex Macdonald. 

The query was, of course, in the form of a 
suggestion that there was a law for cabinet minis¬ 
ters and their sons and another law for the ordinary 
folk. That may be a popular line of belief but I have 
more confidence in our courts. 

THERE ARE OTHER examples of the NDP 
going for the jugular, but I'm sure you noticed them 
as they drifted by in the saying. 

So, back to the Jack Kelly "how to w rite a letter 
to the editor" advice, advice given with the tacit 
aproval of Dan Campbell. Dave Brown, Les Peter¬ 
son, Les Keen, Angus Ree. Grace McCarthy, Tony 
Tozer, Ellen Mackay, Glen Mitchell, Premier Ben 
nett and Uncle Tom Coble.v and all. Sleazy? 
Hardly. Stupid? No doubt at ail. 

And that brings me back to my favorite theme 
of the past few weeks which, in case you wrapped 
the fish before you read me, has been that the 
current government appears to be running without 
anyone at the helm. 

FOR THE PAST WEEK there have been two 
responses to reporters seeking further information 
on the "play dirty" campaign.

Which is rather surprising when you 
remember that 170 copies of the tape, at least, were 
distributed throughout the province during April. 

Again, sleazy? No. Stupid? Yes. 

Environment Minister Rafe Mair may have 
summed it up best: “If what I hear is true, then it 
can only be termed stupid nonsense. If any of my 
campaign workers heard that tape I'm sure they 
would have fallen down laughing, or ignored it. And 
if they didn't do either, I guess I should look 
for some new campaign workers.”

Why nuclear energy 


? 


The question of energy supply, 
policy and pricing, increasingly domi¬ 
nates public debate at all levels of 
Canadian government and in the 
media. 

The Chamber of Commerce has 
now endorsed muclear power for Van¬ 
couver Island. One wonders why. when 
Canada is one of the few fortunate 
countries which has ample stocks of 
conventional forms of energy, both 
hydro and fossil fuels. In fact we are 
exporting both. 

There is no doubt that Vancouver 
Island needs increased pqwer supply 
for domestic use and especially for 
projected expansion of wood process¬ 
ing at Port Alberni and Campbell 
River. 

There is also no doubt that a nation¬ 
al energy policy with an east-west 
electrical grid as a basis to take ad¬ 
vantage of the time zones and to take 


care of peaking would satisfy our pres¬ 
ent and foreseeable needs on Vancou¬ 
ver Island without having to resort to 
nuclear power. (A fringe benefit could 
be the electrification of the CP and 
CN. thus saving fossil fuels.) 

Our national policy should include 
the saving of Petro-Can and expanding 
it by construction of two pipelines 
from coast to coast, one for gas and 
the other for oil to make both available 
at domestic prices, with available 
surplus energy sold abroad at the 
world price. 

The event at Three Mile Island in 
the U.S.A. has focused attention on 
the dangers of the use of nuclear 
energy when it is undertaken for pri¬ 
vate profit and without necessarv 
safeguards. It is therefore necessary 
that the production and distribution uf 
energy in Canada be under public 
ownership and democratic controls. 


The Communist Party of Canada 
has called for a moratorium on nu¬ 
clear power development while the en¬ 
tire question of safeguards is gone into 
through a full public inquiry. 

Our party supports in principle the 
peaceful use of nuclear energy provid¬ 
ed that: 

It is based upon public ownership 
and democratic control. 

That construction of nuclear power 
stations guarantees the safety of the 
population and of those working in 
the nuclear stations. 

Other forms of energy are not 
available. In Canada there are ample 
stocks of other forms of energy and 
these should have priority.

People in public life be¬ 
come accustomed to abusive 
attacks from persons ag¬ 
grieved by government ac¬ 
tion. It is the unfortunate 
result of making decisions. 
During my 10-year involve¬ 
ment in public affairs how¬ 
ever, I have never had my 
integrity impugned by 
knowledgeable observers. 
Editorial writers are suppos¬ 
edly in that latter category. 

Your Oct. 4 lead editorial 
not only smears my integ¬ 
rity, but includes a sweeping 
generalized smear against 
all politicians. It reminds me 
of the English 11 student who 
extricates himself from the 
difficult choice of story end¬ 
ing with the cop-out phrase 
"and then he woke up." 

Admittedly, the Royal Oak 
Industrial Park issue is 
largely colored by one's per¬ 
ception of anticipated conse¬ 
quences. Facts however are 
incontestable. Editorial 
writers in this city appear to 
rely entirely on the printed 
reportage of an event for 
their postulations. If impor¬ 
tant facts are missing from a 
news story the value of edi¬ 
torial opinion appears to suf¬ 
fer. 

The special Saanich coun¬ 
cil meeting at noon on Oct. 3 
debated once again all as¬ 
pects of the Royal Oak ques¬ 
tion. Unfortunately, the 
printed news story of that 
event omitted most of the 
answers to the objections 
printed at length. The most 
glaring omission was the re¬ 
statement of the long known 
fact that irrespective of how 
the property in question is 
utilized—as a business park 
or as a residential enclave- 
the traffic load perceived by 
the department of highways 
would have the same traffic 


counts. If you accept that 
statement given by profes¬ 
sional engineers, the exist¬ 
ing life style of present resi¬ 
dents is in jeopardy in any 
event. 

All councillors agonized on 
these questions over a two- 
year period. No promises 
have yet been broken. In my 
opinion, Glanford need 
never be widened nor the 
West road extension built, 
providing the improvement 
of Wilkinson Road and Inter- 
urban Road and the McKen¬ 
zie extension proceed on 
schedule. 

Your editorial convenient¬ 
ly overlooks the answers to 
the stated concerns' -1 of resi¬ 
dents and in the process does 
a disservice to public en¬ 
lightenment. I’ve always be¬ 
lieved that was the only de¬ 
fensible objective of those 
charged with the reporting 
responsibilitv.

Today's hospital boards are comprised of the same 
type of individual who served on boards when hospital 
insurance put hospitals on a launching pad 30 years 
ago. 

People with the best of intentions, who were willing 
to serve their communities with no reimbursement for 
their services. The difference between then and now 
is that good intentions are no longer sufficient. Hospitals 
have grown from a total provincial expenditure of some 
$15 million to over $600 million annually. 

The answer to today’s dilemma regarding the ade¬ 
quacy of management by hospital boards, is not to be 
found in changing the current method of appointment 
for some, and election by a handful of society members 
for others. Rather, it is to be found in an updated and 
mandatory program of orientation and education for all 
board members, co-sponsored by the Ministry of Health and 
the B.C. Health Association. 

It has become imperative that board members, par¬ 
ticularly of our major hospitals, be as knowledgeable as 
possible of not just the provincial and national levels. 

Bob McClelland, one of the hardest working health min¬ 
isters the province has ever had, has asked hospital 
boards to exercise fiscal responsibility for ?a very good 
reason. The rapidly escalating costs of medical and hos¬ 
pital services are imposing a financial burden that threa¬ 
tens the funding of all other government services. 

It is not too much to ask that all board members be 
given a thorough introduction to the multifaceted problems 
of running today’s hospital.

Thursday, asking me if I could see him at his office 
that afternoon, I thought, here we go. 

Well-rested since his unceremonial removal 
from the provincial scene, Sam would be itching to 
get back into politics. He'd announce his candidacy 
for mayor of Victoria. 

So I thought. When Sam told me instead that 
he'd go back into developing, I fell a little like a guy 
who walks into a house of ill repute and is intro¬ 
duced to Burt Reynolds. 

But on second thought, Bawlf’s decision to stay 
out of politics, at least Victoria politics, is probably 
a good one. Like Pollen, Bawlf is well-advised to 
rest on the laurels of past glories, leaving the 
political field to newcomers or professional poli¬ 
ticians, which neither of them is. 

In fact, Bawlf was a bad politician. He never 
understood the game and iMfe did, he refused to 
play by the rules. 

A "good" politician cultivates his constituents. 
Bawlf didn’t, because he’s a builder and doer, 
rather than a politician. 

IN THE END, it didn't matter what he 
achieved for the people of Victoria. The same 
people who benefitted from Baw If’s commitment to 
get the best-possible deal for the city out of the 
provincial government gave him the-slip. 

1 don't think Victorians would stand to gain 
much if Bawlf ran for mayor and were elected. But 
the city might benefit from Bawlf, the developer. 

His record as a developer is impressive. He was 
the first to challenge the popular theory that old 
buildings can’t be saved. He proved that restoring 
old buildings can be done for fun and profit. 

And he proved it beyond any doubt, because he 
made a lot of money at it. But the city also 
profited. Without him. a lot of old buildings 
would have been demolished. In fact, Old Town 
would not be what it is today. 

So when Bawlf says he wants to build a housing 
complex at the Wharf Street waterfront, I’m willing 
to bet that it’ll be a credit to Victoria. 

WHAT WILL BE interesting to watch is how 
Bawlf will get along with city hall. As former 
deregulations minister, he will come in contact 
again with the kind of bureaucratic maze he 
wanted to simplify. 

The site he wants to develop has a history of 
bad luck. Hans Hartwig, another developer who’s 
done a lot for the city, tried in vain to steer a good 
project through the rough political and bureau¬ 
cratic waters of city hall. 

After 18 months and 22 meetings with every 
committee, board and commission the city could 
possibly put in his way, Hartwig gave up. Madder 
than a hatter, he built a fence around the property 
and said he would never build on it. 

Now Bawlf has picked up the property to build a 
65-unit condominium project. He hopes to start 
construction this winter, but I think he’s a little too 
optimistic. 

True, he won’t ask for rezoning which should 
assure speedy approval, but there are so many 
obstacles along the way that Bawlf will be lucky to 
have approval by council next summer. 

THE MATTER WILL first go to the planning 
department. From there, it will go to the Advisory 
Planning Commission, then on to the Advisory- 
Design Panel, then to a committee of council and 
finally to council. 

But rarely does a project sail smoothly through 
the channels. Often they are referred back and 
forth ad infinitum. And since each of the bodies 
meets only once every two weeks, a lot of time goes 
by before the final proposal is considered by 
city council. 

And if a few aldermen don’t like it, they don’t 
hesitate starting the whole process over again by 
referring it back to this, that or the other commis¬ 
sion, or committee. 

That’s what deregulation is all about. Sant, but 
unfortunately you weren't arouni long enough to do 
anything about it.

Your correspondents who are de¬ 
bating on the use of nuclear power in 
your columns, do not seem to be 
aware of two important books, pub¬ 
lished recently, which settle the mat¬ 
ter. 

Briefly, John W. Gofman, profes¬ 
sor emeritus of medical physics at the 
University of California. Berkeley, 
and recipient of awards for medical 
research, notably on cancer and chro¬ 
mosome damage, wrote An Irrever¬ 
ent, Illustrated View of Nuclear 
Power. It was published earlier this 
year by the Committee for Nuclear 
Responsibility, which includes four 
Nobel Laureates. The book is a collec¬ 
tion of public addresses, eminently 
readable, and illustrated by a choice 
collection of cartoons. 

Gofman examines the arguments 


for nuclear power and demolishes 
them. 

Barry Commoner is professor of 
Environmental Science and director 
of the Centre for Biology of Natural 
Systems at Washington University in 
St. Louis. His previous widely-read 
books are Science and Survival, The 
Closing Circle and the Poverty of 
Power. 

His new book, The Politics of En¬ 
ergy. was condensed in two issues of 
the New Yorker magazine, April 23 
and 30, and is now available in book 
form. 

Commoner examines President 
Carter's plans to solve the energy 
problem in the United States, based 
largely on the most commonly used 
energy sources—oil and nuclear 
power. He believes that the possibili¬ 
ties of solar power are in danger of 


being scuttled by those who have 
huge investments in these convention 
a I sources. 

In fact, he states that the develop 
ment of photovoltaic cell technology. 
using solar-irradiated silicon chips, 
now in use in low-cost calculators, etc., ; 
has reached the point where it can 
provide a safe, inexpensive and prac¬ 
tical alternative to conventional power ; 
sources. 

British Columbians and people any-; 
where would be "insane", as Dr. Hof- - 
man says, to get into nuclear tech . 
nology now, when much more appro 
priate technology is available. Just 
imagine, no more uranium mining, no ; 
more nuclear radiation, no more 
hydro-electric development. What are ' 
we waiting for?

Forestry letter is termed misleading 


The letter from the Association 
of Professional Foresters of Sept. 
30, Public ownership of forest land 
ensures resource policy debate is 
terribly misleading. There is no 
debate of forest policy regardless 
of ownership, and that is the gist of 
what I am trying to bring to 
public and media attention. 

The association's letter, which 
is supposed to be a reply to my, and 
other people's charges of forest 
mismanagement, answers none of 
the specific charges that are crop¬ 
ping up in increasing numbers. 

In fact, by its own admis¬ 
sion, the letter is a repeat of 
the brief the associaton presented 


in 1976 to the royal commission 
which, at that time was unaware of 
the threatening timber shortage 
that now makes headlines. 

Just consider these document¬ 
ed facts. On Page 4 of the Pearse 
Commission's Report, it is stated 
that the whole province is under 
more or less intensive (sustained 
yield) regulation and ”... esti¬ 
mates of merchantable timber 
have more than doubled”. 

Yet, less than two years later, 
revised and documented data has 
foresters admitting that a serious 
shortage of timber is imminent. 

The public can not detect this 
shortage because it is one of ’qual¬ 


ity and accessibility' of trees. But 
technically it is very real and will 
spell a serious fall-off of export 
and jobs when the present lumber 
market boom tapers off. 

Even the professional foresters 
sent a warning memo to our 
MLA's. Yet here they are publish¬ 
ing an obsolete and generalized 
PR letter that is typical of the low- 
level of public information forest¬ 
ers are providing. 

This is no way for a profes¬ 
sional association set up by the 
government to protect the public's 
forestry interests to carry out its 
mandate. 

As a professional myself, I 


have no hesitation in stating that if 
the public can be helped to under¬ 
stand how ’unforestry’ the asso 
elation really is, they will demand 
that the whole concept of forestry 
and the role of the B.C. Forest 
Service be completely changed. 

Let no one be fooled by the 
so-called new Forest Act or by the 
administrative changes presently- 
taking place in the forest service. 
It has been done before and the 
mismanagement continued. It is 
the whole concept of forestry that 
needs to be discussed.

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Prices scare analysts 


Stock market analysts are 
becoming afraid that specu¬ 
lation in resource stocks on 
Canada's major markets has 
passed the bounds of rea¬ 
son. 

Emotions took over on the 
Toronto, Montreal and Van¬ 
couver markets this week 
and pushed prices of re¬ 
source-related stocks to the 
point where analysts began 
sounding the alarm. 


J. Ronald Woods, 
vice-president of research at 
Merit Investment Corp. in 
Toronto, said, "We are in a 
speculative range apd we 
have been trying to cool peo¬ 
ple's expectations. 

“I would say the general 
market is not acting irra¬ 
tionally but trading in mines, 
oils and gold stocks seems to 
be irrational. 

“People are bidding stocks 


up to levels that cannot be 
justified by fundamentals." 

Woods described the trad¬ 
ing activity as “almost pan¬ 
demonium." Volumes were 
extremely heavy on all mar¬ 
kets and on Friday, the tick¬ 
er tape on the Toronto mar¬ 
ket was about 50 minutes 
behind at one point. 

A number of analysts said 
Canadian markets have be¬ 
come overpriced and that 


New York offers much bet¬ 
ter value. Many expect Can¬ 
ada’s bull market to pull in 
its horns before long. 

Neil Wickham of Bell, 
Gouinlock Ltd. in Toronto 
said he expects a significant 
correction due to high Inter¬ 
est rates and Inflation, slow 
or negative growth In the 
economy and the fact that 
stock prices have been run¬ 
ning up for so long.

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Even prehistoric man used simple technologies 

Culture decides 
how we use, 
modify nature 


By CLARENCE J. GLACKEN 
We live in a period in which technology is complex 
and rapidly changing and are inclined to think of it in 
terms of computers, machine and precision tools, and 
electronics. However, even in prehistoric times, 
humans used simple but powerful technologies, such 
as fire, to modify nature. 

The relationship between can be understood only in 
nature and technology, terms of eulture — those 
whether simple or complex, , patterns of behavior and

thought common to a peo¬ 
ple. 

Culture is the crucial link 
between nature and technol¬ 
ogy. Culture determines 
both how we use and modify 
nature and how we think 
about it. 

Let us think of the earth's 
surface as if it were a huge^ 
relief map. We can piafe 
thousands of overlays on it to 
show various distributions: 
physical elements like cli¬ 
mates, mountains, minerals, 
and oceans; organic ele¬ 
ments like forests, swamps, 
and cultivated lands; cul¬ 
tural elements like settle¬ 
ments. religions, languages, 
and technologies. 

Any inhabited area on the 
earth's surface is composed 
of different combinations of 
these distributions. We may 
have Spanish-speaking Ca¬ 
tholic farmers with a few 
sheep living on a dry pla¬ 
teau, and Hindus, tu whom 
cows are sacred, speaking 
English and growing rice 
where monsoon rains cause 
disastrous floods. 

The existence of these mo¬ 
saics is the reason we cannot 
profitably talk abstractly 
about technology and na¬ 
ture. There is no direct rela¬ 
tionship between them ex¬ 
cept through the medium of 
eulture. 

Throughout history, and 
up to the present, different 
cultures have valued and 
sought in nature different 
things. For example, the na¬ 
tive Canadians did not 
search for uranium as we 
do now. We no longer seek 
whale oil for lamps, as our 
forebears did. 

Every culture, prehis¬ 
toric, primitive, and civi¬ 
lized, so far as we know, has 
developed a conception of 
nature. In primitive and pre¬ 
historic cultures, it may be a 
form of nature worship, or 
nature-spirits, or the person- 
ification of nature like 
“Mother Earth." Some mod¬ 
ern societies have a purely 
utilitarian conception of na¬ 
ture, as ;l resource there for 
human beings to use. Others 
may think-of it csthetically 
or biologically or both, as a 
beautiful, harmonious but 
fragile system of interlock¬ 
ing physical and biological 
elements. 

If we look back to prehis¬ 
toric times, two technologies 
that modified nature stand 
out: plant and animal do¬ 
mestication, and the use of 
fire. 

The domestication of 
plyhts and animals began 
the long series of experi¬ 
ments in breeding which 
have completely trans¬ 
formed the nature of organic 
life on earth. Millions of 
square miles are now in cul¬ 
tivated crops; they are vast 
substitutions for what was 
there before the intervention 
of human beings with their 
tools. With animal domesti¬ 
cation, the dog, the horse, 
the ox became agents in the 
modification of nature by 
human beings.

The use of fire to clear 
land for grazing, to deforest 
it for agriculture or other 
purposes, has been of the 
utmost importance. We can¬ 
not study the resources and . 
geography of large parts of 
Southeast Asia. Latin 
America, and Africa — 
especially south of the Sa¬ 
hara — without recognizing 
that fire, now as in the past, 
is an agent of significant 
environmental change. Peo¬ 
ple living in a culture like our 
uwn. dependent on advanced 
technologies based on appli¬ 
cations of theoretical sci¬ 
ence. either overlook these 
fundamental facts or are un¬ 
aware of them. 

Thus, there has been a ten¬ 
dency to think that technol¬ 
ogy is a modern phenomenon 
/oming from the basic in¬ 
ventions, like the steam en¬ 
gine, of the Industrial Revo¬ 
lution in the latter part of the 
18th century, and that before 
then, humanity relied pri¬ 
marily on its own and on 
animal power. 

This belief ignores the role 
of water and wind in ihe 
history of technology. Water 
management by aqueducts, 
canals, stream diversion, 
and draining is ancient. 
Drainage has been one of the 
fundamental activities of the 
human race in many parts of 
the eaiuh. and its cumulative 
effccts\javc been to make 
the eartnldrier. 

Have speh inventions and 
technologies been developed 
as solutions to problems that 
nature creates fog- the 
human raceS Jhis K an in¬ 
fluential and ancient idea, 
which we can restate in the 
words of the old and familiar 
proverb, "Necessity is the 
mother of invention." 

We do not know if it is or 
not, or if necessity explains 
the origin of technology. The 
late geographer Carl Sauer 
in his classic study, Agri-eul- 
tural Origins and Disper¬ 
sals. argued that leisure 
may have been necessary 
for the discoveries leading to 
plant domestication: "The 
needy and miserable socie¬ 
ties are not inventive, for 
they lack the leisure for re¬ 
flection, experimentation, 
and discussion." One might 
think the wheel would be an 
excellent example of neces¬ 
sity being the mother of in¬ 
vention. but it w<K not known 
as a technological device in 
the New World before Co¬ 
lumbus. 

Since ancient times, peo¬ 
ple exploiting the earth's re¬ 
sources have tried to inter¬ 
pret what they have done 
and have often philosophized 
about it. Such interpreta¬ 
tions go back in China at 
least to the time of Mencius 
(4th-3rd Centuries, B.C.) 
and in Greece to Plato (5th- 
4th Centuries, B.C.). Both 
men were interested in the 
effects of deforestation. 

In the last two centuries an 
enormous literature cover¬ 
ing many parts of the world

has come (o light regarding 
these environmental 
changes through various 
technologies, simple and 
complex: it has been slowly 
accumulating since antiqui¬ 
ty- 

Our conclusions regarding 
nature and technology de¬ 
pend partly on how we look 
at history. If we study the 
history of technology, we are 
apt to be impressed by in¬ 
ventions, successes and fail¬ 
ures, anticipations, im¬ 
provements, and 
applications. Our perspec¬ 
tives would be different 
were we to study the history 
of the modification of the 
earth by human beings and 
their technologies. 

The first view of history is 
likely to show purpose and 
rational acts based on theory 
or experience; the second, to 
uncover unforeseen conse¬ 
quences of human intrusions 
into the natural world. 

In our times, we are seeing 
a dramatic meeting of these 
historic and often opposing 
streams of thought: (I) an 
optimistic belief that science 
and technology, through 
directed and rational change 
of physical and organic na¬ 
ture. can manage the en¬ 
vironment for continuing 
human use indefinitely, and 
(2) a pessimistic view based 
on an organic conception of 
nature whose delicate bal¬ 
ances can easily be des¬ 
troyed by humans with only 
partial knowledge of ex¬ 
tremely complex interrela¬ 
tionships. 

Hints of this second, or 
ecological, viewpoint (the 
"ecosystem concept”) ap¬ 
pear in antiquity, but the 
significant developments 
began in the last years of the 
I7th century. Its outstanding 
contribution is the stress on 


the interrelationships in na¬ 
ture. 

In an 18th century exam¬ 
ple, farmers killed birds be¬ 
cause they ate the fruit in 
their orchards; they later re¬ 
gretted doing so because in¬ 
sects quickly multiplied. It is 
this concept that makes pos¬ 
sible a deeper understanding 
of the effects of pollutants, 
plant and animal extinc¬ 
tions, deforestation, the use 
of fire, soil erosion, and 
other massive transforms- 
(ions of nature._

It’s Orioles, Pirates 
in ’71 series repeat 


Baltimore Orfol'eS and 
Pittsburgh Pirates are about 
to renew acquaintances 
after an eight-year estrange¬ 
ment. 

The American League 
champion Orioles and the 
National League champion 
Pirates will meet Tuesday at 
Baltimore for the opening 
game of 1979 World Series of 
baseball. 

Baltimore captured the 
American League pennant 
by shelling California Angels 
8-0 Saturday in the fourth 
game of the best-of-five se¬ 


ries. The Pirates had com¬ 
pleted a sweep of Cincinnati 
Reds in the National League 
series with a 7-1 win Fri¬ 
day. 

The Orioles and Pirates 
last met in the 1971 World 
Series and the Pittsburgh 
club scored a 2-1 triumph in 
the seventh game to emerge 
victors in one of the most 
exciting series of all-time. 

Since then Jlaltimore has 
won Eastern Division titles 
in 1973 and 1974 but lost to 
Oakland A's in the playoffs

Union backs 
Marguerite 


Scrapping the Princess Marguerite in favor of a sur¬ 
plus European vessel is a "real dirty trick" on British 
Columbians and particularly the B.C. shipbuilding indus¬ 
try, boilermakers' union business agent Neil Hindle said 
Saturday. 

Transportation Minister Alex Fraser said Thursday that 
the Marguerite is too old for the Victoria-Seattle run 
and the cost of upgrading the ship's sewage disposal sys¬ 
tem to meet U S. standards is too high. He suggested that 
the Queen of Surrey, currently in mothballs, might replace 
the Marguerite. 


SINCE THE SURREY HAS been tabbed for the Port 
Hardy-Prince Rupert run, that leaves the fleet short a ves¬ 
sel, and the government is looking for another vessel 
to handle either the north coast run or Seattle-Victoria, and 
leave the Surrey free for trtb other, Fraser said. Tenders 
have already been called to refit the Surrey to serve the north 
coast. 

Hindle says the "heritage" style of the Marguerite is a 
major attraction for tourists, and if the ship were changed 
from steam to diesel, running costs could be cut significant¬ 
ly.'- 


PURCHASING VESSELS FROM elsewhere should not 
be permitted, Hindle said. Such purchases as that of the Sur¬ 
rey, from Sweden, have resulted in "white elephants" 
not suited to the demands of B.C. traffic. 

Going "offshore" will also hurt Canada's balance 
of payments and set a poor example, Hindle said. 

"Millions of dollars are already going offshore from 
outfits like MacBlo and CPR. Government should set 
an example, because we will never be able to establish a 
merchant marine if governments are running off to Eu¬ 
rope to buy vessels." 

The best solution to the problem is to go ahead with a 
refit .of the Marguerite which will buy time for the 
government to design and build, in B.C., a proper re¬ 
placement. Hindle said.

Biological agent mav be solution 

Plant chemicals—an insect control? 


The Greater Vancouver 
Regional District’s tough 
bargaining stance on transit 
operations has helped local 
taxpayers, CRD chairman 
Murray Glazier said Satur¬ 
day. 

"1 agree with (Saanich 
mayor Mel) Couvelier’s 
comment that hard bargain¬ 
ing by the Greater Vancou¬ 
ver Regional Board is frus¬ 
trating plans for transfer of 
transit operations from 
Hydro to the regional dis¬ 
tricts, but the Capital Region 
has gained much by the de¬ 
layed negotiations," Glazier 
said. 

A new proposal worked 
out between the two regional 
districts and the province 
last Wednesday resolves all 
of the outstanding objections 
the regional districts had. 
Glazier said. Responsibility 
for transit was originally to 
be given to the regions on 
April 1, but was delayed 
pending agreement between 
the‘province and the re¬ 
gion*. 

"We’ve used the time to 


properly plan improve¬ 
ments. Neither the govern¬ 
ment or ourselves was ready- 
in April." 

Because B.C. Hydro has 
continued to operate Vic¬ 
toria transit opcrations-HUp 
year, local taxpayers have 
been spared the $1.75 million 
that would have been their 
share of the operating defi¬ 
cit, Glazier said. 

The final details of the 
transfer should be worked 
out this month when both 
regional districts approve 
new terms of agreement 
with the province. Glazier 
said. He expects that the 
CRD will approve them this 
Wednesday, and that the 
GVRD will approve them on 
Oct. 24. 

He added that one rea¬ 
son the GVRD has taken its 
time in working out an 
agreement with the province 
is the size of the stakes. Bv 
1984, the GVRD’s transit 
operating deficit, one third 
of which will be paid by 
GVRD taxpayers, will be an 
estimated $100 million. 


A major revolution in in¬ 
sect control may be just 
around the corner with the 
discovery that some plant- 
produced chemicals cause 
the development of sterile 
insects. 


Dr. William S. Bowers of 
Cornell University’s entv- 
molog.v department said last 
week at the University of 
Victoria that some plant- 


produced chemicals resem¬ 
ble animal hormones. 

Some of these chemicals, 
"precocenes," can cause 
certain insects to molt pre¬ 
maturely into adulthood. 

Other chemicals, he said, 
called "juvenile hormones," 
can prevent juvenile insects 
from ever becoming adults. 

Bowers is a proponent of 
the biological control of pest 
insects and is affiliated with

It is believed that his re¬ 
search discovery of plant 
produced chemicals could 
cause a revolution in the con¬ 
trol of insects that spread 
disease or damage crops. 

Bowers said he is now able 
to produce these chemicals 
in the laboratory. 

He said, for example, it 
would be possible to spray- 
juvenile hormones on a lake 
containing malaria-carrying 
mosquito larvae. 

This would prevent the 
larvae from becoming 
adults. 

Only a small amount, a 
picogram (one-millionth of a 
gram), would be required 
for each larva. 

Precocenes. on the other 
hand, can cause the develop¬ 
ment of sterile adults or 
adults with abnurmal mouth 
parts. 

This may effectively con¬ 
trol some blood sucking in¬ 
sects which carry human 
disease. 

Bowers said precocenes 
would remove those agri¬ 
cultural insect pests that in¬ 
flict damage as juveniles by 
causing them to molt prema¬ 
turely into adulthood. 

Two precocenes have been 


isolated from the plant 
Ageratum houstonianum, or 
mist flower, a common gar¬ 
den variety in the eastern 
United States. 

Bowers said he had a clue 
to the plant's properties 
when he noticed that it al¬ 
ways had few Insects on it. 

In lower concentrations, 
the precocenes appear to 
have no adverse effect on 
laboratory animals. 

In addition, the chemicals 
are biodegradable and will 
not produce residues that 
will concentrate in the food 
chain like some pesticides 
(such as DDT and Sevin). 

The precocenes have not 
been federally tested or re¬ 
gistered yet, and are not on 
the market. 

Bowers also said that 
aphids, which are a social 
insect, produce a chemical 
alarm signal when they are 
approached by a predator. 

When the alarm signal is 
given, the aphids jump off 
the plant. 

Bowers suggested that 
apple trees could be periodi- 
cally sprayed with this 
chemical, keeping them 
aphid-free. 

Bowers said the chemical 
DDT had saved 3 billion lives 
since the 1930s by preventing 
insect-carried diseases, but 


it was a poor agricultural 
pesticide. He did not favor 
its reintroduction. 

He said public health is a 
real problem for poor na¬ 
tions These nations can not 
afford chemical pesticides. 

That was one reason why 


simple biodegradable com¬ 
pounds produced by living 
systems would be useful. 

Bowers' address was 
sponsored by UVic’s biology- 
department as part of a se¬ 
ries of seminars that are i 
open to the public.

In the meantime she and 
her committee are doing 
their best to make the pediat¬ 
rics-wards in Victoria Gen- 
erai.and Royal Jubilee Hos¬ 
pitals responsive to child 
patients' non-surgical 
needs. 

At Royal Jubilee there is a 
sch({sil. room and play room, 
wtyle Victoria General has a 
playroom and a special child 
lifd;£Qprdinator in the pedi¬ 
atric department. 

Bdjh hospitals run orienta- 
tidn tours for children 
booXW for hospital stays to 
alleviate the trauma for 
them 'They also have tours 
forj fithool and individual 
groups of interested adults 
antfcpflildren. 

"Things have changed ra¬ 
dically over the last 30 or 
10 years,” says Pearson. “At 
one-time parents were dis- 
cotfTXfced from making hos¬ 
pital visits, now not only 
parents, but brothers and 
sisters as well are wel¬ 
comed, and visiting hours 
are Open to make things ea¬ 
sier." 


"Parents can stay over¬ 
night, especially if the chil¬ 
dren concerned arc very 
young, and in Vic General 
there's the special co-ordina¬ 
tor who helps explain and 
ease the whole process." 

Pearson explained some of 
the procedures to the gen¬ 
eral public, when her com¬ 
mittee held a recent open 
house at George Pearkes 
Clinic. 

For children there was 
storytelling, puppet shows 
and films of health care ex¬ 
periences, and for adults, 
there were demonstrations, 
displays, and films focusing 
on child development, beha¬ 
viour and health care, 

Out of it Pearson hopes to 
develop a chapter of the As¬ 
sociation for Care of Chil¬ 
dren in Hospitals—a North 
American organization that 
works to spread information 
about developments in child 
care, and also to lobby for 
needed improvements. 

“None of the hospitals in 
the Capital Region has com¬ 
prehensive resources to 
meet the non-medical needs 
of children in hospitals at 
present," she said. 

"Victoria General has the 
co-ordinator, Jennifer Fin- 
nie, and a cramped play 
room. There is no school¬ 
room—a teacher visits, but 
has to work in a comer of the 
play room. 

"At Jubilee the playroom 
is staffed by volunteers, al¬ 
though there is a schoolroom 
where the teacher can 
work.

I would 
appreciate any suggestions 
you-raay be able to give me.

Familial tremor is a fine 
shading of the hands, which 
increases with precision 
work, trying to thread a nee¬ 
dle',’ for example. Alcohol 
does stop the tremor tempo¬ 
rally, but it is not a long¬ 
term help, as you learned. 
Inderal (propranolol) is 
sometimes useful. If that is 
not .helping, there is little 
else to do, medically. 

Anxiety worsens such 
triiipurs. One other thought. 
The tremor that comes from 
aaoveractive thyroid gland 
js^vtfyy similar to familial 
tremor. Your thyroid status 
should be checked, if that 
hiis not been done. “Fa- 
ntfljfll,” as the word implies, 
means the tremor tends to 
occflF in members of the 
sdttte family. It has nothing 
to do with Parkinson’s DIs- 
elSF, to answer another 
reader's question on the 
same subject.

Dear Dr. Donohouc: My dad 

is 58 and is in excellent condi¬ 
tion except for excessive hic¬ 
cups. They come and go for no 
apparent reason. He some¬ 
times hiccups for a week at a 
time, day and night, without 
relief. Doctors do not seem to 
be very concerned, but it is 
exhausting for him and very 
embarrassing in his business. 
Could it be his diet or his 
nerves? We have tried all 
sorts of remedies and noth¬ 
ing seems to work. -S.S. 

Hiccups arc caused by con¬ 
tractions of the muscles that 
help bring air into the lungs, 
the chief muscle is the dia¬ 
phragm, the large one that 
separates the chest cavity 
from the abdominal cavity. 

Hiccups sometimes result 
from irritation of the nerve 
that stimulates these muscles. 
Such conditions as gastritis 
(stomach irritation), pleurisy 
(irritation fo the lung cover¬ 
ing) and, pericarditis (inflam¬ 
mation of the heart covering) 
may be involved. Rarely, hic¬ 
cups may be a symptom of 
kidney disease.In a severe 
case, which your dad seems to 
have, such possibilities should 
be investigated. 

Treatment of a chronic case 
is always difficult. Chlorpro- 
mazine has been used. Doc¬ 
tors have also tried Novo- 
caine-likc drugs to block the 
large nerve (the phrenic) that 
controls the diaphragm 
muscle. 

It is a difficult condition 
that can interfere with nor¬ 
mal life. There are many 
maneuvers to use for a sud¬ 
den attack of hiccups — tak¬ 
ing deep breaths, breath-hold¬ 
ing, drinking cold water or 
breathing into a paper bag. 


Team sports hamper 
child’s development 


KINGSTON, Ont. (CP) — 
A sociologist at Queen's Uni¬ 
versity says involvement in 
organized sports at an early 
age can stop a child’s normal 
adolescent development. 

Richard Gruneau said in a 
recent interview that chil¬ 
dren should not be involved 
in highly-structured team 
sports until they reach their 
mid-teens. 

"Let them get to 15 or 16 
before asking them if they 
want to be involved." 

Children need free time 


for play to learn to be imagi¬ 
native and adaptive and to 
forge their own identities, he 
said. 

"Play is the creative 
phase in a child's life. There 
is a certain amount of evi¬ 
dence that in cultures where 
children arc left to play on 
their own, they are more 
creative and less bored.” 

The professor, who is writ¬ 
ing a book on the social de¬ 
velopment of Canadian 
sports and teaches two 
Queen’s courses on sport and 


leisure, says the power held 
by coaches disturbs him. 

"Coaching involves power 
and there are some who 
abuse it. The analogy with 
acting and stage mothers is 
quite good here.” 

Children are pushed to set 
records, not just enjoy them¬ 
selves, he said.

Back in June, Clark named 
poor Heward to the cabinet, 

• making him minlsterof state 
. for social programs. Trouble 
was, no one could figure out 
what that meant. And that, 
of course, led to all kinds of 
embarrassment. 

There was that awkward 
day when Heward, hearing 
that Health Minister David 
Crombie had delivered a 
speech on social benefit Ini¬ 
tiatives, candidly cried: "He 
•said what? I was supposed to 
announce that.” And again, 
there was his woebegone 
bleat: “Cabinet meeting? 
What’s a cabinet meeting." 

Well, chin up, Heward, 
Clark plans to promote you. 
We hear you’ll be named 
minister of state for science 
and technology during a 
cabinet shuffle that will 
come Any Day Now. 

What’s more, we hear 
there’ll be other plums 
spread around. Clark plans 
to break up some of his 
combo ministeries (David 
MacDonald, for example, 
has secretary of state and 
communications; Waiter 
Baker is deputy prime min¬ 
ister, privy council president 
and national revenue min¬ 
ister) and bring more into 
his inner and outer cabi¬ 
nets. 

No one’s saying precisely 
when it will happen. But 
word is the changes are im¬ 
minent. We hope so, if for no 
other reason that Heward, 
like his colleagues, will then 
be able to get down to work. 
And it will take some of 
the pressure off harried Ray 
Hnatyshyn, who now holds 
both energy and the science 
and technology portfolios. 


SHORTLY AFTER the 
election campaign. Joe 
Clark allowed that the day of 
the parliamentary secretary- 
had run its course. They are 
the men and women singled

out on the back rows of the 
government benches in the 
Commons to aid and abet 
cabinet ministers, who have 
the country to run. Parlia¬ 
mentary secretaries make 
another $5,600 or so on top of 
the regular $41,300 given all 
MPs. And while they do little 
more than deflect questions 
in the Commons when their 
ministers aren't about (or 
occasionally fill in as 
speech-makers for ministers 
invited to gatherings of less 
worthy groups), prime min¬ 
isters have generally found 
the extra money worth it for 
the peace and quiet it buys. 
Not so, said Clark. Too ex¬ 
pensive. 

Well Clark, who can 
change his .Blind, has seen fit 
to appoint parliamentary se¬ 
cretaries after all. He plans 
to name 21. Rookie MP Ron¬ 
ald Ritchie, a former oil ex¬ 
ecutive, will work for Fi¬ 
nance Minister John 
Crosbie.

TORONTO (CP) — A tentative agree¬ 
ment was reached today to end a strike 
by the 3,898-member United Auto Workers 
local at the General Motors of Canada 
Ltd. assembly plant at Ste. Therese, Que. 

Jim Hamilton, a General Motors spokes¬ 
man, said no details of the agreement- 
reached after a marathon 56-hour session 
—would be released until after a union 
ratification vote scheduled today for Ste. 
Therese. 

The Ste. Therese workers walked out 
early Thursday demanding resolution of at 
least 19 local issues which were not part of 
a tentative agreement reached shortly 
after midnight Wednesday night with 33.- 
000 workers in six GM plants in Ontario at 
Oshawa, Toronto. St. Catharines, Wood- 
stock, London and Windsor, and three Que¬ 
bec factories in Montreal, St. Eustaehe 
and Ste. Therese. 

That three-year agreement—reached 30 
minutes after the legal strike deadline— 
would lift the average wage to $11.70 an 
hour at the end of the contract. GM 
workers currently earn an average $8.13 an 
hour. 

Three hundred and fifty workers at GM’s 
diesel engine plant in Ste. Eustaehe walked 
out Thursday w ith the Ste. Therese work¬ 
ers but returned to work later in the 
day. 

UAW locals in Ontario and Quebec, ex¬ 
cept Oshaw a and Toronto, will vote Sunday 


on the proposed agreement, said Bob 
White, Canadian director of the union. 
Oshawa and Toronto will vote Tuesday and 
Wednesday. 

Hamilton said he expected all plants to 
be back in production Tuesday at the end 
of the Thanksgiving holiday weekend. 

When the master tentative agreement 
was reached earlier this week, Arnold Sta¬ 
pleton. the company's chief negotiator, 
said the settlement was the same in all 
major respects as a contract signed last 
month with GM employees in the United 
States. 

Stapleton said the agreement would 
probably set a pattern for settlements in 
the auto industry, meeting the union's No. 
1 objective of an improved pension plan. 

Nip Tucker, a union official with the 
Oshawa local, agreed with Stapleton, say¬ 
ing pension increases negotiated in the 
contract mark a turning point for retired 
auto workers. 

Like the Ste. Therese deal, further de¬ 
tails of the master agreement won’t be 
released until after ratification. 

Bui in a departure from traditional col¬ 
lective bargaining terms. General Motors 
agreed to join the UAW in an approach to 
the federal and provincial goverments to 
deal with the problem of doctors opting 
out of the Ontario Health Insurance Plan. 

The medical expense has been estimated

Minnesota seeks 
meet over crude 


ST. PAUL, Minn. (UPI)- 
Governor Al Quie of Minne¬ 
sota has asked to meet with 
Prime Minister Clark over 
the cutoff of crude oil to 
Minnesota refineries. 

Canada cut all of its allo¬ 
cation of light crude oil to 
Minnesota on Oct. 1, a loss of 
27,000 barrels per day. 
Heavy crude exports to Min¬ 
nesota also are expected to 
be down. 

Together, Minnesota will 
have a 13 per cent drop in 
total crude needed to meet 
demand at last year’s levels, 
Quie said Friday. 

"Because of this situation, 
I would like to meet with you 
and discuss possible solu¬ 


tions that would be mutually 
acceptable," Quie said in a 
letter Friday to Clark. 

Quie said he would like to 
discuss the possibility of 
emergency allocations 
should Minnesota be unable 
to obtain crude oil from 
other sources during the win¬ 
ter heating season. 

He also said he would like 
to discuss the possibility of a 
crude oil exchange.

Woolsey started with the 
heart king, but one look at 
dummy's singleton 
brought a hasty trump 
smft. Declarer won with 
his- trump queen and, in- 
stiqjt of ruffing a heart 
immediately, he led the 
qdgfca of clubs. This was 
covered by the king and 
ace and declarer followed 
by cashing dummy’s club 
jack and ruffing a club to 
establish that suit. 

A heart was led for 
dummy to ruff and a club 
winner was played from 
dummy. East was im¬ 
pelled to ruff and declarer 
overruffed and drew 
trumps’. Now it was an 
easy matter to cross to 
dummy’s diamond ace to 
discard a loser on the good 
club and chalk up an over¬ 
trick.

White.

Now that the system has 
been installed, White says he 
hopes it will serve as a model 
for a co-operative energy 
centre serving the entire 
community. 

“It’s the low-income peo¬

rising oil prices and uncer¬ 
tain supplies. 

White calls himself a 
Christian socialist whose so¬ 
cial consciousness is rooted 
in the Depression of the 
1930s. He says his goal is to 
establish a society where 
people will have control over 
their own lives. 


His vision of a co-opera¬ 
tive energy centre is that It 
could serve as a place to 
demonstrate ways in which 
the community can adopt al¬ 
ternative energy systems — 
particularly solar and wind 
power—for use in homes and 
businesses.

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U.S. spy plane snoops at Cuba base

WASHINGTON — A U.S. 
SR-71 Blackbird spy plane 
flew over Cuba Saturday to 
monitor the activities of So¬ 
viet troops stationed there. 

Sources said the flight, the 
first over Cuba in nearly a 
year, covered the area 
where the Soviets have 2,000 
to 3,000 troops, which Presi¬ 
dent Carer last week called a 
combat brigade but the So¬ 
viets referred to as merely a 
training centre unit. 


The SR-71 flics at 100,000 
feet, carrying a wide array 
of highly sophisticated sen¬ 
sors and cameras capable of 
photographing broad areas. 

Dislosurc last summer 
that the Soviets had about 
3.000 men with 40 tanks and 
other equipment stationed 
southwest of Havana caused 
considerable concern in U.S. 
government and congressio¬ 
nal circles and threatened to 
block U.S. Senate ratifica¬ 
tion of the strategic arms 


limitation treaty with Russia 
now pending on Capitol 
Hill. 

President Carter last Mon¬ 
day night told the nation in a 
television address that there 
is no immediate threat to the 
United States, that the So¬ 
viets claim the troop posi¬ 
tions are only a training cen- 
tre which won't be 
enlarged. 

The president said at that 
time that he would take a 
series of steps to monitor the 


activities of the Soviet forces 
and to strengthen the U.S. 
military posture in the 
area 

"W will monitor the status 
of the Soviet forces by in¬ 
creased surveillance of 
Cuba," he said. 

Saturday’s SR-71 spy 
flight, the first since Novem¬ 


ber 1978 when the SR-71 flew 
over Cuba to determine if 
Soviet MIG-23s there were 
equipped to carry nuclear 
weapons, appears to be one 
step in carrying out the sur¬ 
veillance plans annunced by 
the president. 

Administration sources 


gave no details about pos¬ 
sible future flights. 

Carter suspended SR-71 
overflights of Cuba shortly 
after taking office, as a 
goodwill gesture, but they 
were temporarily resumed 
last November in the MIG-23 
surveillance effort.

than 300 delegates attending 
the Liberal International 
Congress in a 50-minute phi-

OTTAWA (CP) — A con¬ 
gress of Canadian and Euro- 
pean Liberals has con¬ 
demned capital punishment, 
and called on the United Na¬ 
tions to declare it contrary to 
international law. 

The 32nd Liberal Interna¬ 
tional Congress also passed 
16 other resolutions that 
party leaders said would 
help promote world free¬ 
dom, peace and progress, 
especially in the Third 
World. 

The three-day congress, 
w hich ended Saturday, drew 
more than 300 delegates and 
observers from Canada. Eu¬ 
rope, the United States, Afri¬ 
ca. Latin America and 
Asia. 

A RESOLUTION drafted 
by the 10-member Belgian 
delegation denounced tor¬ 
ture, detention without trial 
and other "violations of the 
integrity of the human per¬ 
son." 

It called for the free move¬ 
ment of people across inter¬ 
national borders, freedom 
for civil and political rights 
and an end to discrimination 
on race, nationality or reli¬ 
gion. 

It urged not to invest in 
countries where multi-na¬ 
tionals have propped up rac¬ 
ist regimes. A direct refer¬ 
ence to South Africa was 
dropped during debate Fri¬ 
day. 

THE LIBERALS deplored 
censorship, especially by 
bureaucracies, and said an 
unhampered media is essen¬ 
tial to maintain liberal de¬ 
mocracy. 

They resolved to mobilize 
public opinion against viola¬ 
tions of press freedom. 

On the Nort! :th dia¬ 
logue between industrialized 
and developing countries 
they asked to give higher 
priority to mass starvation 
and other Third World prob¬ 
lems. 

The delegates expressed 
concern over dangers of nu¬ 
clear waste disposal and nu¬ 
clear proliferation. They de¬ 
cided to promote new energy 
research ahd development 
projects in their own coun¬ 
tries.

TORONTO (CP) - If 
Prime Minister Clark allows 
a free vote on the return of 
capital punishment—as pro¬ 
mised during the last federal 
election campaign—a ma¬ 
jority of the 9i MPs who 
responded to a CBC survey 
would vote in favor of bring¬ 
ing back the death penalty. 

The survey conducted by 
The House, a CBC Radio pro¬ 
gram, found that 52 per cent 
of MPs who participated fa¬ 
vored the death penalty. 

All 290 sitting MPs in the 
282-seat House of Commons 
were given questionnaires 
and 94 replied. The results 
were broadcast by the CBC 
today. 

About 54 per cent of the 
replies were from Progres¬ 
sive Conservatives, 34 per 
cent from Liberals and 11 
per cent from New Demo¬ 
crats.

Thick ice foils 
Arctic attempt 


HALIFAX (CP) — A rou¬ 
tine attempt by the new Ca¬ 
nadian Coast Guard ice¬ 
breaker Franklin to cross 
(lie Northwest Passage has 
beeh foiled by thick ice that 
damaged one of its propel¬ 
lers. 

The Ki.OOO-hursepower 
Franklin, launched in Brit¬ 
ish Columbia last June, had 
been crossing the passage en 
route to St. John's. Nfld., 
which will be its home port. 

It had spent the summer 
helping seasonal shipping in 
the Tukloyaktuk, N.W.T.. 
area of the eastern North¬ 
west Passage. 

However, ice conditions in 
ihe high Arctic are severe 
this year, a transport min¬ 
istry official here said. 

In Viscount Melville 
Sound, the Franklin ran into 
ice that damaged its port 
propeller. With only one en¬ 
gine left, it was unable to 
move. 

The 23,000-horsepower 
l.ouls St. Laurent. Canada’s 
most powerful icebreaker, 
was dispatched to assist and 
made good progress until 
Monday, when ice about 90 


kilometres from the disabled 
ship slowed the St. Laurent 
tu a one-knot pace. It was not 
until Wednesday that it 
reached the Franklin. 

The St. Laurent escorted 
the Franklin from the jam 
and will continue the escort 
to Victoria, where the dam¬ 
aged propeller will be re¬ 
paired. 

No position reports were 
available Saturday morning, 
but by Friday the two ships 
were in Prince of. Wales 
Strait. 

Both ships will later return 
to the East Coast via the 
Panama Canal.

At worst: 23,000 cancers 

Three Mile Island report paints gloomy picture

ceton University have 
cimckided that, if the 
wor^Cpossittle accident 
haa occurred at the Three 
Mile Island nuclear plant 
near Harrisburg, Pa., 
last March, at least 200 
people and perhaps as 
many as 23,000 people liv¬ 
ing outside a 50-mile ra¬ 
dius of the plant would 
have died of cancer 
caused by the drifting ra¬ 
diation. 


Their findings raised fur¬ 
ther questions about govern¬ 
ment and industry planning 
for such an accident, which 
has focused almost entirely 
on the areas within 50 miles 
of reactors. 


The report focused on the ’ 
consequences of different 
kinds of reaetor accidents 
and not tty^gprobability of 
whether they would occur. In 
an introduction, the authors 
of the report said the de¬ 
velopment of such informa¬ 
tion was essential for devel¬ 
oping policy in the following 
key areas: 

• To assist in the develop¬ 
ment of emergency plans for 
the protection of populations 
at much greater distances 
than are now developed by 
the utilities that operate nu¬ 
clear reactors. 

• To establish the impor¬ 
tance of making relatively 
inexpensive improvements

in the safety-related design

THE ESTIMATES of long¬ 
term cancer fatalities could 
not be more precise in part 
because much would have 
depended on prevailing wind 
direction — whether the ra¬ 
diation would have been car¬ 
ried toward New York City 
or out to sea over the Chesa¬ 
peake Bay and the Eastern 
Shore of Maryland. In addi¬ 
tion, biologists differ on the 
effects of low-level radia¬ 
tion. 

Besides the cancer pro¬ 
jections, the experts said 
that a complete core melt¬ 
down of the uranium fuel and 
the subsequent breaching of 
the reactor containment 
structure would have result¬ 
ed in 3,500 to 150,000 thyroid 
nodule cases among those 
living beyond the 50-mile ra¬ 
dius and might have re¬ 
quired that people living in 
an area slightly larger than 
Khode Island face long-term 
evacuation from their 
homes. 


THE STUDY did not in¬ 
clude estimates of casualties 
that might have occurred 
within a 50-mile radius of the 
reactor because it was felt 
that such estimates were 
even more sensitive to 
weather conditions and 
evacuation procedures. But 
other studies have projected 
very high immediate and 
long-term casualties among 
people exposed within 50 
miles of the reactor. 

The report said that a 
major radioactive release 
from the Three Mile Island 
reactor would have in¬ 
creased the cancer fatalities 
among the contaminated 
population living beyond a 
50-mile radius by only a 
small amount, perhaps one 
per cent, in relation to such 
deaths that would normally 
be expected. But, because 
the contaminated population 
would have been much 
larger if the wind happened 
to be blowing toward New 
York, the absolute number 
of fatalities would have been 
considerable, the report 
noted. 

Although the accident, 
which began March 28 at 
Unit 2 of the Three Mile 
Island nuclear generating 
plant, was considered the 
most serious commercial nu¬ 
clear accident in the nation's 
history, it resulted in the 
release of only a tiny frac¬ 
tion of the radioactivity 
within the core. Statisticians 
estimate that it will cause no 
more "than four cancer 
deaths, and perhaps none at 
all. 


THE ESTIMATES of the 
consequences of different 
accidents at the Three Mile 
Island plant were developed 
in a report to the President’s 
Council on Environmental 
Quality by .Ian Bcyea and 
Frank Von Hippel, two nu¬ 
clear physicists who have 
been studying the hazards of 
such events for the last few 
years. 

The report, copies of 
which have been sent to the 
Nuclea.f Regulatory Com¬ 
mission, the President's 
Commission Investigating 
the Accident at Three Mile 
Island and the Environmen¬ 
tal Protection Agency, was 
obtained by The New York 
Times.

* Theatre’s former bad boy 

wooing Canadian audiences 


I’m still 
opinionated, 
but now I have 
weight of years'

It’s been almost 10 years 
since an audience at Ottawa's 
National Arts stormed the 
projectionist's booth during 
the showing of an "experi¬ 
mental film" on cannabalism. 
They had expected Into the 
Heart of the Wildwood to be a 
nature picture. 

Still it was good for a week 
of headlines, recalled its crea¬ 
tor Timothy Bond recently at 
The Belfry to stage Private 
Lives — considerably more 
civilized but no less biting than 
the film he made in 1968 while 
at Simon Fraser University. 

Bond is somewhat of an 
enfant terrible of Canadian 
theatre. And with his wicked 
sense of humor, blunt manner 
and disarming boyish grin, it's 
easy to see how he earned 
it. 

"I was pretty arrogant 
when I was young," said 37- 
vear-old Bond who came out 
of Ottawa’s Carleton Univer¬ 
sity’s chemistry and physics 
departments to please his par¬ 
ents and into freelance direct¬ 
ing to please himself. 


“I still have a reputation 
dating back from those days 
of being troublesome and 
opinionated — I think I still 
am but now 1 have the weight 
of years and people listen." 
said Bond, whose resume in¬ 
cludes more than 100 produc¬ 
tions from across the country 
and in the U.S. and England. 
Throw in a couple of movies, 
both directed and scripted 
(his She Cried Murder with 
Telly Savalas is almost a late- 
show institution and money 
maker for Bond), and he 
comes off sounding rather ac¬ 
complished. 

Even so, he says the kind of 
things that not everyone 
wants to hear. 

‘T’ve always made it in re¬ 
gional theatres while most of 
my friends who were success¬ 
ful in Toronto never did it 
(worked the regionals). 

"They're snobs—they 
waited around Toronto for a 
job in some 200-seat hole-in- 
the-wall,” said Bond, who 
claims all that experience at 
the major regionals has paid 
off for him. 

"It’s getting to a point in To¬ 


ronto where the small the¬ 
atres don't count. 

"The emphasis is on popu¬ 
lar theatre and directors who 
can handle big shows.” 

His fellow directors also 
cringe when he dismisses 
staging plays as merely a 
craft. 

“It's more of a craft than 
macrame," he concedes, but 
that's about it. 

And as for "the arts," he 
giggles at the phrase. 

“I'll tell you what art Is — 
he's in a bar down the street 
having a drink and it's not as 
nice a place as this is," says 
Bond, parrotting a commer¬ 
cially successful friend's 
usual comeback when the the¬ 
atre conversation gets all seri¬ 
ous and significant. 

“I don't see any point in put 
ting on plays to an empty 
theatre. 

"I think we have to start 
doing shows so people beat 
down the door to get in. 

"If you (directors) start 
about it that way rather than 
•how am I going to express 
myself artistically?’ you'd be 
surprised what will happen.” 

Bond isn’t one of those li¬ 


brary haunting directors — 
usually the refuge of the une¬ 
ducated, according to him — 
who become obsessed with 
research at the expense of the 
play. Nor is he one of the old 
style bullhorn shouting Holly¬ 
wood directors. 

"I've a rough idea (of the 
play's conception) but a lot of 
It comes from the actors," 
says Bond, who tries for a 
warm and free rehearsal en¬ 
vironment for his actors. 

“It’s also joke-filled —dirty 
jokes help to make a less 
inhibited atmosphere unless, 
of course, an actor is inhibited 
by sex." 

Nor does Bond believe in 
pushing an actor into an inter¬ 
pretation he can’t comfort¬ 
ably deliver. 

“It's stupid to ask actors to 
pretend something if there's 
something (else) about them¬ 
selves that's close (to what 
you want)." * 

Actors have more effect on 
the production than the direc¬ 
tor, according to Bond. He 
once staged two productions 
of Sleuth back-to-back with 
different casts in Fredericton 
and London, Ont.

"They were completely dif¬ 
ferent because of what the 
actors brought,” he said. 

Obviously he doesn’t leave it 
all up to the actors. As a 
director he looks at what’s 
happening in rehearsal from 
the point of view of the audi¬ 
ence. 

"If I walked into this, would 
I understand what's happen¬ 
ing . . . would I find it 
funny?" are a few of the ques¬ 
tions he asks himself. 


“You look at it in a detached 
form — is this the best way — 
how do I make it better?" 

If he's always thinking of 
the audience while staging, 
he’s wants to forget their 
poeketbooks at the box of¬ 
fice. 

“I'm of the opinion that 
none of the theatres in Canada 
charge enough for their 
seats — the audience would 
appreciate it more if they paid 
more.” 


He recently stunned a pre- 
production meeting for a mu¬ 
sical he's directing later this 
season in Toronto by saying 
just that. After all. musicals 
cost more to stage and why 
should just the theatre absorb 
those increased costs, he 
argues. 

But for all his lengthy re¬ 
sume he claims a modest in¬ 
come of about $15,000 annual¬ 
ly — just enough to allow him 
to coown ("it's cheaper than 


keeping a car") a small plane 
with actor Dan Macdonald in 
Toronto. This year between 
productions in Toronto, Seat¬ 
tle and England as well as 
selling options on two scripts 
he’ll likely reach $25,000. 

And not only that, Bond is 
touted as a likely successor to 
Leon Major at Toronto's St. 
Lawrence Centre. And what 
could be more establishment 
than that for a former bad boy 
of Canadian theatre?

Canadians movies score 
under American disguise

TORONTO — Few people realize that The Appren¬ 
ticeship of Duddy Kravitz and Meatballs are Cana¬ 
dian films — movies made in Canada primarily by 
Canadians with Canadian money. 

There lie both the major asset and the major 
liability of the Canadian film industry, now experienc¬ 
ing the biggest boom in its short history. 

Those films look like Hollywood productions. They 
look as if they were produced in the United States. They 
were distributed by U.S. companies. The actors speak 
English and the action appears to take place somewhere 
in the United States. 

Because of that, the films had big box-office poten¬ 
tial. Like it or not, the key to commercial success for 


Pjty the poor Scribe. 

He’s been cut off. 

No more freebies from the Bastion. 

He'll have to pay for his tickets just like you 
real people do. Perhaps even become a subscriber 
and get five plays for the price of six or whatever 
the deal is this season. 

The Bastion isn’t tweaking its nose at the 
theatre tradition that always has decreed for some 
odd reason that reviewers never pay to see 
shows. It’s nothing so adventurous as that — we 
are, after all, talking about the Bastion. No, the 
other reviewers in the city aren’t to be similarily 
punished, humiliated and otherwise educated as to 
what’s acceptable criticism to the Bastion and what 
isn’t. At least not yet, according to Bastion the¬ 
atre’s emissary, manager Eric Macdonald. 

But they should be on their guard because 
Macdonald hinted "we” (presumably not thej 
’royal’ pronoun but the collective behind the Bas¬ 
tion) will be looking at what is being written about 
their productions. In other words. Big Brother 
Bastion is watching. And if it doesn’t like what it 
sees then whammo — no reviewers’ tickets. 

Got it? 

Poor Macdonald was relatively apologetic 
when he delivered his devastating news about the 
tickets. He said "nothing personal” so often that 
the Scribe almost felt compelled to assure him that 
he wasn’t considering a leap from the Johnson 
Street bridge over the news. There is more to life 
than freebies from the Bastion but under the 
circumstances It was wise not to share such an 
epicurean philosophy with Macdonald. 

Of course, Macdonald and company's action is 
not without some business logic. It apparently hit 
them that it was silly to hand over a free 
ticket to a reviewer “when all he does is pick on 
us." It's not good product management. Besides, it 
only enourages the bully. 

Apparently people actually read the Scribe and 
some even are turned off Bastion productions 
which don’t cut the mustard with him. The Scribe 
rather tactfully didn't remind Macdonald that 
quotes (were they out of context?) from his “devas¬ 
tating” reviews were actually used to promote at 
least one Bastion production last season and an¬ 
other was found in its subscription brochure. 

The ticket caper isn’t the Bastion's first try at 
thwarting The Scribe. Last season it was involved 
in an abortive attempt to brganize a boycott against 
him among local arts organizations. The season 
before it was threatening a law suit.

In other words, it has assured the Scribe more 
notoriety than even he thinks he’s worth. 

Reviews are one thing but "publicity" on these 
pages is quite another, according to Macdonald. 
While the Bastion is doing all it can to prevent the 
first, it still apparently is interested in getting 
stories in the paper. 

And the good folk down at the Bastion can be 
assured that The Scribe loves a good story — al¬ 
most as much as he loves good theatre. He doesn’t 
care where he finds either. 


More Chit Chat. . . Paul Freeman is off this 
weekend conducting the Saginaw (Mich.) Sym¬ 
phony which is the other orchestra he heads. 
After that, he’s in Dallas where he opens that city's 
symphony season. . . .Get ready. Monarchist Lea¬ 
guers, there’s an insidious plot afoot to banish The 
Queen from symphony concerts. (Can O Canada be 
far behind?) According to symphony manager Bob 
McGIfford, Victoria is the only city he knows 
where the anthems are still played. (So what if 
Victoria's a bit eccentric, eh?) Whether The Queen 
comes or goes is to be determined in an upcom¬ 
ing vote by symphony goers in an audience 
survey. That same survey is to request audience 
favorites for a special concert devoted to the most 
popular requested compositions. . . It is said that 
Flea in Her Ear designer Michael Eagan has been 
redesigning his set for the Broadway-bound Strat¬ 
ford musical Holiday in his Victoria hotelroom in 
any spare moment he could grab from working on 
the Bastion production. . . .Art dealer Paul Kyle is 
justifiably all smiles as he’s just completed a deal 
to sell 21 works, mostly by local artists, to the 
Canada Council's Art Bank. The total price tag 
comes close to $14,000, about twice what he got 
for his last sale to Art Bank. . . Private Lives 
director Timothy Bond says he owes his life in 
theatre to the Victoria Theatre Guild’s Barbara 
Meiklejohn whom he describes as his “child¬ 
hood drama teacher." That was back In their 
Ottawa Little Theatre days... Playwright Steve 


Petch whose father is UVic’s head honcho was one 
of three Guthrie Award winners recently an¬ 
nounced by the Stratford Festival. Petch's $1,000 is 
to allow him to study Latin American plays 
in Mexico for production in Canada. His most 
recent play Victoria (not about the city) played to 
generally cool critical response this summer at 
Stratford. . . Kaleidoscope’s Colin Gorrie is acting 
as a consulting director for three local community 
theatre groups which are staging a program of 
one-act plays. Gorrie also is staging The Passion of 
Dra cula for Langham Court and apparently had 
three good possibilities for the lead. . . All those 
Soviet artists defecting haven't made impresario 
Allen Houghton the least bit nervous. He's confi¬ 
dent that Russian officials will continue to let 
artists out of the country to perform. They’d 
better as Houghton has both the Mini-Bolshoi (Nov. 
14-15) and the Massenkoff Russian Folk Festival 
(Nov. 30) as well as the Bohemian State Folk Ballet 
of Prague (Oct. 24). 

Datebook. . . Emmy award winner Carmen 
Dragon conducts the Victoria Symphony Wednes¬ 
day night at the Royal in the first of the pops 
concert series. The program will be decidely light 
with former Miss Colorado, Kathy Knight and her 
soprano voice supplying the words. 

Trio Victoria opens its concert Friday night at 
Craigdarroch. Sydney Humphreys, James Hunter 
and Robin Wood have a program of Beethoven and 
Bloch. 

The Victoria Musical Arts opens its season next 
Sunday afternoon at the McPherson Playhouse with 
the New Purcell String Quartet. The program 
includes works by Mozart, Milhaud and Brahms. 

Kyle’s Gallery opens its second Chin-Shek Lam 
(Lin Chlen-Shih) show this afternoon while The 
Maples Gallery has Naoka Matsubara's Kyoto 
Woodcuts starting today. 

Carole Sabiston is the first of the four artists in 
Open Space's four-week long Space-Forms colla- 
boratory.

movies is the U.S. market. Almost without exception, if 
you can score in the United States, you’ve got a chance 
around the world. 

And so, Canadians today are making movies for the 
most part disguised as Hollywood products. 

Regardless of quality, most of the 50 movies being 
produced this year in Canada will at least look as if 
they were made in the United States. The movies will 
try to fool audiences by looking “American." 

This leads to the question, and it was one asked over 
and over and over again at the recently completed 
Trade Forum at the Toronto Festival of Festivals: What 
is a Canadian film? 

“I believe a Canadian film is only a Canadian film if 
it is written by a Canadian." said Michael Spencer, 
former executive director of the Canadian Film De¬ 
velopment Corp. 

“A Canadian film is one that has its birth here,” 
commented Norman Jewison, the director who left his 
native Canada 19 years ago, has never worked in his 
country but insists that his films arc “Canadian.” 

The Canadian government, which is encouraging 
the burgeoning film industry through tax laws and 
direct support, also has a specific answer. 

It says that a Canadian film is one produced by a 
Canadian using mostly Canadians (and the govern¬ 
ment defines "mostly" with an established formula) 
and one in which 75 per cent of the picture's budget was 
spent in Canada. 

Still, most of those who tried to grapple with the 
question of defining a Canadian film were more tenta¬ 
tive. Although it was unclear precisely what he meant, 
director Robin Spry’s definition was acceptable to 
many: “A Canadian film is one whose dominant sensi¬ 
bility is Canadian." 

Ail of this may seem academic, but it’s of impor¬ 
tance to the Canadians who are attempting to develop 
an industry and foster a culture. 

The pioneers of the Canadian industry arc con¬ 
cerned — maybe obsessed — with developing a dis¬ 
tinctly Canadian cinema. 

But they want a Canadian cinema that is highly 
commercial like the U.S. cinema. 

Speaking at a session on foreign sales, Bill lmmere- 
man, an independent American producer and former 
studio executive, referred to “the North American 
film," meaning movies from both Canada and the 
United States. 

The game plan in Canada now is to develop the 
industry and hope that some art emerges out of the 
volume. 

Canada's Bergman or Bunuel have yet to surface. 

At the same time, while Canada has developed 
talent through training at the Canadian Broadcasting 
Co. and the National Film Board of Canada, people such 
as Arthur Hiller, Jewison and Ted Kotcheff, the new 
boom has yet to produce film makers who are being 
sought by Hollywood. 

When the studios begin to woo the new breed and 
Canada then has to deal with another problem — how to 
keep its talent within its borders — it will indicate that 
the industry has matured. 

The feeling at the Trade Forum, which essentially 
was about commerce not art, was that Canada needs 
an artistic success; that something of lasting value 
must emerge out of the activity to give the industry 
credibility. 

Also, it is Important that those investing in Cana¬ 
dian films — in 1979 the total investment in Canadian 
pictures is expected to hit $150 million — begin to see 
profits. 

About 20 films have been financed publicly in 
Canada through stock offerings. The Canadian public is 
investing in the industry and doubtless its enthusiasm 
will wane if some investors don’t see returns from these 
stocks.

Tomita just in time for Halloween

Tomita: The Bermuda Tri¬ 
angle 


This album, described as a 
musical fantasy of science 
fiction, is definitely not for 
everyone.

The two most memorable 
tracks are the introduction 
—A Spaceship Lands Emit¬ 
ting Silvery Light, written by 
Tomita, and a rousing ver¬ 
sion of John Williams' theme 
from Close Encounters of 
the Third Kind, retitled 
Venus in a Space Uniform 
Shining in Flourescent 
Light.

I-ed Zeppelin: In Through the 
Out Door 

A solid comeback, but no 
cigar. 

This patchquilt work, Led 
Zeppelin’s first album in 
three years, engenders some 
flashes of brilliance that 
were common with this Brit¬ 
ish foursome’s first four 
albums. Indeed, it is their 
most cohesive piece since 
the celebrated Led Zeppelin 
IVof 1971 which contains one 
of the all-time rock classics. 
Stairway lo Heaven. 

But In Through Is not as 
good as any of the first four 
albums Rare on this record 
are the blistering power runs 
that fill the early products in 
songs such as Heartbreaker, 
Whole Lott a Love, Misty 
Mountain Top and many 
others. And in few places 
does Robert Plant, whose 
voice ranks with Mick Jag- 
ger and the Who’s Roger 
Daltrey as the most power¬ 
ful in rock, exercise his au¬ 
thority. 

Characteristically oddball 
lyrics, irresistible riffs and, 
at times, pungent rhythms 
keep In Through from drag¬ 
ging its heels as did Pres- 
cence and the detestable 
Song Remains the Same 
soundtrack. Hardly mind- 
shattering, just catchy. 

The one cut that stirs the 
soul Is the hit single side-two 
track All My Love, which has 
a brassy bridge remin.scent 
of the Magical Mystery Tour 
and Sgt. Pepper and a cli¬ 
matic Stairway feel though 
it’s lyrically less satisfying 
than the masterwork. 

Running in succession, 
side one’s South Bound 
Suarez, Fool in the Rain and 
Hot Doggive off the aura of a 
Mexican boy scout jam¬ 
boree, yet Fool stands out as 
an excellent number, bouyed 
by some punchy, most un- 
Zcppellnlike, piano playing. 

The rest of the tracks set 
off sparks, notably side 
two’s lengthy Carouselam- 
bra, but there aren’t enough 
to ignite the spirit.—Roger

Port Annie miracle 


THE RESURRECTION OF JOSEPH 

BOURNE, by Jack Hodgins. 

Macmillan. {12.93. 

Jack Hodgins' new book is a novel 
about hope and life overcoming fear 
and death in the imaginary Vancouver 
Island hamlet of Port Annie. Like 
Hodgins’ earlier books (Spit Delan¬ 
ey’s Island, The Invention of the 
World), The Resurrection of Joseph 
Bourne is crammed with color and 
detail and so many rambunctious 
characters that it threatens to burst at 
the seams. 

The Invention of the World did in 
fact burst its scams here and there, 
whenever its author’s narrative exu¬ 
berance got the better of his plot. But 
this new novel is more tightly con¬ 
trolled; The Resurrection of Joseph 
Bourne threatens to start making its 
own rules but never actually docs it. 
Jack Hodgins has listened, one sus¬ 
pects, to those eastern critics who 
urged him to civilize his unruly west¬ 
ern talent. The result is a stunning 
book that imposes its serious moments 
on the reader, instead of allowing 
them to flower naturally from its own 
fertile soil. 

Joseph Bourne is an aged cast¬ 
away in a community “like other 
towns on the northwest coast of Van¬ 
couver Island . . . full of people whose 
past was none of your business and 
whose reasons for being here had to be 
respected in silence.” His primary 
emotion is a “huge generalized dread 
(of) . . . this unstoppable time, this 
aging old-body decay.” 

But a miracle happens, as miracles 
have a way of doing in odd corners of 
the world, and a beautiful stranger 
arrives in town to save Joseph Bourne, 
and through him, everyone else in Port 
Annie who dares to “float with their 
dreams" and make a new beginning. 

The beautiful stranger’s power lies 
in her “deep understanding" and 
“healing strength”. They release 
Bourne from his dread of death and 
teach him the art of survival. The trick 
lies, explains Bourne, in realizing that 
Port Annie and the things of this world 
are not “home”, for “our real roots 
grow upward”. 

When a mud slide destroys the 
town, “the community still existed . . . 
they’d been freed from something . . , 
given a chance to find out what they 
were capable of being, a chance they 
would never have had as long as they’d 
stayed rooted to the mountain.” 

In short, Joseph Bourne demon¬ 
strates to the town that it is possible to 
“challenge the limits*, of mortality” 
with a do-it-yourself\resurrection. 
Meanwhile, Jack Hodgins is busy 
challenging the limits of fiction with 
the aid of his prodigious talent for 
using a battleaxe to drive home a 
thumbtack. The less serious — and 
hugely entertaining — side of this 
novel is an unqualified success. Here’s 
a typical paragraph which innocently 
suggests why: 

“There was nothing like a noisy 
game of softball under the streetlights 
to make you forget your troubles, that 


lousy Mill, anything that was nagging 
at you. Besides, this could go on until 
morning, with unexpected twists of 
plot, spontaneous singalongs, im¬ 
promptu parties, plenty of booze, ex¬ 
citing readjustments to marriages and 
other living arrangements — who 
wanted to miss out on a thing like that 
just for the sake of a little sleep?” 

No doubt about it, when it comes to 
a gameof softball Jack Hodgins knows 
how to field a good team. Besides 
Joseph Bourne there's Flaming Jennie 
Chambers, the ex-stripper who moves 
in with Slim Potts and his eight kids 
(the Chamber-Potts); Larry Bowman, 
the timid librarian who turns himself 
into an irresistible lover; Mr. Manku, 
the Punjabi who decides to learn how 
to swim; Mayor Weins, whose devotion 
to progress persuades him that all 
Port Annie needs to make it the tourist 
mecca of the north is a 50-foot cactus 
under glass, and many, many more. 



HODGINS ... reined in 
They’re supported by a prose style 
that moves effortlessly from poetry to 
satire, from philosophy to jokes. 
(Sample: “The only excitement she 
could find in her own marriage, she 
said, was the static electricity she got 
when she pulled her washing out of the 
dryer.") 

Because Jack Hodgins' writing is 
so electric with energy itself, it’s easy 
to forget that he’s not alone. At least 
three other recent books by Canadians 
— Roch Carrier’s Garden of Delights, 
Richard Wright's Farthing's For¬ 
tunes, and Robert Kroetsch's What the 
Crow Said — can match his vitality. 
What helps make Hodgins unique are 
his west coast regional vision and the 
hint of innocence that he seems to 
share with his marvellous charac¬ 
ters. 

Last time around, Jack Hodgins 
invented the world. This time, he’s out 
to save it. The Resurrection of Joseph 
Bourne is a big-hearted, rampaging 
book that’s been kept on a tight rein. 
Even so, it’s probably destined for 
runaway success.

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A good man goes to jail 


In his last novel, Slapstick (1976), Kurt 
Vonnegut told us that he believed in the Bill 
of Rights, Robert’s Rules of Order and the 
principles of Alcoholics Anonymous. In his 
new novel, Jailbird — his best, in my 
opinion, since Mother Night (1961) and 
Cat’s Cradle (1963) — he adds another 
sacred document. It is the Sermon on the 
Mount. 

Walter F. Starbuck is asked by Richard 
M. Nixon at a Congressional hearing in 
1919 why, "as the son of immigrants who 
have been treated so well by Americans, as 
a man who had been treated like a son and 
been sent to Harvard by an American capi¬ 
talist,” he had been so ungrateful to the 
American economic system as to join 
the Communist Parly. Starbuck replies; 
"Why? The Sermon on the Mount, sir.” 

Harvard and Nixon, the Holocaust and 
Watergate, Sacco and Vanzetti, Alger Hiss 
and Whittaker Chambers, trade unionism 
and conglomerate capitalism, not to men¬ 
tion Roy M. Cohn — these arc the obsess¬ 
ions of Jailbird, a fable of evil and inad¬ 
vertence. Strong stuff, Starbuck would 
say, because strong stuff is the latest in a 
long line of Vonnegut semaphores, verbal 
kiss-offs: so it goes, hiho, I had to laugh, 
small world, strong stuff. 

What has this stuff to do with Star- 
buck or the Sermon on the Mount? Star- 
buck is the son of a millionaire’s chauf¬ 
feur. Because he plays chess with the 
millionaire, the millionaire sends him to 
Harvard, where he has an affair with a 
radical young Irishwoman and joins the 
Communist Party. He is off, then, to join 
Roosevelt's New Deal. He quits the party 
on the occasion of the Nazi-Stalin pact. In 
Germany during and after World War II he 
meets and marries a death-camp survivor 
and has dealings at Nuremberg. 

lie returns to Washington to betray, 
by accident, a friend. Years of jobless¬ 
ness follow until Nixon makes him his 
special adviser on "youth affairs.” Some 
of the Watergate money is stashed In his

with the big boys. Let out in 1977, he 
arrives in New York and falls into the 
clutches of a conglomerate that seems to 
own most of the world . . . 

Starbuck is clearly one of those charac¬ 
ters to whom history is always happening 
like an accident. His old girlfriend tells 
him: “You can’t help it but you were born 
without a heart. At least you tried to 
believe what the people with hearts be¬ 
lieved — so you were a good man just the 
same." As good as most of us, anyway, and 
soon to be back in jail. 

Not once in Jailbird does Vonnegut 
nod off, go vague. His people bite into 
their lives. Kindnesses, as inexplicable 
as history, are collected, like saving rem¬ 
nants. New York, with catacombs under 
Grand Central Terminal and harps on lop 
of the Chrysler Building, is wonderfully 
evoked. The prose has sinew. Nixon’s "un¬ 
happy little smile," for instance "looked to 
me like a rosebud that had just been 
smashed by a hammer.” Or: "There was a 
withered old man . . . hunched over his 
food, hiding it with his arms. Sarah whi¬ 
spered that he ate as though his meal 
were a royal flush.” 

And when you think about it, the Ser¬ 
mon on the Mount is a radical document, 
promising that the meek shall inherit the 
earth. Shall they, indeed? Vonnegut has his 
doubts. It is the fashion these days for 
young academics, fresh from bravely 
grappling with the archetypes of modern¬ 
ism at a graduate seminar, to dismiss 
Vonnegut as simplistic. He is Insufficiently 
obscure; he is not loud enough about the 
ambiguities. Well, as he would say, listen. 
The simple — courtesy and decency — is 
hardest. 


In The Sirens of Titan, the problem 
was how to cause "less rather than more 
pain," how to "love whoever is around to 
be loved." The message In M other Night 
was, "We arc what we pretend to be. so we 
must be careful about what we pretend to 
be.” God Bless You, Mr. Rosewater asked. 
"How to love people who have no use?" 
Laurel and Hardy were admired in Slap¬ 
stick because, although they were not 
"really very good at life," ai least they 
“never failed to bargain in good faith wilii 
their destinies." 

To be sure, his characters are given 
to dreaming of an escape hatch out of 
history, a secret village, a tropical is¬ 
land, a neutral zone, an alternative reality. 
But he doesn’t let them get away with it. 
Everything isn't beautiful, and many 
things hurt, and neither technology nor 
organized religion is much help, nor 
“granfalloons" like the Communist Party 
and the Daughters of the American Revo¬ 
lution. Even play, as in Cat’s Cradle, can 
be monstrous, and art itself is a lie. Billy 
Pilgrim in Slaughterhouse-Five overhears 
Eliot Rosewater say to his psychiatrist, “I 
think you guys are going to have to 
come up with a lot of wonderful new 
lies, or people just aren’t-going to want 
to go on living.” 

Simple? Vonnegut brought all his char¬ 
acters along for Billy Pilgrim's ride in 
Slaughterhouse. In Breakfast of Cham 
pions, he cut them loose, set them free. 
One returns in Jailbird, a man who writes 
science fiction novels under the name of, 
naturally, Kilgore Trout, who is in jail, 
naturally, for treason. These days, the 
Sermon on the Mount is treason. Vonnegut 
has exactly what Constant pined for in 
Sirens: "a single message that was suffi¬ 
ciently dignified and important to merit 
his carrying it between two points." We 
read his novels the way that Mary Kath¬ 
leen reads Starbuck’s college books: "the 
way a young cannibal might eat the 
hearts of brave old enemies. Their magic 
would become hers." Ours.

("spouts provided for the 
egress of rainwater from 
eaves", indeed!), his view¬ 


ing of Toronto as the centre 
and sum of the country, the 
world, the cosmos. 

Hood, though, makes vir¬ 
tues out of what others may 
view as faults, and that takes 
art and talent. Combined 
with his daring, these quali¬ 
ties make Reservoir Ravine 
an experience that no reader 
of contemporary Canadian 
fiction should miss. 


the matter even more clear, 
and allow us to turn the ques¬ 
tion into a statement of fact: 
Hugh Hood is the most ta¬ 
lented and daring writer in 
Canada. 

Surely any Canadian writ¬ 
er who chooses for his sub¬ 
ject the country itself has 
to be called daring; and 
when, as Hood does, he ac¬ 
tually charts its reality and 
its course for the last 50 
years and more in so delight¬ 
ful a way as to leave us 
gasping — incredible! No 
other writer could do it so 
well. 

One chapter particularly 
in Reservoir Ravine reveals 
perfectly both Hood's daring 
and his talent. 

The chapter is called ’Hal 
from the ’peg’. Reminiscent 
of Dos Passos, and seem¬ 
ingly unconnected to the rest 
of the book, this chapter—17 
pages of crystal clear prose 
that read as if they were 
written at one sitting — 
chronicles the history of 
Winnipeg and its people in a 
way that makes utterly clear 
the importance and signifi¬ 
cance of that place and those 
people in the world of that 
time, just after the First 
World War. And if Winnipeg 
is so, is not Toronto and its 
people just as so? 

For readers unfamiliar 
with this scries, The New 
Age is the chronicle of one 
Matthew Goderich, now 50 
years old. The first volume 
detailed his childhood in de¬ 
pression Toronto; the second 
his youth and young man¬ 
hood; and the third, this 
book, the courtship and mar¬ 
riage of his parents, Isabelle 
and Andrew, in the Toronto 
of the 1920s. 

An ignorant, idyllic place, 
that Toronto. 

The banks, for example 
(of which Hood writes in 
great detail), formed all 
sorts of social clubs for their 
unionless employees, and 
dances at the boating clubs 
along the lake were decorous 
affairs attended by young 
men and women entirely un¬ 
tainted with any knowledge 
of the music of King Oliver 
and Jelly Roll Morton. To¬ 
ronto was a place where 
pregnant women didn’t 
emerge from their homes 
until dark, if at all, and a 
place where young men 
drank in ice-cream parlors 


bault and Andrew Go¬ 
derich. 

Isabelle is Toronto-born, 
a Catholic convent student 
and then a student at the 
University. High-spirited, 
intelligent and resourceful, 
she meets Andrew in a phi¬ 
losophy class he’s instruct¬ 
ing. Characterized by his dc- 
partment head as an 
intelligent hick from Nova 
Soctia, Andrew is writing a 
book call ‘The Place of Con¬ 
ceptual Thought in Ethical 
Judgment’, for which he 
coins a new word. The pas¬ 
sage in which it occurs in 
Reservoir Ravine is worth 
quoting in full because it 
combines, in a way Hood 
is so uncannily good at, indi¬ 
cations of the fictional pres¬ 
ent and foreshadowings of 
the future: 

“. . . (men and women) 
are existentially different. 
He felt very pleased with this 
new word, one he had never 
seen elsewhere, had just 
coined for his personal use, 
and considered too distinctly 
a barbarous neologism to 
employ in his written text. 
He used it in his second book, 
much later, when it had ac¬ 
quired some currency in Eu¬ 
rope." 

Finance and philosophy 
aside — though never for 
long — Reservoir Ravine is a 
love story too. More daring! 
A love story! And one about 
one’s parents! Though 
Hood’s depiction of the 
courtship is consistently de¬ 
lightful, again one passage 
in particular seems to en¬ 
compass most clearly the re¬ 
lationship between Andrew 
and Isabelle. Here they arc 
with Doctor O’Brien before 
the imminent arrival of 
Amanda Louise. Isabelle is 
speaking:

Garden Notes 


CEMETERY WEED XR. McC., Vic¬ 
toria) 

The little yellow-flowered, clover¬ 
like creeping weed infesting your 
cemetery plot is Black Medic. It is a 
tough little fellow, difficult to eradi¬ 
cate with ordinary weedkillers, and 
2,4-D has little or no effect upon it. 

There are “reinforced" weed¬ 
killers available, though, specially 
formulated to eradicate clover, chick- 
weed, buttercups and similar difficult 
weeds without injury to the lawn 
grasses. 

Ask your dealer for a clover-chick- 
weed type weedkiller and apply at 
label rates, preferably in the spring 
when the weeds have leafed out fully 
and are growing strongly. 

W ATER CORE (E. M„ Nanaimo) 

The glassy, translucent areas in the 
flesh of your King apples is a condi¬ 
tion known as Water Core. It is not a 
disease or infection, but is due to 
unsatisfactory growing conditions, 
particularly too much variation in 
soil moisture and too poor root action 
generally. 

The apples are not poisonous and 
are quite wholesome to eat. and in fact 
it is quite a common thing for the 
glassy cores to clear up and become 
normal while the fruit is in storage. 

The trouble may or may not come 
back next year, depending on weather 


conditions, but it would be good insur¬ 
ance to try to steady the moisture 
content of the soil by maintaining a 
good thick mulch of old rotted manure 
over the rooting area throughout the 
growing season. 

Remember, the rooting area ex¬ 
tends well out beyond the spread of the 
branch tips. 

GRADING PROBLEM (T.S., Parks 
vllle) 

In levelling off the slope of your 
property, you are almost certain to 
run into trouble if you raise the soil 
level around the trunks of your trees. 

The tree roots are conditioned to 
operate at a certain depth below the 
surface, and if this depth is altered 
drastically, the roots may not func¬ 
tion and the trees may die. 

If your soil is very light and sandy 
or gravelly, so air penetrates freely, 
you might be able to get away with 
raising the soil level by as much as a 
foot. If your soil is heavy, though, with 
a considerable clay content, even six 
inches may injure or even kill your 
tree. 

There are various techniques that 
can be used, such as building "wells" 
of brick or stone around each tree, 
each well about four times the diame- 
tre of the tree trunk it encloses. 

The results from these wells are 
somewhat unpredictable, though, and 


I think that when trees are to be 
retained, it is safer and better to ter¬ 
race the property rather than level it. 

RABBIT REPELLENTS (J.W., Dun 

can) 

° It is unfortunately true that Bugs 
Bunny seems to be even fonder of 
pansy foliage than he is of carrots. 

There are, however, several very 
good repellents on the market sold 
under such brand names as No-Nib'l, 
Bunny Bar, Skoot and ZIP, and I sug¬ 
gest one of these be applied to the 
plants, either as a spray or with a 
watering can. 

These preparations are formulated 
principally for painting or spraying on 
the bark of young trees and shrubs to 
keep them from being gnawed by field 
mice, rabbits and deer, but I see no 
reason why one of them shouldn't be 
used on pansies. 

They are not poisonous, do not 
cause pollution, do no harm to plants, 
and are even harmless to the animals. 
They work by virtue of the extremely 
bitter taste they impart, rendering the 
bark or foliage unpalatable 

In the old days, a similar bitter 
tasting spray was made by simmering 
quassia chips in water, but it washed 
off in the rain and was nothing like as 
long-lasting and effective as the mod¬ 
ern repellents based on the chemi¬ 
cal thiram.

WASHINGTON — Two 
stories side by side in the 
newspaper last week caught 
my attention. One reported 
that a Presidential Commis¬ 
sion had recommended levy¬ 
ing an income tax on senior 
citizens who are collecting 
Social Security. 

The other related that the 
Senate Finance Committee 
voted overwhelmingly to ex¬ 
empt newly developed oil 
from the proposed “windfall 
profits tax" on which Presi¬ 
dent Carter was depending 
to finance his energy pro¬ 
gram. 

Now before someone says 
this is unfair I believe we 
should examine all the 
facts. 

Let's take the proposed So¬ 
cial Security income tax 
first. Senior citizens have 
been getting a free ride from 
Social Security for much too 
long. Every time an older 
person gets a cheque from 
the government he or she 
goes out on a wild buying 
spree without any thought to 
giving Uncle Sam his fair 


share. Many citizens receive 
as much as $400 a month in 
benefits, and if that isn’t a 
"windfall’’ I don't know 
what is. 

The Presidential Commis¬ 
sion does not want to tax the 
Social Security beneficiary's 
entire income — only that 
part contributed by the em¬ 
ployer when the money was 
being withheld. This is 
"new" money and certainly 
should be tapped by the 
IRS. 

The take for the govern¬ 
ment would be $2 billion, and 
while that may seem like a 
drop in the bucket for most 
senior citizens, every dollar 
adds up. We can't allow 
those living out their Sep¬ 
tember years to escape in¬ 
come taxes after they've 
stopped working, or else the 
entire income tax system in 
this country would collapse. 

The most important argu¬ 
ment for collecting taxes 
from the elderly is that it 
would lower the tax burden 
on helpless corporations and 
conglomerates who are 


struggling to make ends 
meet. 

It is expected that the pow¬ 
erful lobby of the Senior Citi¬ 
zens Coalition will attempt to 
deep-six the tax recommen¬ 
dation. But Congress cannot 
give in to the pressure. The 
American people are sick 
and tired of special interest 
groups who are using Social 
Security as a tax shelter. 

Now for the oil companies. 
If anyone needs relief from 
taxes it is the people who 
supply our energy needs. 

We all know that oil is 
finite, and when someone is 
smart enough to find oil he 
should be rewarded with a 
decent profit. To call the few 
cents a gallon the oil folks 
ran scratch out of the earth a 
"windfall profit" is an af¬ 
front to an industry that has 
given us some of the finest 
entertainment ever shown 
on American public televi¬ 
sion. 

The Senate Finance Com¬ 
mittee out of compassion has 
derided not to levy a windfall 
profits tax on the oil pro¬ 


ducers. The committee 
knows how difficult it is for 
them to feed their families 
and clothe their children. In 
spite of what President 
Carter has recommended, 
the Senate committee is not 
going to take bread out of the 
mouths of people who need it 
the most just to subsidize the 
fuel bills of elderly people 
who need it the least. 

The strongest argument 
for cutting back on the w ind 
fall profits tax is that the oil 
companies must have added 
incentives to find new oil. 
The greatest argument for 
taxing those on Social Secur¬ 
ity is that, if we don't, every¬ 
one will want to be old. 

Thanks to both the Social 
Security Administration and 
the Senate Finance Commit¬ 
tee the inequities in our tax 
system are being straight¬ 
ened out. The oil companies 
for once will receive some 
much needed tax relief while 
senior citizens will finally 
have to get off the gravy 
train and pay their dues. 

It’s about time.

I remember, after some scornful 
attack of mine on the debased enter¬ 
tainment offered by television, some¬ 
body would usually say, "Well, your 
attitude may be right, but just the 
same television is a great boon to 
shut-ins and sick people in the hospi¬ 
tals." 

Not wanting to seem stony-hearted, 

I would nod and agree. And it did seem 
plausible that these victims of infirmi¬ 
ties might somehow find their woes 
relieved by watching a screen for a 
while each evening. 

But I was wrong to retreat from my 
original position for the sake of senti¬ 
mentality. A week in the hospital has 
shown me the corruption at the core of 
the sentimental myth, and now I am 
convinced that television is worse for 
shut-ins than for anybody else. 

Every evening after dinner I would 
pad down the corridor for a little walk 
— and in each room some patient 


would be lying in (he darkness with a 
TV set booming out its wild inanity. 
This went on hour after hour, with the 
concentration of sounds driving the 
staff almost berserk with exaspera¬ 
tion. 

In that entire week, I didn't see a 
single person reading a book after 
dinner. I didn't hear a single person 
listening to good music. It was like 
living with a tribe of troglodytes, those 
primitive creatures who crawled into 
(heir dark caves and came out only for 
food. 

Sometimes this insane cacophony 
became so bad that the interns and 
nurses would pause at my door to 
listen for a few moments to the strains 
of a quartet or symphony gently pour¬ 
ing from the FM radio. 

In one respect, illness makes you 
less human by forcing you to concen¬ 
trate on your body to an almost morbid 
degree. There are several ways to 


overcome this: One is by physical opi¬ 
ates which deaden the pain whenever 
it becomes too intense. 

But intellectual opiates do not re¬ 
lieve the subhuman feeling. To exist 
mentally in the world of television is to 
become almost wholly an animal, 
responsive to the lowest appeals of the 
most infantile emotions: to withdraw 
into an artificial babyhood which re¬ 
tards your real recovery. 

Music, meditation and literature 
that transcend the personal and the 
immediate are the best medicines for 
overcoming the self-engrossed state of 
mind induced by prolonged Illness. To 
get to understand yourself better — 
and especially that part of you which 
shares a universal sense with all hu¬ 
manity — is the blessing of bad health, 
and the only way to come out of the 
cave of selfness into the sunlight of 
society.

Mid-Ocean Club in Tucker’s Town, Bermuda, a scenic but tough course 

A special place for golfers 


By CHRIS LODGE 

HAMILTON, Bermuda — One 
might conclude that nature re¬ 
served a special place for golfers 
and their courses, and that place 
has to be Bermuda. 

Almost anywhere you go you 
arc within practically two club 
lengths of the sea. There are nine 
golf courses on an island that's just 
21 square miles in all. That means, 
for the statistically inclined, some 
6.5 holes per square mile. And that 
makes a lot of fairways, greens 
and sand traps for the 57,000 per¬ 
manent residents and the 10.000 
weekly visitors to try to take ad¬ 
vantage of every day. 

It can be said that nature 
picked her spot well. All con¬ 
ditions that make golf one of 
the world's foremost sports are 


found here. You are challenged by 
gently rolling terrain, beautiful, 
deceptive water hazards (arms of 
the ocean, in most cases) and 
roughs consisting of poinsettias. 
oleander, hibiscus and numerous 
other tropical flowers. 

Even Bermuda’s fall and win¬ 
ter weather promotes the game. 
Consider the average daily maxi¬ 
mum temperatures: September 
(84.1), October (79.2), November 
(73.9). and December (70.0). In 
January, February and March the 
temperatures reach an average 
daily maximum of 68. As for the 
rest of the year, weather condi¬ 
tions are also outstanding. 

But when you come to Ber¬ 
muda to play golf, you must be on 
guard or the island's other attrac¬ 
tions will lure you off the course. 


If you overhit your approach 
shot at Belmont's 18th, the ball will 
skip across a roadway and bring 
you face to face with the biggest 
challenge to golf's reign as winter 
king in Bermuda — the tennis 
courts. 

“Pack a racket in your golf 
bag," seems to be the message for 
Bermuda-bound travellers. But 
then, since tennis was introduced 
to North America in 1874 from 
Bermuda, that is hardly surpris¬ 
ing. 

Of the nine golf couses, six 
of them are 18-holers: Belmont, 
Castle Harbour, Mid-Ocean, Port 
Royal, Princess and Riddell's 
Bay. 

Of the three nine-holers two are 
set at the extreme eastern tip of 


the island overlooking the historic 
town of St. George’s. 

Because Bermuda is an island 
and an extremely narrow one (its 
widest point is about two miles) it 
would be unthinkable not to in¬ 
clude the sea as part of the game. 
Most of Bermuda's clubs are locat¬ 
ed at the side of the water. Many 
require shots over or around it. 
And the views of the ocean make 
those shots even more memorable 
and the hooks and slices not so bad 
after all. . . scenic but salty. 

Rarely in Bermuda do you find 
a long wait on any tee — or players 
pressing you from behind. Nor is a 
sudden sound apt to distract your 
swing. Only four of the island's 135 
golf holes parallel a main road and 
Bermuda has no highways, free¬ 
ways or expressways. 


THE REACTION is frustration and 
anger.

The suitcase, now adorned with a "bag¬ 
gage RUSH" tag, is sent air cargo on that 
flight. 

DURING THE DAY telephone calls 
from the airline keep the passenger in¬ 
formed of the suitcase's progress. 

“It's been found in Fiji;” "It's coming 
on Air Pacific tonight;" “It’s in Western 
Samoa;" “It’s on the next flight taAmeri- 
can Samoa;" "It’s at the airport." 

THE PROGRESS reports give the im¬ 
pression of a triumphal royal tour, rather 
than the arrival of a battered and belated 
piece of luggage. 

An airline official takes it through cus¬ 
toms and then delivers it to the hotel — two 
days earlier than expected. 

THERE'S RELIEF and jubilation. 
Every passenger has heard tales of bag¬ 
gage that disappears forever — presum¬ 
ably still travelling the airline routes of the 
world. 

But there are also stories of passengers' 
revenge. Such as the one in which the 
traveller, after reporting his baggage lost, 
found it by chance, off-loaded in a com 
plctely different section of the airport. 

IRRITATED and exasperated, he 
didn't report its recovery. But for the next 
few days he called the airline every two 
hours asking where his luggage was. 

At last report the airline was still look¬ 
ing for it.

Club Med lures family 


list goes on, a total of nearly 
80 destinations and coun¬ 
tries. 

Now Club Med executives 
are creating a whole new 
campaign; it's being aimed, 
not at the swinger, but at the 
solid citizen. They want fa¬ 
milies, husbands and wives 
and youngsters, too. 

As far as Jacques Ganin is 
concerned. It’s a marvelous 
idea. But then, he could be 
accused of being a bit preju¬ 
diced, because this man is 
president of Club Med Inc. 

A dashing, handsome 
Frenchman, the 46-year-old 
Ganin is gearing a campaign 
at his New York headquar¬ 
ters to change the image so 
many of us have carried of 
Club Mediterranee. Rather 
than picturing jet setters at 
play, Ganin wants to portray 
Club Med as a family institu¬ 
tion. 

At the same time, Club 
employees are being in¬ 
structed to clean up their 
act. Ganin is seriously court¬ 
ing families and children 
and he wants the atmosphere 
to reflect a new wholesome¬ 
ness. 

Admittedly, he was turned 
off by a visit to Club Med on 


the island of Martinique. In¬ 
deed. he was shocked and 
appalled. After observing 
orgies on beaches and in the 
discotheque, Ganin ordered 
the club closed for two 
months last fall. 

It was simply to discour¬ 
age the idea of swinging sin¬ 
gles. “We don’t want this 
sort of business,” Ganin 
said. 

Two months ago Club Med 
opened its second Bahamian 
village. This time it staked 
out on Eleuthera, one of the 
most eastern of 700 Out Is¬ 
lands. The new dub operates 
under a familiar system, a 
one-price vacation that in¬ 
cludes room, mealsy»wine 
and activities. In Eleuthera 
the main thrust involves 
snorkeling and scuba div¬ 
ing. 

Sometime this summer the 
club will open a second 
Egyptian village, this on the 
Red Sea at Hurgaba. Other 
‘79 openings will include vil¬ 
lages in New Caledonia, Ma¬ 
laysia and on the island of 
Itaparica off the coast of El 
Salvador. 

Qlub Mcd’s network 
reaches around the world. 
Still, for North Americans, 


Ganin strongly suggests they 
stick to villages in Mexico, 
the Caribbean or Tahiti, the 
reason being the language 
hang-up. It is a particular 
problem in North African 
and European villages 
where little English is spo¬ 
ken. 

Los Angeles Times staff 
writer Marlene Cimons did a 
two-week stint at Club Med 
in Agadir four years ago and 
wound up her vacation with 
this advice: "If you're going 
to Agadir (or any one of the 
other Moroccan villages), 
spend a week first at Ber¬ 
litz.” 

This is why Jacques Ganin 
encourages Americans to 
stick close to their homes. Of 
the villages, the Mexican re¬ 
sort at Cancun in the Carib¬ 
bean is by far the most popu- 
lar among Americans. 
Opened in 1976, it was an 
instant success. 

Cancun isn’t the old 
stereotyped picture of the 
seedy grass shack. The vil¬ 
lage is posh.

Little town 
truly a gem 


By RALPH JARVIS 

PORT ELIZABETH — Millions of years ago Mother 
Nature, on one of her rambles through the Cape Mid¬ 
lands of South Africa, must have lifted a gigantic hand 
and lashed out in fury at the massif of the Sneeuberg 
(Snow Mountain) range. 

jThat’s what it looks like, for there is a great gash in 
the4e mountains formed about 200 million years ago. 
Within the gap, huge basalt columns rise 120 metres 
above the valley floor. 

Cradled in the loop of a river at the foot of the Sneeu¬ 
berg, and almost surrounded by them, is the little town of 
Graaff-Reinet that is known throughout South Africa as 
the Gem of the Karoo. It lies about 250 km northwest of 
Port Elizabeth, the nearest major city. 

The little town deserves to be called a gem, for it spar¬ 
kles and shines. Houses and public buildings are spotless 
and the Inhabitants take more than a passing pride in 
tlieir surroundings. 

Graff-Reinet was established in 1786 and is the ol¬ 
dest town in the Cape Midlands. The old water furrows 
still run along many of the streets, irrigating private 
orchards and gardens. The buildings — for the most part 
unpretentious whitewashed dwellings, some with green- 
painted wooden shutters and shady verandahs — were 
constructed in the frontier-style of the Cape. Conserva¬ 
tion Is the watchword here; few of the buildings were 
allowed to fall into disrepair or have their distinctive 
character overlaid by unsuitable reconstruction. 

One of the most interesting historic attractions with 
tourists is Stretch’s Court, a mall containing what were 
once laborers’ cottages. These were built originally in 1855 by 
Captain Charles Lennox Stretch, an Irishman who fought in 
the border wars, and were restored by Historic Homes ol 
South Africa. They now form part of the Drostdy Hotel, an 
unusual and attractive hostelry that was developed within 
the precincts of a restored drostdy (magistrate’s resi 
dencc and office) originally designed in 1801 by a noted 
Cape architect. 

Another favorite with tourists is Parsonage Street, al 
the end of which stands Reinet House, the town's majot 
museum. Growing in the garden is a grape vine that is 
reputed to be the largest in the world. The circumference ol 
the main stem a short distance above the ground is 2.3) 
meters, or nearly eight feet. The vine, of the Black Acorr 
variety, was planted in 1870 and still bears excellent 
grapes.

THE NETWORK OF PROFESSIONAL TRAVEL AGENCIES 
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A nostalgic look 
at old Honolulu 


Bv DAVID BUTWIN 

HONOLULU, Hawaii — 
The writer lived at Waikiki 
Beach for five months, and 
i hough he loved the beaches, 
the scenery, the sunsets and 
the distant hills of Waianae, 
he was irritated by the traf¬ 
fic and the modern pace. He 
even complained of the 
"beastly cold." 

This was not in 1979, it was 
in 1889, and the writer was 
Robert Louis Stevenson. 
Ninety years later one could 
make the same complaints 
about Honolulu, although 
when I stopped off in August 
the only beastly cold I en¬ 
countered was in the air-con¬ 
ditioned car that picked me 
up at the airport. July, Au¬ 
gust and September are per¬ 
haps Hawaii’s warmest 
months — 90 is about the 
highest it goes — but the 
beneficient trade winds sel¬ 
dom let up in that season, 
and there is always a huge 
banyan for shade, like the 
one Stevenson knew, now 
behind the Moana Hotel. 

If there was a hotel in 
Waikiki then, I would be sur¬ 
prised. The area was a shady 
mud flat where the Hawaiian 
royalty kept summer cot¬ 
tages. According to a plaque 
beneath the banyan, which 
today shelters hundreds of 
tourists at evening luaus, 
R.L.S. did much of his writ¬ 


ing under this ropy green 
umbrella. From all reports 
he sfeemed to have spent 
more time hobnobbing with 
King Kalakaua (the Merry 
Monarch) and complaining 
about the traffic than work¬ 
ing on The Master of Balfan- 
trae. But Hawaii has divert¬ 
ed more than one writer. 

Later, that same banyan 
was the spot from which the 
popular radio show Hawaii 
Calls was first beamed to the 
mainland in 1935. I remem¬ 
ber the show still was a fix¬ 
ture in the 1960s when 1 lived 
in Honolulu. I didn't write 
under a banyan tree, but 
often I slept under the eaves 
of my lanai in a wood-frame 
cottage that crouched be¬ 
neath a new white high-rise 
apartment called the Sans 
Souci. This was, and is, less 
than a mile up the beach 
from the Moana banyan. 

In 1889, where the high rise 
now stands was a cottage 
called San Souci. and its oc¬ 
cupants were Robert Louis 
Stevenson, then 39, his wife, 
his stepson and his mother. 

If I am waxing nostalgic, it 
is because the Waikiki I saw 
in August, indeed the whole 
of Honolulu, made me pine a 
bit for the days when there 
wasn’t a blanket of Astro- 
Turf around hotel swimming 
pools — indeed there were no 
swimming pools at all, only a 


turquoise sea with those per¬ 
fect white curlers sliding in. 
A few years ago I could 
brush off the changes bx 
saying, ‘‘Well, at least they 
can't spoil the best climate in 
the world." 

Now, however, on the 
drive into Waikiki from the 
airport, my friend at the 
wheel pointed to a towering 
condominium apartment on 
Ala Moana (not far, I noted, 
from the Atkinson YMCA, 
still standing, where I spent 
my first nights in Hawaii) 
and said: "That building is so 
big it's changed the air cur¬ 
rents that blow down across 
the channel. Some boats 
have run aground because 
the changing winds have al¬ 
tered the shape of the chan¬ 
nel.” 

For several days before 
moving on to Maui and Molo¬ 
kai, I did my best to recreate 
the simple, bygone Honolulu: 
I stayed at the Halekulani 
Hotel. I knew this aging clus¬ 
ter of greenshingled cot¬ 
tages was doomed, and one 
day the announcement came 
that the tum-of-the-century 
hotel will close Nov. 16, not to 
reopen until it is a sleek, 
concrete 14-storey Haleku¬ 
lani two years later. Plans 
call for preserving the 
breezy, plank-floored main 
building and to retain 
(though relocate) the open-

air seaside lounge, the House 
Without a Key. where I sat 
that first evening after a 
long day’s journey f rom New 
York and drank in the tender 
night air that all the jack¬ 
hammers and cranes have 
not spoiled. 

Everyone in town knew the 
Halekulani’s days were 
numbered, but to my sur¬ 
prise I learned that the fu¬ 


ture of the venerable Royal 
Hawaiian Hotel now is in 
doubt. It seems that the Bish¬ 
op Estate, which owns the 
precious Waikiki plot on 
which the 52-year-old pink 
Moorish palace stands, is en¬ 
tertaining plans of building a 
more profitable high-rise 
hotel on the spot. 

Sheraton, which manages 
the Royal, says it doubts the 


hotel will come down, and 
preservation groups are 
fighting to make sure it 
doesn't. The 15-year-old Ka- 
liala Hilton and the newer 
Hyatt are now perhaps the 
most elegant hotels on Oahu, 
but the Royal, though 
dwarfed by the neighboring. 
1,800-room Sheraton Waiki¬ 
ki. still has its princely 
touch. 


So does the Moana, behind 
which the Stevenson banyan 
spreads. Opened in 1901. it 
was Hawaii's first ocean- 
front hotel. It is being redone 
with air conditioning and 
Victorian decor, but if you 
don't mind a room cooled by 
an old-fashioned tropical 
ceiling fan (that's my pref¬ 
erence), you can get a double 
for only $31. 


As splashy new hotels con¬ 
tinue to rise in Honolulu, it 
becomes harder and harder 
to pursue that barefoot in¬ 
souciance (and inexpensive 
living) that used to charac¬ 
terize Waikiki. Two excep¬ 
tions are the Waikikian 
Hotel, on the downtown end 
of Waikiki, and the Kai- 
mana. at the other end.

B.C. out stalking 
more Japan trade 


TOKYO (AP) — British 
Columbia will take a 
more aggressive attitude 
toward exports to Japan, 
and hopes to double its 
sales of coking coal to the 
Japanese within the next 
few years, Premier Ben¬ 
nett said Friday. 

Bennett, on an Asian tour 
that will take him to South 
Korea on Tuesday after his 
10-day visit to Japan, said 
coking coal from B.C. and 
Alberta was Canada's most 
important export to Japan

last year, accounting for 
$560 million out of total sales 
of $3.5 billion. 

However, he said improve¬ 
ments were being made to 
the province’s rail and har¬ 
bor facilities that would per¬ 
mit B.C. to export between 
12 and 15 million tons a year 
to Japan at a price of be¬ 
tween $60 and $70 a ton. 

Bennett did not say when 
the infrastructure project 
would be completed or 
whether there would be any 
diffieulity in selling the coal 
to the Japanese steel indus¬ 
try, which now buys 15 per 
cent of its supplies from 
Australia. Canada currently 
supplies 20 per cent of 
Japan's coking coal. 

The premier, accompan¬ 
ied on the trip by Economic 
Development Minister Don 
Phillips. Deputy Develop¬ 
ment Minister Sandy Peel 
and Peel's assistant, John 
McKcown, also predicted in¬ 
creased Japanese invest¬ 
ment in British Columbia be¬ 
cause of comparatively 
lower enegy costs in the 
province. 

He blamed the New Demo¬ 
cratic Party government for 
making the Japanese uneasy 
about investing in B.C. and 
for losing valuable Japanese 
coal sales to Australia. 

Meanwhile, Bennett said 
the growing popularity of 
Canadian-style, two-by-four 
architecture in Japan will 
lead to greater exports of cut 
lumber. In 1978, Canada ex¬ 
ported $230 million worth of 
lumber to Japan, 95 per cent 
of it from B. C. 

Bennett predicted that the 
Japanese construction min¬ 
istry would approve imports 
of Canadian plywood made 
from softwoods by next 
spring. He said the Japanese 
construction industry was 
having trouble maintaining 
supplies of hardwood be¬ 
cause other Southeast Asian 
countries are forming a 
hardwood cartel. 

The premier added that

O. W. McCrea, manager of operation services for the 
department’s Pacific region, said there was sufficient staff 
lo handle the traffic although (here would likely be delays 
during the peak hours of 6 p.m. to 9 p.m. 

McCrea said he was concerned that motorists would < 
change their travel patterns and go to smaller border points, 
which would add to the work load at those locations. 

He made the comments after Murray Wilkinson, presi¬ 
dent of the Pacific Highway district branch of the Customs 
Excise Union, a component of the Public Service Alliance of 
Canada, warned of delays as overworked inspectors started 
turning down overtime. 

However, McCrea said the number of inspectors work¬ 
ing was slightly higher than this time last year.

Handicapped children who are already attending school 
but not receiving adequate personal care will also bene¬ 
fit, he said. 

Mrs. McCarthy estimated GOO handicapped children re¬ 
quiring personal care at school Will be able to take 
advantage of the program and there will be no cost to 
iheir parents. 

Personal attendants will be responsible for groups of 
four to 20 children. They will provide non-edueational ser¬ 
vices such as helping children with feeding, dressing, 
moving about, using washroom facilities, and position¬ 
ing while using special educational aids for the handi¬ 
capped. 

Eligibility "of children to receive the services of a per¬ 
sonal attendant w ill be determined by a screening committee 
in each school district, said Mrs. McCarthy.

Drilling has been under 
way this year on uranium 
claims that include a 
ranch owned by the fam¬ 
ily of Premier Bennett, 
but the premier's brother 
says he thought th.e 
search had been aban¬ 
doned two yegrs ago. 

R; ,1. Bennett salt! Friday 

in a telephone interview 
from Vernon that he gave 
permission to L'nion Oil Co. 
of Canada in May, 1977, lo 
explore on the family’s 
ranch near Winfield. 

Bennett said he had little 
choice as the family does not 
hold mineral rights to the 
property. Under provincial 
regulations, the holders of 
mineral rights are not re¬ 
quired to obtain permission 
and doing so Is mainly a 
matter of courtesy. 

Evidence that the Bennett 
property was included in a 
uranium prospect surfaced 
in Vancouver Thursday at a 
hearing of the provincial 
royal commission on ura¬ 
nium mining. 

Tim Godfrey, Union Oil's 
exploration co-ordinator for 
minerals, said drilling has 
iust begun on the so-called 
Ueef claim, stretching from 
Winfield north to Oyama in 
the Okanagan. 

Exploration will be con¬ 
centrated on an area about 
seven kilometres east of 
Winfield, including the Ben¬ 
nett land. Five drill holes are 
planned. 

Tom Vicars, the ranch's 
manager, said Union drilled 
on the Bennett property two 
years ago. but gave notice 
Friday it was coming back. 
Drilling has already taken 
place on neighboring proper¬ 
ties, but there has been none 
so far this year on the Ben¬ 
nett holdings. 

The revelation at the com¬ 
mission inquiry brought a 
call Friday from Dave Bar¬ 


rett,New Democratic Party 
leader, for a judicial inquiry 
into possible conflict of in¬ 
terest. 

Barrett said at the least 
the Bates royal cobimission 
on uranium should be 
shelved until the judicial in¬ 
quiry could be called. 

Bennett now is in Asia on a 
tour to drum up business for 
B.C. However, his interest in 
the ranch is held in a blind 
trust and his brother said 
Friday the premier knows 
nothing about what has been 
happening at the property. 

The Reef property is one of 
two uranium prospects 
Union Oil has been exploring 
this year. The other is the 
Jen Jen claim about 18 kilo¬ 
metres west of Salmon 
Arm. 

Over the years, the com¬ 
pany has had an interest in 31 
uranium claims throughout 
B.C. but has turned up no 
sign of uranium on any of 
them. 

Bennett said the com¬ 
pany's exploration on the 
ranch first came to his at¬ 
tention in 1977 when he re¬ 
ceived a letter advising that 
Union had staked claims on 
the property. 

"I said, 'Put my fences 
back if you take any down, 
restore the land and don’t 
damage any trees.’ They as¬ 
sured me they would do 
that. 

"I’d forgotten about it," 
Bennett added. "There is no 
way 1 knew they were back. I 
thought they'd abandoned it 
two years ago. 

"There is no remuneration 
in it for me,” Bennett said. 
"All we’re doing is raising 
trees and cows." 

The premier’s brothersaid 
he viewed Barrett’s com¬ 
ments as political and ac¬ 
cused the Opposition leader 
of “shooting from the lip." 

Peter Chataway, who is 
Okanagan spokesman for 
the Greenpeace Foundation 
conservation group, and who 
raised the Bennett owner¬ 
ship question at the commis¬ 
sion hearings Thursday, said 


he did not pursue the matter 
because he did not want to 
delay the proceedings. 

“It turned out to be quite 
relevant,” he said Friday. 


Godfrey said the company 
had contacted all the land 
owners in the area of the 
Reef claims to seek their 
permission to do exploration 


on tneir property or simply 
for access. 

Much of the land where the 
exploration is being done is 
crown rangeland. 


Disabled students 
get new chance 
at public schools 

VANCOUVER (CP) — A program aimed at helping 
handicapped children attend regular public schools has 
been announced by Education Minister Pat McGeer. 

McGeer, in a joint announcement with Human Re¬ 
sources Minister Grace McCarthy, said $2.1 million will be 
made available immediately to school districts to hire 
personal attendants for handicapped children who need care 
while at school. 

The program is designed to enable children who might 
otherwise be excluded from education in a classroom to 
have the opportunity to attend public schools, said 
McGeer.

‘Pilgrim of peace’ draws 
Carter pledge for world 



W&StHNC.TON (UPI) — 
Pope John Paul II made a 
historic visit to the White 
House Saturday and enlisted 
born-again Baptist Jimmy 
Carter.in a mission to bring 
“peace, freedom and jus¬ 
tice” to all mankind. 

And he warned Americans 
that those moral goals must 
be met even if it includes “a 
notable change in the atti¬ 
tudes and lifestyles of those 



blessed with a larger share 
of the world’s goods." 

PRESIDENT CARTER 
extended a Polish greeting to 
John Paul, first pope to set 
foot in the White House, and 
welcomed the 59-year-old 
spiritual leader of 700 mil¬ 
lion Roman Catholics as a 
“champion of dignity and 
decency for every human 
being.” 

The two discussed world 
problems privately in the 
Oval 4 Office, concentrating 
on the need by all concerned 
citizens of the world to Work 
to ease hunger, help refu¬ 
gees and end forever the 
threat of nuclear holocaust. 

CARTER LATER told 
crowd of 7,000 on the South 
Lawn of the White House he 
shares a “common purpose" 
on the human rights issues 
the pontiff has raised in a 
9.200-mile pilgrimage of 
peace to Ireland and the 
United States. 

The White House issued a 
statement later, saying the 
two "reviewed ways of best 
serving the cause of peace, 
freedom and justice in the 
world.” 

They “discussed the tragic 
situation in Northern Ire- 
Aetnd. They jointly eon- 
J demned resort to violence, 
by any party for any reason, 
and recalled the appeals 


which both have recently 
made for a peaceful solu¬ 
tion.” 

WASHINGTON WAS the 
last stop on the pope's U.S. 
odyssey that ends today with ' 
a mass on the Mall expected 
to attract one million faith¬ 
ful and curious. Earlybirds 
camped out Friday night in 
the prime area where the 
stark white altar dramati¬ 
cally sets off the turrets of 
the Smithsonian Institution 
castle. 

Carter pledged to “work to 
renew the spiritual strength 
that can bear us beyond the 
blind materialism to true 
caring for one another — in 
our families, in our commun¬ 
ities, in our nations and in 
our world.” 

"I JOIN HIS holiness in 
urging all individuals and 
nations of the world to allevi¬ 
ate the hunger of people and 
the homelessness of refu¬ 
gees — not as political acts, 
but as act§ of humanitarian 
concern. 

“We cannot profess to love 
humanity and watch hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of men, 
women and children die in a 
human tragedy we can pre¬ 
vent with prompt and gener¬ 
ous action." 

The pope declared the 
most powerful, affluent na¬ 
tions — including the United 
States — must lead the ranks

WASHINGTON (CPI) — With the permission of the 
president of United States, Pope John Paul II blessed a 
crowd of 6.000 on the White House South Lawn Saturday and 
then plunged into the crowd—campaign style—to shake 
hands. 

With Carter trailing behind, John Paul moved his way 
through the crowd like an American campaigner, bending 
over to greet an elderly man sitting on a folding chair, 
chatting with actor Gregory Peck and hugging and shaking 
hands with those who could press close. 

The pope met with two groups at the White House 
Saturday—about 4,000 of the cream of political Washington 
greeted John Paul quietly on the front lawn before his 
private talks with Carter and then a less official but livelier 
crowd of 6,000 saw him afterwards. 

"The pope wants to bless you w ith the permission of the 
president of the United States,” said the pontiff. He then 
delivered the blessing in Latin and made the sign of the 
cross. 

"Thank you very much," he said. 

The pope offered the surprise blessing at the end of his 
speech on the South Lawn. The delighted audience responded 
with cheers when he left the platform to walk among them, 
and pressed close to try to greet him personally. 

After walking through the crowd, the two men relumed 
to the White House balcony and a chant went up: “Long live 
the pope.”

Port Alberni revives 
drive for new arena 


During school time 


Trustees even stricter 
on student drugs’ use 


PORT ALBERNI — The board of School District 70 
has moved to reinforce an already-strict policy on stu¬ 
dent use of drugs during school time. 

It was made clear that "school time" refers not 
only to hours of classes but to all extra-curricular activi¬ 
ties, any after-hours school function, school-sponsored 
dances and field trips. 

School superintendent Bob Moss reported to the board 
that a meeting had been held with all principals of the high 
schoqls in the district to discuss the continuing problem 
and to reassess policy on it. 

This meeting produced the following recommenda¬ 
tions: 

• That the policy should definitely remain opposed to 
any use of drugs or alcohol by students during school 
time. 

• Any use of drugs or alcohol should cause an imme¬ 
diate suspension of no less than 20 days. 

• During such suspension, there should be no contact 
with the school whatsoever, no teacher instruction, as¬ 
signments or any other form of assistance. 

• All high school students must be informed of the 
policy "on a regular basis" during the school year. 

• Parents wishing to discuss the suspension of their 
children will be accommodated within two days by a 
meeting with the superintendent, the principal of the 
school and at least one member of the school board. 

Moss told the board that there was considerable dis¬ 
cussion at the principals' meeting of possible options 
to the 20-day suspension, particularly for first offend¬ 
ers, but that it was concluded that if the policy "was to 
have any teeth in it" it would be necessary to have the 
strongest possible deterrent “without exception." 

Chairman June Kearney said she felt that the new 


recommendation was not in fart a change of policy but 
merely of the regulations governing it. 

• However, it was pointed out that former policy made 
it inherent that a meeting with the parents should in¬ 
volve the entire school board. 

A notice of motion was therefore necessary to add 
the wording "or a committee of the board" to the original 
policy statement. 

Chairman Kearney also confirmed on questioning that 
the “extenuating circumstances" under which the suspen¬ 
sion could be appealed must be based on "factual informa¬ 
tion" rather than a mere difference of opinion on w hether the 
penalty was appropriate to a particular student. 

Only Trustee Bob Hoadley seemed to have any argu¬ 
ment with the firming up of the policy. 

Saying that he was "speaking for the parents who are 
really making the effort to properly raise their children,” he 
said he thought there should be more leeway in the applica¬ 
tion of the policy and the severe penalty. 

"I feel we should try and establish just how the par 
ents feel about the question, as it applies to their own 
kids, before we come down so hard on them." he said. 

Chairman Kearney said that such a change in policy 
would be impossible to apply with complete fairness, and 
would require that the board “treat every case indepen¬ 
dently.” which would again be an almost-impossiblc task. 

On another question, director of instruction Al Ro¬ 
binson confirmed that in cases of second and "habit¬ 
ual" offences in this area, suspensions for as much as 
the remainder of a school year applied in the past. 

The board then moved to accept the recommenda¬ 
tions outlined by Moss and served the notice of motion 
to make the necessary changes in the policy statement. 

The policy also requires that the principal of the 
school involved notify the RCMP of any infraction.

PORT ALBERNI — Slight 
rumblings in the form of an 
anonymous petition circulat¬ 
ing in local stores and an 
editorial in the local press in 
support of the idea have 
prompted city council to 
again attempt to obtain pub¬ 
lic permission to build a new 
ice arena in the city. 

The idea is not new. 

In 1973 the Albemi-Clayo- 
quot Regional District 
agreed to join with the city in 
having the four areas mak¬ 
ing up the Alberni Valley- 
Beaver Creek. Cherry 
reek. Sproat Lake and 
Beaufort—conduct a public 
referendum attached to the 
municipal and regional elec¬ 
tion ballots asking for per¬ 
mission to spend $1.5 million 
on a new arena to be built in 
the Glenwood area. 

The referendum result 
w as positive, and the neces¬ 
sary bylaw was passed by 
both the city and the dis¬ 
trict. 

A planning committee was 
then set up to obtain the 
necessary architectural de¬ 
signs and to estimate the 
cost the project. 

Some 18 months later the

Glazier, one of three can¬ 
didates running for mayor in

There remained, however, 
a considerable body of peo¬ 
ple. including most of the 
city council, who still insist¬ 
ed that the city and area 
needed a new arena to ab¬ 
sorb the increasingly crowd¬ 
ed conditions of the some¬ 
what-ancient Community 
Arena, which its detractors 
call both outmoded and in¬ 
capable of handling even a 
modest audience. 

Aid. Geoge McKnight re 
called at this week's council 
meeting that he had been one 
of the original proponents of 
a new arena, and that as 
late as 1978 had attempted to 
have the regional district act 
on the original bylaw before 
it expired, but to no avail. 

“I am still convinced that 
we could obtain public ac¬ 
ceptance of an arena, pro¬ 
vided it could be built at a 
moderate cost." he said. 
“The arena in Parksville. 
which would .be quite ade¬ 
quate for our needs, was 
He w as still in favor of the 
idea, he said, but only on 
terms that as before, it be 
undertaken as a regional 
project, with the valley- 
areas involved in both ap¬ 
proving it and paying for it. 
built for less than $2 mil¬ 
lion." 

On such terms, he said, he 
was prepared to attempt to 
have the regional district ap¬ 
prove a referendum at its 
Oct. 24 meeting, with the 
ballot to be held this Novem¬ 
ber. 

Mayor Jim Robertson in¬ 
dicated that he. too, was in 
favor of a new arena, but 
felt that the first action to be¬ 
taken would be to ask the 
parks and recreation com¬ 
mission for its recommend¬ 
ations on the matter. 

McKnight then moved that 
the commission be asked to 
assess the situation and 
come back "to next week's 
meeting” with its recom¬ 
mendations. 

Aid. Bryon Latham point¬ 
ed out that parks and recre¬ 
ation were on record as 
being unwilling to consider 
the building of a new arena 


until the financial aspects 
were fully worked out be¬ 
tween the city and the re¬ 
gional district. 

Aid. Alice Chiko insisted 
that some plan—"at least 
an architect's sketch"— 
would have to be made avail¬ 
able to the public before such 
a referendum so that they 
would know what they would 
be getting for their money. 

"We certainly can't go 
back to them with the 1975 
plans—they have already- 
made it perfectly clear that 
those were unacceptable," 
she said. 

Which prompted Aid. 
Denis Thain to give the opin¬ 
ion that “we couldn't pos¬ 
sibly get a referendum ready 
for this year if it is not dealt 
with before Oct. 24." 

City clerk George Wiley- 
confirmed Thain's query 
that the matter of a referen¬ 
dum must be cleared with 
the minister of municipal af¬ 
fairs before being placed on 
the ballot, and that the least 
lime for passage of the 
necessary bylaw to hold a 
referendum was 10 days be¬ 
fore the election date, which 
this year is Nov. 17. 


Aid. Chiko said that in any 
event, the first step was to 
obtain all the information 
and opinion from the parks 
and recreation commission 
possible. 

"Then maybe we can see 
where we are and whether 
we could hold a referenedum 
this year." she said. 

City Manager Jim Sawyer 
was apparently so disturbed 
by the discussions that he 
made what was, for him. an 
unusual contribution to the 
proceedings. 

He was "surprised," he 
said, that council was pro¬ 
ceeding with such haste on 
the basis of a petition which 
hand t even been presented 
to it. 

He did not think that parks 
and recreation would sug¬ 
gest any building for which 
financing had not been ar¬ 
ranged from the senior gov¬ 
ernment sources and all in 
all, with the details so little- 
known, he felt the action 
being suggested was too 
hasty and could result in 
“big error being made." 

The motion to ask the 
parks for its recommenda¬ 
tions was passed anyway. 


Businessmen 
want hearing 
‘to clear air’ 

Businessmen in Victoria's Old Town are not 
"ripping” the Salvation Army, but they do want a 
public hearing to clear the air on a 61-bed alco¬ 
holic treatment centre planned for the area, a 
spokesman said Saturday. 

Jim Bennett, responding to a Colonist headline 
which said the businessmen were "ripping" the 
Sally Ann, said his group wants to make clear that 
“in no way would any of us like the concerns 
which we are now making public to in any way be 
interpreted as an attack on the Salvation Army." 

Bennett said Victoria council has responded 
well to the problems posed by "street people” in 
downtown Victoria, and admitted that his group’s 
fears that the problem might become worse if the 
alcoholic treatment centre is built there might be 
unfounded. 

Nevertheless, "I don't think the merchants of 
the 700 block Yates would put up with that in the 
middle of their block, or that Vancouver city 
council would put up with in Gastown or West 
Georgia, nor should we have it in the middle of Old 
Town." 

Even though no public hearing is required be¬ 
cause the centre conforms with the current zoning, 
a hearing should still be held so that various groups 
can have input into the centre which they have been 
denied by the lack of a hearing, Bennett said. 

"There is an existing use there, but for the way 
that that area of town used to be.” 

Bennett said the planned centre had caught 
OldTown merchants by surprise. 

“It may have been in the works for some time, 
but this came to our attention only in the last 10 
days. The fault lies with council for not air¬ 
ing it publicly."

Negotiations in the B.C. 
ferry dispute broke off 
Saturday after acting 
labor minister Garde 
Gardom failed to produce 
an agreement between 
the two sides. 

The B.C. Ferry Corp. was 
hit Saturday by the first of a 
series of 24-hour rotating 
strikes by 2,700 members of 
the B.C. Ferry and Marine 
Workers Union and there ap¬ 
peared little hope for an 
early settlement as the cor¬ 
poration and union accused 
each other of sabotaging ne¬ 
gotiations. 

The union said pickets 
would be moved to the Tsaw- 
wassen-Swartz Bay ter¬ 
minals today for 24 hours, 
but there would be full ser¬ 
vice Monday to permit tra¬ 
vellers to return from their 
holidays. It promised to give 
advance warning of job ac¬ 
tion Tuesday. 

Wholesale grocers in Vic¬ 
toria contacted Saturday 
said they did not expect 
today’s strike to affect food 
supply or prices. 

If the rotating strikes con¬ 
tinued, spokesmen said, they 
would “work around” the 
problem by re-scheduling 
shipments to other ferry 
routes. 


Swartz Bay-Tsawwassen 
was the only major route 
free of pickets on Saturday. 

Tsawwassen had a one- 
sailing wait and there were 
no waits at Swartz Bay al¬ 
though traffic was heavy, a 
spokesman said. 


Many holiday travellers 
Saturday were forced to 
scuttle their travel plans to 
and from Vancouver Island 
as the union went on strike at 
terminals at Nanaimo, West 
Vancouver, and Langdale on 
the Sechelt peninsula.

Latin arming

WASHINGTON (Reuter) - 
Pope John Paul told Latin 
American governments Sat¬ 
urday to stop spending 
money on armaments and 
let their peoples have a 
greater say in civil affairs. 

He also blasted military 
governments in the region 
which justified authoritar¬ 
ian policies on grounds of na¬ 
tional security. 

“I solemnly call on you to 
do everything in your power 
to restrain the arms race on 
this continent," he told the 
assembled Latin American 
ambassadors to the Organi¬ 
zation of American States. 

The pope, on the sixth day 
of his U.S. tour, added blunt¬ 
ly: “There are no differ¬ 
ences between your coun¬ 
tries that cannot be 
peacefully overcome.” 

John Paul was alluding to 
multi-million-dollar spend¬ 
ing by several Latin Ameri¬ 
can governments on their 
armed forces. 


He also told Latin Ameri¬ 
can countries that they 
should provide “ever more 
effective participation by 
the citizens in the respon¬ 
sibility and decisions of the 
nation.” 

He added that he knew 
there were difficulties on the 
way to greater participation, 
but added: “They never, 
never justify any attack on 
the inviolable dignity of the 
human person and on the 
authentic rights that protect 
that dignity.” 

The pope made an oblique 
but unmistakable attack on 
the claim of “national se¬ 
curity" when justifying au¬ 
thoritarian government. 

“Social organization is at 
the service of man. and not 
vice versa,” he said. 

This held true for the high¬ 
est levels of society "where 
the power of coercion is 
wielded and where 
abuses . . . are particularly 
serious,” he added. 

“A security in which the 
people no longer feel in¬ 
volved, because it no longer 
protects them in their very 
humanity, is only a sham.” 


ceremonial congress mark¬ 
ing the 30th anniversary of 
the founding of East Ger¬ 
many, said the Soviet Union 
had not increased “by a sin¬ 
gle missile” the number of 
medium-range nuclear 
bomb-carriers in its Europe¬ 
an territory. 

“On the contrary ... the 
number of launchers of me¬ 
dium-range missiles and 
also the yield of nuclear 
charges on these missiles 
have even been somewhat 
decreased," he said. 

The 72-year-old Brezhnev, 
speaking in a relatively 
clear and strong voice, said 
the Soviet Union would uni¬ 
laterally remove 20,000 
troops and 1,000 tanks from 
East Germany over the next 
12 months, and left open 
the possibility of further So¬ 
viet troop cuts in Central 
Europe. 

Western estimates put be¬ 
tween 350,000 and 400,000 So¬ 
viet troops in Eastern Eu¬ 
rope. A survey last July 
estimated there were 57,500 
troops in motorized infantry 
divisions in East Germany. 
In addition, the Russians 
have an estimated 1,500 tac¬ 
tical aircraft within a 20- 
mile radius of Berlin. 

Brezhnev said, “We are 
prepared to reduce the num¬ 
ber of medium-range nu¬ 
clear means deployed in 
western areas of the Soviet 
Union as compared to the 
present level, but, of course, 
only in the event no addition¬ 
al medium-range nuclear 
means are deployed in West¬ 
ern Europe.”

WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
Under heavy worldwide 
pressure, the United States 
increased the federal dis¬ 
count rate Saturday a full 
point, to 12 per cent, as part 
of a series of measures to 
restore confidence in the 
battered dollar abroad, cool 
speculative gold buying 
fever and slow bank credit. 

At a hastily-called news 
conference, Federal Re¬ 
serve chairman Paul 
Volcker announced a series 
of “complementary ac¬ 
tions,” including the sharp 
increase in interest rates 
and a reduction in the num¬ 
ber of dollars in circula¬ 
tion. 

Volcker said the Federal 
Reserve's discount rate, the 
fee it charges member banks 
to borrow from it, would be 
hiked from the current 11 per 


cent to a record 12 per cent. 

The Federal Reserve, 
which acts as the nation's 
central bank, said the pack¬ 
age "should assure better 
control over the expansion of 
money and bank credit, help 
curb speculative excesses in 
financial, foreign exchange 
and commodity markets, 
and thereby serve to dampen 
inflationary forces." 

The White House said the 
administration believed the 
Federal Reserve Board's ac¬ 
tions would help reduce in¬ 
flationary expectations, con¬ 
tribute to a stronger U.S. 
dollar abroad and curb un¬ 
healthy speculation in com¬ 
modity markets. 

Some type of new United 
States action to support the 
dollar had been anticipated 
for the past several days.

Smith 

freed by Lincoln 


Oldest 
dies 
at 137 


BARTOW, Fla. (AP) — 
Charlie Smith, brought to the 
United States as a slave in 
1854 and considered by So¬ 
cial Security officials to be 
the country’s oldest person, 
has died at the age of 137. 

Smith died Friday in a con¬ 
valescent centre where he 
had lived for the last few 
years. 

Smith was never certain 
about his birthdate, and 
there were questions over 
his age. He was 113 when he 
was found picking citrus 
fruit in central Florida. So¬ 
cial Security officials said 
they confirmed his age when 
they found reliable docu¬ 
ments in New Orleans con¬ 
firming his sale into slavery 
and also found matching 
papers in Texas. 

Smith had been in ill health 
for months. He had a leg 
amputated 114 years ago, 
and in July, surgeons had to 
remove his other leg. In Au¬ 
gust, he was in hospital 
again for circulatory prob¬ 
lems. 

Over the years, Smith'en- 
joyed reminiscing, and re¬ 
called how in 1854 in his na¬ 
tive Liberia, when he was 12, 
he saw a boat tied at the dock 
and went to see it. He was 
coaxed on board, he re¬ 
called, by a man who said 
there were “fritter trees" 
with lots of syrup on board. 

"I never saw my momma 
again." 

The ship took him to New 
Orleans, where he was sold 
on the auction block to a 
Texas rancher named Char¬ 
lie Smith, who gave him his 
name. Smith said he was 
born Mitchell Watkins, but 
he used Smith since he was 
12 . 


Higher-up Socred okayed tricks 


VANCOUVER (Cf) — 
Jack Kelly, a Social Credit 
party researcher, was not 
alone in advocating political 
ditty tricks to boost the 
party’s popularity, a tape of 
a seminar last year indi¬ 
cates.

Caucus chairman Jack 
Kempf has said he was in¬ 
vestigating tactics advocat¬ 
ed by Kelly, including 
prompting party supporters 
to write letters to newspaper 


editors and sign them with 
fictitious names. 

The tape, obtained by a 
newspaper reporter, was re¬ 
corded at a party communi¬ 
cations meeting Sept. 22, 
1978, attended by about 200 
Social Credit constituency 
officials. 

Kelly responded to a ques¬ 


tion from one official about 
aliases by giving an exam¬ 
ple. 

“What we do, inevitably, 
with aliases, we’ll take 
somebody living in the area, 
like Mr. J.T. Lattis. We’ll 
change it to Mr. T.M. Lattis, 
the same address, and send 
it in and it’s printed ” 


At this point on the tape, 
Ms. MacKay elaborated on 
the technique. 

“You see, Mr. T.M. could 
be his nephew, could be his 
son," she said.

During school time 

Trustees even stricter 
on student drugs’ use 


PORT ALBERN1 — The board of School District 70 
has moved to reinforce an already-strict policy on stu¬ 
dent use of drugs during school time. 

II was made clear that "school time" refers not 
only to hours of classes but to all extra curricular activi¬ 
ties, any after-hours school function, school-sponsored 
dances and field trips. 

School superintendent Bob Moss reported to the board 
that a meeting had been held with all principals of the high 
schools in the district to discuss the continuing problem 
and to reassess policy on it. 

This meeting produced the following recommenda¬ 
tions: 

• That the policy should definitely remain opposed to 
any use of drugs or alcohol by students during school 
time. 

• Any use of drugs or alcohol should cause an imme¬ 
diate suspension of no less than 20 days. 

• During such suspension, there should be no contact 
with the school whatsoever, no teacher instruction, as¬ 
signments or any other form of assistance. 

• All high school students must be informed of the 
policy "on a regular basis" during the school year. 

• Parents wishing to discuss the suspension of their 
children will be accommodated within two days by a 
meeting with the superintendent, the principal of the 
school and at least one member of the school board 

Moss told the board that there was considerable dis¬ 
cussion at the principals’ meeting of possible options 
to the 20-day suspension, particularly for first offend 
ersjjmt that it was concluded that if the policy "was, to 
have any teeth in it" it would be necessary .Rrhdve the 
strongest possible deterrent "without exeeplioiL" j 

Chairman June Kearney said she felt thpt the new

recommendation was not in fact a change of policy but 
merely of the regulations governing it.

Chairman Kearney also confirmed on questioning that 
the "extenuating circumstances" under which the suspen¬ 
sion could be appealed must be based on "factual informa¬ 
tion ' rather than a mere difference of opinion on whether the 
penalty was appropriate to a particular student. 

Only Trustee Bob Hoadley seemed to have any argu¬ 
ment with the firming up of the policy. 

Saying that he was "speaking for the parents who are 
really making the effort to properly raise their children." he 
said he thought there should be more leeway in the applica¬ 
tion of the policy and the severe penalty. 

"I feel we should try and establish just how the par¬ 
ents feel about the question, as it applies to their own 
kids, before we come down so hard on them," he said. 

Chairman Kearney said that such a change in policy 
would be impossible to apply with complete fairness, and 
would require that the board "treat every case indepen¬ 
dently." which would again be an almost-impossible task. 

On another question, director of instruction A1 Ro¬ 
binson confirmed that in cases of second and "habit¬ 
ual" offences in this area, suspensions for as much as 
the remainder of a school year applied in the past. 

The board then moved to accept the recommenda¬ 
tions outlined by Moss and served the notice of motion 
to make the necessary changes in the policy statement. 

The policy also requires that the principal of the 
school involved notify the RCMP of any infraction.

PORT ALBERNI - Slight 
rumblings in the form of an 
anonymous petition circulat¬ 
ing in local stores and an 
editorial in the local press in 
support of the idea have 
prompted city council to 
again attempt to obtain pub¬ 
lic permission to build a new 
ice arena in the city. 

The idea is not new. 

In 1973 the Albemi-Clayo- 
quot Regional District 
agreed to join with the city in 
having the four areas mak¬ 
ing up the Alberni Valley—^ 
Beaver Creek, Cherry 
Creek, Sproat Lake and 
Beaufort—conduct a public 
referendum attached to the 
municipal and regional elec¬ 
tion ballots asking for per¬ 
mission to spend $1.5 million 
on a new arena to be built in 
the Glenwood area. 

The referendum result 
was positive, and the neces¬ 
sary bylaw was passed by 
both the city and the dis¬ 
trict. 

A planning committee was 
then set up to obtain the 
necessary architectural de¬ 
signs and to estimate the 
cost the project. 

Some 18 months later the 
committee had concluded its 
work. 

However, what it came up 
with was considerably far 
removed from the original 
concept. 

The plan, which cost some 
$200,000 to prepare, called 
for an arena complex includ 
ing a renovated Glenwood 
Centre, meeting rooms, of¬ 
fices and other additions. 
The cost: $1.9 million. 

Obviously the new com¬ 
plex was so removed finan¬ 
cially from the original 
which the public accepted 
that even those in favor of it 
agreed that a new referen¬ 
dum was required and the 
same body of citizens was 
asked to vote on it in the 1975 
elections. 

It was soundly defeated. 
There remained, however, 
a considerable body of peo¬ 
ple. including most of the 
city council, who still insist¬ 
ed that the city and area 
needed a new arena to ab¬ 
sorb the increasingly crowd¬ 
ed conditions of the some¬ 
what-ancient Community 
Arena, which its detractors 
call both outmoded and in¬ 
capable of handling even a 
modest audience. 

Aid. Geoge McKnight re¬ 
called at this week's council 
meeting that he had been one 
of the original proponents of 


a new arena, and that as 
late as 1978 had attempted to 
have the regional district act 
on the original bylaw before 
it expired, but to no avail. 

He was still in favor of the 
idea, he said, but only on 
terms that as before, it be 
undertaken as a regional 
project, with the valley 
areas involved in both ap¬ 
proving it and paying for it. 

"I am still convinced that 
we could obtain public ac¬ 
ceptance of an arena, pro¬ 
vided it could be built at a 
moderate cost,” he said. 
"The arena in Parksville, 
which would be quite ade¬ 
quate for our needs, was 


built for less than $2 mil¬ 
lion." 

On such terms, he said, he 
was prepared to attempt to 
have the regional district ap¬ 
prove a referendum at its 
Oct. 24 meeting, with the 
ballot to be held this Novem¬ 
ber. 

Mayor Jim Robertson in¬ 
dicated that he, too, was in 
favor of a new arena, but 
felt that the first action to be 
taken would be to ask the 
parks and recreation com¬ 
mission for its recommend¬ 
ations on the matter. 

McKnight then moved that 
the commission be asked to 
assess the situation and 
come back "to next week's 


Vocational programs 

Encouraging 
progress, 
says college 


NANAIMO — Vocational programs at Mala¬ 
spina College have never been more popular. 

That was the encouraging message passed on to 
members of Malaspina college board by acting 
vocational dean of instruction Rich Johnston. 

Over a 10-year period, the total number of 
students taking vocational courses has gone up 
from 2,095 in 1969 to its present high of 4,105. 

At the moment the college has 630 students 
enrolled in regular programs, 52 more than at the 
same time a year ago. 

And in addition to this figure, there are another 
61 students in programs arranged directly through 
the college by the apprenticeship board. 

Johnston also noted that the final count would 
also include 30 highways ministry employees who 
are taking upgrading courses and another seven 
who had had training from the college as crane 
operators. 

The college has just completed a long term care 
attendant program for 14 students and is starting a 
similar program for another 16 students. 

“It’s very difficult for me to provide compara¬ 
tive statistics,” Johnston explained, "as we operate 
on a continuous basis, with students coming in and 
going out every week. However I can tell you that 
we have been very active this year and that our 
area is going to be extremely busy in the months 
ahead." 

He added that, in some programs, a situation 
had developed recently where there were more jobs 
than students. 

"From inquiries we have had we know that 
there is lots of work for people trained in industrial 
records and first aid and in water and wastewater 
treatment but, for some reason, these are two 
programs where we find we do not have quite 
enough students."

City clerk George Wiley 
confirmed Thain's query 
that the matter of a referen¬ 
dum must be cleared with 
the minister of municipal af¬ 
fairs before being placed on 
the ballot, and that the least 
time for passage of the 
necessary bylaw to hold a 
referendum was 10 days be¬ 
fore the election date, which 
this year is Nov. 17. 

Aid. Chiko said that in any 
event, the first step was to 
obtain all the information 
and opinion from the parks 
and recreation commission 
possible. 

“Then maybe we can sec 
where we are and whether 
we could hold a referenedunt 
this year." she said. 

City Manager Jim Sawyer 
was apparently so disturbed 
by the discussions that he 
made what .was. for him, an 
unusual contribution to the 
proceedings. 

He was "surprised," he 
said, that council was pro¬ 
ceeding with such haste on 
the basis of a petition which 
hand’t even been presented 
to it. 

He did not think that parks 
and recreation would sug 
''Igttt any building for which 
^ financing had not been ar¬ 
ranged from the senior gov¬ 
ernment sources and all in 
all, with the details so little 
known, he felt the action 
being suggested was too 
hasty and could result in 
"big error being made." 

The motion to ask the 
parks for its recommenda 
tions was passed anyway.

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Paraplegic gets 10 days for break-in role

A 26-year-old parapalegic confined 
to a wheelchair pleaded guilty Friday 
in Victoria provincial court to an 
Aug. 25 break-in. 

Michael Harold Jose entered the 
guilty plea in connection with a break- 
in at provincial government offices 
at 5-1-1 Michigan. 


Crown counsel Richard Law told 
Judge Harold Alder that two windows 
on the ground floor were discover¬ 
ed broken about 10 p.m. A security 
guard confronted Jose, w ho was acting 
as a lookout. Jose said he arrived 
after hearing breaking glass but, dur 
ing his conversation, looked towards 
the broken windows and shouted. 


‘•Cal, get the hell out of there any 
way you can." 

Law said Jose had a lengthy crimi¬ 
nal record dating back to 1971 in Ed¬ 
monton, including convictions for pos¬ 
session of stolen property, assault 
causing bodily harm, indecent assault, 
theft, and trafficking in a narcotic. 
The last one was in July this year in 
Victoria when he was given a two- 


month sentence and placed on six 
months probation. 


Jose was onty released from jail 
Aug. 21 and committed the offence 
four days later, Law said. 

Defence lawyer James Main said 
Jose had been a parapalegie since 


adone, causing brain damage and loss 
of the use of both legs and an arm. He 
has since regained the use of the 
arm, Main added. 


July. 1977, when he tried to commit 
suicide by taking an overdose of meth- 


Main said his client and his accom¬ 
plice both attended an outdoor concert 
at Beacon Hill park that evening and 
were going home when the companion 
decided to break in on a spur-of-the- 
moment thought. 


He urged Alder to consider a short 
sentence so that Jose could begin phys¬ 
iotherapy to regain the use of his 
legs. 

Alder imposed a 10-day jail term, 
^taking into account the period spent in 
' prison awaiting preliminary hearing 
and trial after being denied bail, and 
also placed Jose on 18 months proba¬ 
tion.

The success story of Victoria entrepreneur Erie 
Lewis has all the ingredients of a Charles Dickens 
yarn. 


Lewis. 19, owner of the Waddling Dog Inn, a 
British-style restaurant and pub on Mount Newton 
Cross Road, was eight years old in 1938 when he 
boarded the CPR Duchess of Bedford in South¬ 
ampton and sailed to B.C. with a group of orphans 
and underprivileged children. 

Their destination: the Fairbridge Farm school in 
Duncan. 


AT FAIRBRIDGE, THE children learned right 
away that "life is a struggle for existence," Lewis 
said in an interview. 

Children were raised at 6:30 to wwji stairs and 
other jobs. Breakfast was porridge; and once a 
week, a boiled egg. 


MEALS WERE SERVED in tin plates and; 

cups. 

The children received one penny a week pocket 
money. Fifteen pennies would get you to the pic¬ 
tures in town. A candy was one penny. 

Lewis recalled digging a septic tank hole every 
day after school for about six weeks as punishment 
for some misdemeanor. 

There were good times and bad times at the 
school, Lewis said, but it was "like a prison 
camp.

"THEY USED WHIPS and canes. They were a 
bunch of cruel bastards.” 

A few children who couldn't take it committed 
suicide. 

"Some of the kids came out of the school strong, 
some came out weak. Some former students are 
surgeons and lawyers now. but others are habitual 
criminals." 

At one point, Lewis had rheumatic fever. Never¬ 
theless he had to keep working in the mornings. 

"They hit me over the head and said to keep 
working and stop crying. They said it was nothing 
but growing pains." 

When rheumatic fever was diagnosed, Lewis 
spent two years in bed. He weighed 79 pounds when 
it was over, and the other children nicknamed him 
Mahatma Ghandi. 


"YOU NEEDED TENACITY to stay alive, it 
was survival of the fittest." 

When Lewis left Fairbridge, he held a number of 
jobs, including killing rabbits on a farm in Sidney 
and washing dishes on several CPR ferries. (He 
eventually became a steward.) 

He returned to England to see his father, then 
set sail again. He jumped ship in New Zealand, 
where he worked for several years before coming 
to Victoria. 


The hotel is at present under construction. The 
contractor is Farmer Construction of Victoria. 

Lewis said guests in the hotel’s residents lounge 
will be able to pick up a copy of the London Times or 
Manchester Guardian. 


IN OCTOBER EACH YEAR, the children were 
allowed to look at an Eaton’s catalogue and pick out 
a Christmas gift worth $1. 

On Christmas Day, the children lined up for 
their gifts. It wasn't much of a surprise since the 
gifts were chosen months before. 

"It was like Charles Dickens. You could make a 
movie of this, and it was right on our doorstep,” 
Lewis said. 

However, Lewis attributes his present success to 
Fairbridge and his struggle there to beat the 
odds. 


SUCCESS IS NO STRANGER to Lewis, who 
started in Victoria selling cars before buying nine 
acres in Central Saanich and starting a combined 
Imperial gas station and hamburger drive-in known 
as Louie’s. 

He then bought a Voyageur restaurant fran¬ 
chise, and later, with the help of his lawyer, 
released himself from the franchise. 

Then he built the Waddling Dog. When the New 
Democratic Party administration was elected in 
1975. they relaxed the liquor laws and Lewis built a 
pub at the Waddling Dog. 


"THE HOTEL WON’T BE pseudo-American. It 
will be as authentically English as it can be," he 
said. 

Lewis was turned down by every bank in B.C. 
when he asked for a loan to expand. 

The B.C. Development Bank was the only bank 
to come through. 

Lewis suggested he may keep the other bank’s 
refusals in his hotel office as momentos for the 
public to see. 

But why is he building the hotel and expand- 
■ ing'-’ 


HE'S SPENT THE LAST two years working 
with Victoria architects Wagg and Hambleton "to 
bring this concept to perfection." 

The “concept" is a three-storey, luxury hotel 
being built to old English hotel standards. 


"I COULD RETIRE anytime. I have enough 
money. I’m not doing it to make a buck. I’m doing it 
for the challenge.” 

Lewis said his experience at Fairbridge showed 
him the value of initiative. 

"That’s what makes me so proud to be a free 
enterpriser. I’ve never been unemployed in my life. 
If you've got initiative you can make a hell of a 
living in this country. I know this hotel will be a 
winner.”

If Victoria city officials want to move an eyesore 
from the Inner Harbor into a park, they should 
consider Beacon Hill Park, an irate Western Commu¬ 
nity resident said Friday. 


Shirley Wilde, former 
president of Colwood Rate¬ 
payers Association, was re¬ 
sponding to the suggestion 
made Thursday that oil stor¬ 
age tanks should be moved to 
Ford Rodd Hill Park in the 
Colwood area. 

Defence Minister Allan 
McKinnon had said he would 
make a defence department 
jetty in .Esquimalt Harbor 
available, and would apply 
to Parks Canada to release 
some 23 acres of parkland 
for the tanks. 

He said an underwater 
pipeline could take petro¬ 
leum products from the jetty 
across an inlet to property 
near Yew Point. 

Capital Region District 
chairman and Victoria May¬ 
oralty candidate Murray 
Glazier enthusiastically en¬ 
dorsed the Fort Rodd Hill 
Park site, saying that Vic¬ 
toria would then have the 
best of both worlds—the city 
would be rid of an eyesore, 
and would have prime land 
available for developers, 
and at the same time retain 
the advantages of having the 
oil storage tanks within the 
capital region. 

Said Wilde:"They can't 
expect to have their cake and 
eat it too in Victoria. If they 
want to get rid of the tanks 
from the Inner Harbor and 
put them into a park they can 
use their own parks for the 
purpose.

"The majority of machine 
shops and foundries in Vic¬ 
toria recorded quite a busy 
month, with many of the 
orders coming in from the 
forest industry. The major 
local shipyard (Burrard- 
Yarrows) saw employment, 
after peaking mid-month at 
690 workers, drop back to 550 
workers by month-end.”

GVRD ‘stonewalling’ transit plans 


The 23 acres in question 
would total about a quarter 
of the acreage officially 
added to the old Fort Rodd 
Hill park 18 months ago by 
order in council, and would 
Include most of the frontage 
along Ocean Boulevard.

Saanich Mayor Mel Couvelier said Fri¬ 
day the Greater Vancouver Regional Dis¬ 
trict's efforts to “squeeze the last cent off 
the table" are jeopardizing a proposed 
transit financing formula. 

Couvelier, a director of the Urban 
Transit Authority, said the stand taken by 
the GVRD "places in jeopardy all that we 
have done in the past few months." 

He made the comments on his return 
from a UTA board of directors meeting in 
Kelowna. 


"I really popped off (at the meeting),” 
he told the Colonist. "Their stand places in 
jeopardy light rail rapid transit, takeover 
of the bus system in Greater Victoria 
and a bus replacement program in Victoria 
and Vancouver." 

He said the reason the CRD had not 
come to terms over the formula was be¬ 
cause everything was in limbo due to 
stonewalling by the GVRD. 

Couvelier said details of the formula 
released at a GVRD meeting Wednesday 
which showed motorists and electricity 
users would subsidize urban transport 
"were out of whack.” 


The formula calls for a 3.3-cents-a-gal- 
lon gas tax in 1980-81, which is expected to 
generate $14.1 million. It could escalate 
with inflation to 9.1 cents by 1991-92 and 
generate $48.6 million. 

"This was not the deal worked out by 
staff and the GVRD," Couvelier said. 
"They were just part of reams of figures 
tossed about. 

"The subsidy would only reach nine 
cents if gas got to be $2.50 a gallon." 

The UTA would be placed in "real 
jeopardy" if a sensible agreement was not 
reached soon with GVRD, he added. 

"I lay the blame fairly and squarely on 


their shoulders (GVRD). We have gone too 
far to turn back now, we are loo far down 
the road for this silly nonsense.” 


"The place for industry," 
added Wilde, “is where it is 
wanted—and Nanaimo has 
an industrial area and they 
want the oil tanks." 


Couvelier said he would be asking Vic¬ 
toria Aid. William Tindall, chairman of the 
CRD transportation committee, to call a 
special meeting to arrive at a firm com- 
mitmeht to be placed before a special UTA 
board meeting Oct. 19. 

"The time has arrived for the authority 
to take a strong stand and show leader¬ 
ship," he said. "There’s too much at stake 
for us to remain silent any longer." 


She said it was logical to 
move them up-Island, closer 
to the centre of the island for 
distribution purposes. 


The 26-year member of the 
department said he believed 
he owed it to the city "to 
divest myself of politics."

"People should know 
what’s involved before an¬ 
nouncing their candidacy." 


Wilde pointed out that only 
about 25 of the 200 jobs relat¬ 
ing to the oil tank farms in 
Victoria were actually in the 
tank farms themselves.

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When! itm SO years of'age; I began to wonder about life 
and getting older. If life was as sweet as it is believed to be, 
how many of us, if we could, live the same life over and over 
again, would want to do so. 

For more than 40 years I have asked this hypothetical 
question from many people in ordinary and professional 
life. 

The answer I received from those over 70 was in most 
cases: NO! 

The very few who said they would, wqre those in poor 
circumstances. 

The answers recorded here are from well known and 
successful men with a short resume of their interesting 
careers. 

Would You Like To Live Again? 


DUFFERIN PATTULLO, 
premier of British Columba 
for many years, a staunch Lib¬ 
eral with a good sense of 
humor, who appeared to 
enjoy his busy life, and his 
political career. He was always 
approachable and friendly to 
those who sought advice from 
him on matters that con¬ 
cerned them. < 


On his 70th birthday I attended a party for 
him at the Empress Hotel. After the party was 
over I drijve him to his home on Beach Drive and 
on the way I asked him about living his life over 
again. 

He told me of his early life in the Yukon, 
where he played the piano for gold miners, who 
sang merry songs with lusty voices. At 18 years 
of age, he said, he bossed men twice his age and 
enjoyed the carefree and footloose life in what 
he called God's Country. 

To live his life over again? He said, “NO, the 
going has been far 100 tough.” < 

Another man, who is now forgotten was the 
inspector of schools by the name of Stewart. Mr. 
Stewart was a conspicious figure, more than six 
feet tall and walked briskly at 75 years of age. 
His duties were to see that schools were being 
kept clean and that pupils were taught by dedi¬ 
cated teachers. There was no vandalism, a 
broken window was rare, and accidental when it 
happened. A classroom had to and 50 students 
with very few problems or unruly pupils, the 
majority who attended these schools became law 
abiding and successful businessmen and played 
an important role in civic affairs. This was how 
he explained his school duties. 

" When I asked him about living it all over 
again, he said: "My life has -been one long 
holiday, but I much prefer to go on.” 

DR. S.F. TOLMIE, premier of B.C. during 
the dirty thirties, was respected for his generos¬ 
ity and his dynamic personality. During his term 
of office he gave away more than half his salary 
to the needy, who were hit by the depression that 
he inherited as premier of the province. 

Dr. Tolmie was minister of agriculture in 
the federal government, which he relinquished 
to become leader of the B.C. Conservative 
party and he won the election with a large 
majority. All of the elected members were suc¬ 
cessful businessmen, but they were unable to 
cope with the world-wide economic disaster. 
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At his home on Cloverdale Ave., the wel¬ 
come mat was in keeping with Dr. Tolmie’s 
friendly attitude. It was here I asked him about 
living his life ove again. He said: "Not for a 
million dollars.” 

Dr. Tolmie was given a state funeral at 
Christ Church Cathedral, attended by hundreds 
in all walks of life. 

HERBERT ANSCOMB was born at Maid¬ 
stone in the County of Kent, England. He emi¬ 
grated to Victoria as a young man, and studied 
accountancy. He became a chartered accoun¬ 
tant. 

He soon made many admirers with his gift of 
oratory and his zest for politics. 

Living in Oak Bay he was elected reeve of 
that municipality. In 1929-31 he was mayor of 
Victoria. He was a dedicated Conservative and

was nominated and elected to the provincial 
government in the Oak Bay constituency and 
became minister of finance. 


A feud between W.A.C. Bennett for the 
leadership of the Conservative Party and him¬ 
self, led to the historic walk across the floor by 
Mr. Bennett to form the Social Credit Party, and 
dash the provincial Conservative’s hopes to form 
a Government. 

That was a crippling blow for Mr. Anscomb. 
At the next election he was defeated in Oak Bay 
riding by Archie Gibbs, a man small in stature, 
who had the name “Jack the Giant Killer,” 
conferred on Him. 

Anscomb was a dominant figure and a very 
tough bargainer. He was successful in all his 
business affairs. He bought heavily in shares of 
the Growers Wine Company and became man¬ 
ager for many years. 

It was here I had many meetings with him to 
sell loganberries for making wine. He was diffi¬ 
cult to approach and would say to me! “I'll give 
you one minute governor," but with one mention 
of politics he would say: "Sit dow;n. What do you 
know?” 

To get a cent a pound more for the logan¬ 
berries growers was almost impossible. 

In snswer to my question to live it all over 
again, he said: "Not unless there was a Conser¬ 
vative administration." 

JOHN DEAN, a shrewd businessman, who 
donated John Dean Park for posterity, had a 
lively interest in politics. 

At 80 years of age he ran unsuccessfully for 
mayor of Victoria. One of Dean’s ideas, which he 
propounded during his campaign, was that the 
‘right to vote should be given only to those who 
could pass a test, that would qualify them to vote 
intelligently. 

He owned several buildings in Victoria that 


he allowed to revert to the City for taxes own¬ 
ing. 

At 80 years of age he wa alert and walked 
with a firm stride. He was thought to be a little 
eccentric, because he carried a picture of his 
burial site at Ross Bay. 

During his campaign for mayor I spoke to 
him briefly about his life. He put his hand into his 
inside coat pocket and produced a picture, with 
his epitaph complete, except the date of death. It 
read: 

John Dean, Born 1850 Died—- 

Artful Politicians are its bane 

Its a rotten world, and its 

saving grace is the artlessness of the 

young, 

and the wonders of the Sky. 

John dean died in 1943 to complete his 
epitaph with the date, and is is now conspicuous 
at Ross Bay Cemetery. 

His answer to my question was that he had 
no desire to live his life over again. 

ANDY McGAVIN, who operated one of the 
first gasoline stations on Blanshard Street, was a 
hard-headed Scotsman. He was elected mayor 
of Victoria in 1937-44. 

John Baxter his secretary said that Andy 
would pace the floor when he had a difficult 
problem, quoting verses from the Bible. 

When he was asked where it said that. Andy 
would reel off the chapter and verse without 
hesitation. 

With the depression at its height, the 24th of 
May parade was losing its support, and need- 
ded a boost to insure its continuity. The city 
advertised for some one to take charge of the 
celebrations. A man from the U.S.A. was chosen, 
who turned out to be a real slicker. On his arrival 
he told the mayor that he had not had time to 
arrange his finances and needed a thousand 
dollars to meet his expenses. 

And loaned him the money from his own 
pocket. Further money from one of the banks 
was obtained by showing his connection with the 
City. The man then disappeared and no further 
trace of him was found. 

There was gossip at the time that he was 
wanted for a crime in the U.S.A. Andy’s blood 
pressure went up, but the whole affair was more 
or less hushed up. 

In his late years when I asked him if he 
would like to be the mayor again, and live his life 
over, I wondered if he remembered this incident, 
when he replied: “Once bitten, twice shy, I would 
not want a repeat performance, knowing that I 
would again grow old.” 

One of the most interesting persons I had the 
pleasure to meet and talk with was J. C. Penney, 
founder of his well known stores. 

Mr. Penney was staying at the Hawaiian 
Hotel in Honolulu with his attractive wife, many 
years younger. He was 91 years of age, with 
failing eyesight, but still had a retentive

You can even put this ther¬ 
mometer in your mouth. That is. if 
you like the taste of cooked cricket. 
Many Asians and Africans like it 
very much and I've heard that any¬ 
one else has only to try it to agree. 
After ail. the grasshopper is on lists 
of luxury foods, so why not the 
cricket? His own favorite foods are 
lettuce, cucumber, oranges, pota¬ 
toes. Sometimes, I regret to say, he 
goes on a binge of lawn grass, crops 
or clothing. 

Fish like their crickets raw and 
they like them trememdously. So do 
snakes, lizards, birds and, I've 
heard, monkeys and baby croco¬ 
diles. 

But it's the freshwater panfish 
— trout, bass, bluegill. catfish — 
that go after them with special 
fervor. 

“They’re just natural bait," 
fishermen will tell you. Not so much 
the.black or field cricket, which is 
the one we know best, but the grey 
cricket and these are the ones 
raised on those cricket farms which 
were so popular in the fifties — and 
may well be again if food goes 
much higher. 

IF YOU LIVE in a lush land of 
insects you can hear the cricket 
orchestra building up. First comes 
the common black cricket of 
spring, then the snowy and narrow- 
winged tree crickets of summer, 
followed by the fall field cricket 
and perhaps the small Nemobious 
w ith a voice like a tiny fairy flute. 

The jumping bush cricket is 
last of ail. Only the males make 
music and they have a leader. 

When he stops singing the 
others stutter into silence, perhaps 
each one wondering: "What's up? 
Did I hit a false note? Didn't I keep 
lime?" , 

I have used my typewriter as 


leader, with interesting results. 
Sometimes the machine has 
seemed to induce a calling. At 
others the cricket music has slowed 
or quickened according to my typ¬ 
ing speed. But nothing to equal the 
42,000 chirps in four hours and 20 
minutes performed by an eastern 
cricket. My experiments were east¬ 
ern ones too. 

At Channel Rock there just are 
not enough crickets. Yet even one 
can open the score of memory and 
bring back manv summers. 

“THE SHRILLING of a field 
cricket,” said a 19th century ento¬ 
mologist. “though sharp and stridu- 
lous, yet marvelously delights some 


hearers, filling their minds with a 
train of summer ideas of every¬ 
thing that is rural, verdurous, and 

joyous." 

Cowper too felt that crickets 
were “full of mirth" but in their 
calling song they are actually full of 
yearning to be mated. The longer he 
is a bachelor, the faster his song. 

Probably that cricket of the 
42.000 chirps was an old unmated 
male. The distinguished entomolo¬ 
gist, Howard Ensign Evans, has 
called all the tunes. 

He says it is the courtship song 
the suitor sings when the female 
responds, followed by the staying 
together song which ensures future 
generations of singers. 

Two other melodies in the 
cricket repertoire are the rivalry 
song and those recognition chirps 
by which the singers keep in touch 
with each other. 


THE SONG we know best is the 
calling song, that come-hither mel¬ 
ody of our fields and woods which 
the snowy tree cricket sings so 
beautifully. "If moonlight could be 
heard it would sound like that," 
said Nathaniel Hawthorne. 

The singer belongs to the genus 
Oecanthus. from the Greek words 
Oecos (home) ad Anthos (flower). 
The flower of home. Beautiful in¬ 
deed! 

In English the words “cricket" 
and “creak" have the same stem 
base. The French call this insect 
that sings with its wings, “cre- 
quet." Perhaps there is a certain 
creakiness in the singing, but those 


mole crickets 1 heard beside a Loui¬ 
siana bayou had notes as liquid and 
soft as thg faint stirring of its 
waters. 

Soon I was listening to them 
through ripples of sleep. “When a 
cricket is chirping, life is just a bit 
richer for all within hearing 
range. 

IN AFRICA the songs of crick¬ 
ets are thought to make magic. 
They say that when Jamaica was 
discovered many of the inhabitants 
were carrying baskets of crickets. 

The Chinese had been doing 
that from as far back as records go 
and probably before. 

In 742 A.D. it was written: 
"Whenever the autumnal season 
arrives the ladies of the palace 
catch crickets in small golden 
cages. These with the cricket en¬ 
closed in them they place near their 


pillows and during the night hear¬ 
ken to the voices of the insects. This 
custom was intimated by all peo¬ 
ple.” 

Those who couldn't afford gol¬ 
den cages used bamboo and that, I 
am sure, was all the same to the 
crickets. 

Perhaps they liked the bamboo 
better, as being more familiar. 

These lucky insects also had 
their own houses: bowls in summer, 
gourds in winter, with covers of 
jade, ivory, sandalwood carved into 
flowers or dragons. Such cricket 
apartments are priceless now . 

So is the 13th century Book of 
Crickets, which tells more than 
most of us might want to know 
about the are and feeding of these 
songsters and fight ers. 

YES, FIGHTERS. During the 
Sung Dynasty (969-1278 A.D.) the 
sport of cricket fighting was intro¬ 
duced and soon became a favorite 
with the people. 

It wasn't that the crickets were 
looking for trouble: they always 
tried to hurry off on more impor¬ 
tant business. But the walls of the 
“arena" hemmed them in and the 
referee used a tickler to fool them 
into thinking that their opponent 
was attacking. 

A many times champion was 
given the title “Conquering Crick¬ 
et” and buried in a little silver 
coffin when he was beaten at last. 

Sometimes I've said that crick¬ 
ets play, at other times that they 
sing. In an orchestra they might be 
rated between strings and percus¬ 
sion, but the voice is a musical 
instrument too and'the sounds 
made by crickets have been rated 
the purest in the insect world. 

So I don't think it matters 
whether you call them an orchestra 
or a choral group. The exciting 
thing is that these same measures 
of music were gracing forest and 
field millions of years before you 
and I were here to listen to them. 

THIS OCTOBER day has only - 
one cricket to make music and his 
style has changed gradually from 
vivace to lentando. It is a warm day 
•— I am writing this outside without 
a coat — but already the chill of 
winter has touched the musician. I 
am amazed that he is here at all. 

Perhaps he is looking for a 
hearth and gladly, gladly would I 
welcome him to mine. Do you re¬ 
member Dickens and The Cricket 
on the Hearth: 

"The Kettle began it, full five 
minutes by the little waxy-faced 
Dutch clock in the corner before the 
Cricket uttered a chirp." Perhaps I 
can beguile my lone musician with 
the typewriter. Perhaps I can bring 
him to where the warmth and light 
will fill him with summer and he 
will play a reel for the lightsome 
leaves in their tartans of fall.

LOGGING 

The Way It Was 


LOGGING IS BRITISH COLUMBIA'S leading industry, followed by 
mining and fishing. Logging, sawmilling, pulp mills and combined secondary- 
industries contribute more than a billion dollars to the economy yearly and 
B.C. contains 40 per cent of Canada's merchantable timber. 

Our Native Indians were the first loggers on Vancouver Island. For many 
thousands of years they depended upon wood from the forest, cedar particu¬ 
larly, to make canoes, coffins for burial, timber to frame their homes and long

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houses and to split into planks and shakes for building. The inner layer of cedar 
bark was used extensively for weaving into clothing, hats, mats and ceremo¬ 
nial regalia. 

IN THE 1790s CAPTAIN COOK VISITED Vancouver Island when he 
discovered prime, select Douglas fir trees which provided masts and spars for 
his sailing ships.

wake of the Hudson's Bay Co. found a veritable paradise in the scenic coves, 
bays and headlands . . . with heavy timber growth to the very shoreline. 

Settlers felled the forest giants and burned them on the spot in order to 
make way for a home site and garden plot. 

FOR ABOUT 100 YEARS the B.C. government, loggers and sawmills 
decimated this Island's “green gold" as an inexhaustible source of wealth. 
Clear cut a stand of timber, take the best, then move onto another stand, was 
their method. 

Settlers came in increasing numbers, which coupled with urban develop¬ 
ment made increasing inroads into the pristine forest. Towns and cities 
proliferated and grew. 

The answer was, of course, reforestation, and none too soon. For the last 
decades the provincial government and logging companies have established 
and maintained nurseries to propagate seed from selected trees to grow 
seedlings to replant in logged off areas. It is reported that 100 million seedlings 
are replanted each year. 

ACCORDING TO GEORGE WARRACK, FORESTER in charge of the 
Lake Cowichan forestry station until 1978, when he retired, there is an 
ever-growing public awareness of the “silent emergency” in the forests. 
Warrack cautioned, however, that failure to take action (reforestation) has 
placed the province into what he describes as “the silent emergency”. 

He says: “Today the issue is the regeneration gap. Nb amount of catch-up 
planting can fully eliminate the interval neither can increased cutting in 
expensively located old growth forests upon the tops of the coast on the 
northern latitudes of the province. 

"The vital strategy is the husbanding of our young forests, so that in the 
next 20 years their growth will be accelerated by spacing in the short run, and 
breeding improved growing trees in the long run." 

AT THE TURN OF THE CENTURY horses and oxen were commonly used 
to haul logs over skid roads to lakefront or tidewater, until superseded by 
steam powered spool donkeys. 


By the “dirty-thirties” and forties logging railroads criss-crossed the 
Island, penetrating many valleys and skirting lower mountain sides. For 
several years an incline railroad operated by a stationary steam donkey 
operated on Mount Sicker, near Duncan. 

Gigantic skidders, requiring a crew of IS men, including three engineers 
and donkeys — steam operated — appeared in the woods, mounted on railroad 
skeleton cars, and moved from setting to new setting by steam locomotives. 

FALLERS USED CROSS-CUT SAWS, one man on either end of the saw: 
saws measuring eight to 10 feet in length, or longer. By the 1940s the cross-cut 
saw was superceded by heavy German power saws operated by two men. 

Cold deck piles of logs containing one million or more boardfeet of 
lumber, adjacent to railroad lines, were not uncommon. 

The high-rigger of the 1940s was a man of strength and intestinal fortitude. 

At $20 a day, he was the highest paid man in the woods, often climbing and 
topping five or more trees. Riggers have been known to fall 150 feet from a 
spar tree onto a pile of debris and survive, with only a few broken bones. 

NO LONGER DO YOU FIND CHOKERMEN working under heavy back 
rigging, or two-inch diameter sky lines one-half mile in length. 

I once saw a two-inch sky line part in mid-air. When the two ends hit the 
forest floor, they coiled and recoiled away from each other at terrific speed, 
writhing like two gigantic snakes in death throes. Luckily no one was hurt. 

Raising and rigging a wooden spar tree 150 feet in height, with a double set ^ 
of guy lines, main line, haul back, blocks and pulleys, is probably a lost art. ' 

Times have changed. 

Only two logging railways on Vancouver Island have survived. Logging 
trucks took over in the 1940s and 1950s. 

Today modern, mobile logging machinery such as a yarder equipped with a 
lowering steel spar with sky lines attached has made the raised and rigged 
wooden spar tree obsolete. 

Modem logging is not the way it was.

McLennan Story 


The 


Since Murray and 
Dorothy McLennan 
have spent the last 35 
years of their married 
life in Deep Cove, it is 
natural for them to 
think of that area as 
heing their perma¬ 
nent home, which in¬ 
deed it is. 


Their children grew up there and 
two of them married and moved 
out. And now that she is a great 
grandmother, Dorothy loves to sit 
in her lovely home and reminisce 
about'the early Canadian days of 
her own family. 

Her father, Robert Alexander 
Dewar, was born in Paisley, 
Ontario in 1879, and his father be¬ 
fore him had been bom in Milton, 
Ontario. 

From this it would seem that the 
Dewar family was well established 
in Canada from fairly early days. 

HOWEVER, ROBERT, known in 
the family as Bob, must have had a 
hankering to move west, for before 
the end of the last century, he had 
settled in Victoria where he went to \ 
work as a street car motorman for 
the old B.C. Electric, and he contin¬ 
ued to work for the company for the 
next 46 years. 

Records show that he started his 
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service with the company in 1898 
and continued in (he same work 
until his retirement in 1944. 

tor was this all Bob Dewar did. 
forflic was at one time a profession¬ 
al lacrosse player and in his later 
life did a great deal of lawn bowl¬ 
ing. 

Besides this, he was a civic mind¬ 
ed person who served as a Victoria 
alderman for 20 years. Not a bad 
record for any man. 

Incidentally, Mrs. McLennan 
tells me her father and mother 
were a part of the reception com¬ 
mittee when King George VI and 
Queen Elizabeth visited Victoria in 
1939. Her mother thought the Queen 
the most beautiful woman she had 
ever met, and vowed never to get 
rid of the glove she had worn at the 
reception and which, she said, had 
been touched by the Queen. 

IN THE SPRING of 1904, Bob 
Dewar married Martha Mary 
Grimmer who had been born in 
New Westminster where her father, 
Lancelot Grimmer was a City 
Father and also a Justice of the 
Peace. By trade, Grimmer was a 
sign painter and his family had 
originally come from England. 

In 1875, Lancelot Grimmer had 
married Martha Jane Huck, and 
their daughter Mary was born in 
1883. Martha Jane was the daughter 
of a Surrey pioneer named Abe 
Huck. Abe, though originally from 
the States, was a great worker in 
this part of the world. 

Together with other men of like 
mind, he founded Surrey Centre, a 
school, Christ Church, and also 
helped found the municipal council 
and the Orange Lodge Society. 

A street in Burnaby is named 
after the family, and Lancelot's 


brother, Washington, was a pioneer 
on Pender Island. Indeed, Port 
Washington on that island was 
named after him. 

Actually, it was this Washington 
Grimmer who was later to play not 
a little part in the romance between 
his niece, Mary, and Robert Alex¬ 
ander Campbell Dewar. 

Bob Dewar, we remember, was a 
street car driver on the Willows- 
Oak Bay run. It happened that 
Martha Grimmer, as a young girl, 
-firae to stay in Victoria with her 
uncle, Washington, who although he 
had land on Pender island. lived for 
the most part in Victoria. 

He must, I think, have lived 
somewhere in the area of Oak Bay. 
for when Martha came to visit, she 
used to take that Willows-Oak Bay 
street car, and thus she first met 
the driver — her husband to be. Bob 
Dewar. 

And that, says Dorothy McLen¬ 
nan, is how her father Bob Dewar 
came to meet and marry her moth¬ 
er, Martha Mary Grimmer. 

INCIDENTALLY, Dorothy’s par¬ 
ents celebrated their golden wed¬ 
ding anniversary in 1954, while her 
grandparents reached their golden 
wedding day in 1893. 

On the McLennan side of the fam¬ 
ily, Murray’s parents held their gol¬ 
den wedding on Salt Spring in 1929. 
So it would seem that golden wed¬ 
dings are quite a common occur¬ 
rence in this family. A strong indi¬ 
cation not only of longevity but 
also of stability. 

Thus, Dorothy and Murray 
McLennan are but following in the 
family pattern. They have followed 
in the old footsteps in more ways 
than that of a long marriage, how¬ 
ever, for just as their parents be¬ 


fore them were most community- 
minded. so the same thing can be 
said of the McLennans of Deep 
Cove. 

Once the building trade began to 
pick up following the Second World 
War, Murray, of course, went back 
to that work, and very glad he was 
to return to the life he loved best. As 
Murray says now. he has always 
worked at repairing, altering or 
building houses, and if their present 
home is anything to judge by then 
he really is a master builder. 

However, there was one side to 
his continuous building that 
Dorothy did not enjoy too well. This 
was the fact that Murray would 
built a new house, and move the 
family in to live there while he 
finished off the inside work on the 
building. Then when the whole thing 
was finished and finally really 
ready to live in, it would be put up 
for sale, and he would start work on 
another house. For this reason, of 
course, the McLennans lived in a 
goodly number of homes in the 
Deep Cove area. 

THE McLENNANS have built 
and lived in at least six or seven 
homes in the Deep Cove area, while 
in all Murray has built about 15 
houses there. 

Looking back. Dorothy McLen¬ 
nan says often her married life has 
seemed mainly to consist of moving 
from one house to another. How¬ 
ever, this is obviously not a grum¬ 
ble, for it would be hard to find two 
people who seem to be so contented 
and at one with each other as this 
couple. 

Their present home is their per¬ 
manent one, Murray points out. and 
now he no longer builds houses. He 
works instead at maintaining one of

the best vegetable gardens I have 
seen in a long while. Their son, 
Robert, who lives at home and who, 
like his grandfather before him, 
drives for B.C. Hydro, looks after 
the flower garden which is a mass 
of color and healthy blooms. 

So far as community activities 
are concerned, both McLennans 
have always been keenly interested 
in their neighborhood. For instance, 
when they first came to Deep Cove, 
they found there was no Sunday 
School in the area, and since they 
had three chilren this was a defi¬ 
ciency which they at once set about 
to remedy. At that time, the solu¬ 
tion was simple. 

THEY HELD the Sunday School 
in their own home, starting out with 
16 children as pupils. However, 
when regular attendance grew to 35 
youngsters, the McLennan home 
could not longer accommodate 
them. Thus, the group moved into 
the old Anglican church. St. Augus- 
tines, which has since been torn 
down. 

Since there was no United Church 
imPeep Cove at that time, the fam- 
/(y used to attend St. Paul's in Sid¬ 
ney. However, the McLennans and 
their friends kept their eyes open, 
and probably it was Murray 
McLennan who, through his work 
with Saanich Freight, knew there 
was a chapel at Patricia Bay which 
has been erected for the use of 
service personnel during the war. 

This was a good strong building 
which wa5 a little unlike the usual 
run ojj religious structures in that, 
while it had a good empty hall space 
in the centre in which chairs could 
be set up for church services, it had 
the unusual distinction of having 
two altars, one at either end of the 
building. 

The purpose of this was that one 
alter was for Catholic celebrants, 
while the other was for Protestant 
worshippers. These two altars as 
mentioned, stood at either end of 
the building, and. in fact, still do. 

In 1954. this chapel became avail¬ 
able and the people of Deep Cove 
got a site on the West Saanich road 
upon which they built a sturdy 
foundation. In fact, a whole base¬ 
ment was built, upon which the 
church, once it had been moved, 
was placed. The school board was 
of help in this basement-building 
project, since at the time it needed 
extra classroom space, and the new 


basement and indeed even the 
church itself afforded them this 
space. 

WHAT A LOVELY light school 
room that church must have been. 
Nor was there anything profane 
about this use of a church for a 
school, since there are folding doors 
at the end of the hall which effec¬ 
tively close off each chancel and 
altar. 

Thus, because Murray and 
Dorothy McLennan were the first to 
start a Sunday School in Deep Cove, 
the area subsequently got its own 
United Church. Nor did Dorothy 


year as a substitute. 

At the end of the year, and with 
the youngest of her children on the 
threshold of manhood, she took a 
refresher course and then returned 
to the Deep Cove school where she 
was put on the permanent staff. 

SHE CONTINUED to teach 
grades one. and grades one and two 
— perhaps the most important 
grades to the future well-being of 
the student — long after the old 
make-shift school was gone, and the 
new one had been built. 

Looking back, Dorothy says her 
second stint of teaching, all of it in

give up her interest in the Sunday 
School, for she continued as su¬ 
perintendent for many years. As 
for Murray, he still remains one of 
the three trustees of the church. 

Before her marriage, Mrs. 
McLennan had been a teacher, and 
when their son Robert was 16. the 
tiny Deep Cove school suddenly 
found itself ih trouble when the 
primary teacher fell and broke her 
hip. 

Since at the best of times, there 
were only two teachers in the 
school, an immediate substitute 
was called for. Who else but 
Dorothy McLennan? So, right away 
she moved into the small school and 
got back to teaching again, and 
indeed ended up by teaching for a 


Deep Cove, lasted for 19 years. Not 
a bad record. She must certainly 
have been doing something^-ight! 

Now, Dorothy and Murray 
McLennan are both retired or, shall 
we say. as retired as these two 
energetic and public-spirited folk 
are ever likely to be. 

THEY HAVE their lovely home 
with a view looking over the waters 
of the Saanich Inlet, and Murray 
has his garden which he delights to 
show to all who visit. He doesn’t just 
show it either, for I am sure that a 
great many of the vegetables he 
grows are really planted so that he 
may share what he grows with 
friends and neighbors alike, or in¬ 
deed anybody who chances by.

I, for instance, having visited the 
McLennans. came home #ith a pail 
of strong cauliflower plants to add 
to my garden. If it hadn't been the 
cauliflower then I have a strong 
feeling it might have been runner 
beans or new potatoes. Murray and 
his wife are those sort of people. 

While writing this story I have 
talked to a number of people — 
some even from Salt Spring — and 
all of them say the same thing. The 
McLennans are the sort of folk it is 
good to have around. 

BUT PERHAPS their daughter. 
Mary, says it best, for she wrote: 
“The McLennan family is not rich 
or famous, but in the old days, these 
pioneers did their part and more, 
though only as ordinary citizens. 
They gave land for churches, 
schools and municipal halls, and 
helped to get these institutions 
started. Because they could read 
and write they were an asset to any 
community in which they settled. 
This is one reason why they tended 
to become post masters and Jus¬ 
tices of the Peace.” 

And thinking back over her own 
parents’ lives, she feels they have 
more than contributed to the well 
being of (hose around them, and 
especially to their children. 

“My parents are modest people," 
she says, “they don’t go in for 
publicity, but to qs they are very 
special, and I think people like them 
should be honored so that others 
may see their good example and 
learn from it.” 

So, this two-part story is for the 
McLennans who have served their 
country, their province and their 
immediate community so long and 
faithfully. And while Oct. 16 will 
obviously be a great day for them, 
Saturday, Oct. 20. may be even 
greater, for on that day their three 
children are holding a Golden Wed¬ 
ding reception for them from 2 
o’clock to 5 p.m. 

And where more fitting to hold 
that party than in St. John's Church 
Hall on the West Saanich Road, just 
a bit north of where they live. 

Fitting indeed, for had it not been 
for such people as Murray and 
Dorothy McLenan who started that 
first Sunday School in the area, 
there might very well never have 
been a church in Deep Cove. 
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The fragrance of pump¬ 
kin and mince pies being lift¬ 
ed from the oven; the cheerful 
sound of beaters whipping 
cream; the lively chatter of 
the cook and her helpers fix¬ 
ing relishes and making cran¬ 
berry sauce . . . these are the 
sounds, smells and delights of

MOST OF YOU will have the Thanksgiving 
turkey (or ham) in the oven before you read this 
copy.

pint) heavy cream whipped. 


BERRY SAUCE FOR THANKSGIVING 


In a small saucepan combine cranberries, 
sugar, water, cinnamon stick and orange peel. 
Bring to a boil then simmer for five minutes or 
until berries are tender. Remove cinnamon stick 
and orange peel and cool. Chill until ready to 
serve then whip cream until thick in a bowl. Fold 
in the chilled cranberries and their syrup. Serve 
cold with turkey, or spooned over hot mashed 
sweet potatoes or squash. This elegant sauce is 
truly a subtle palate pleaser. Serve it in a bowl.

If you want to serve something a little 
different do try our next sauce ... it has 
mushrooms and condensed chicken broth added 
to cranberries and cranberry cocktail. 

MUSHROOMBERRY SAUCE . . . one- 
quarter cup butter or margarine, one-half 
pound mushrooms sliced, one-half cup fresh 
or frozen cranberries washed, drained and 
chopped, one-third cup all purpose flour, one 
cup cranberry cocktail, one can (10 and 
three-quarter ounces) condensed chicken 
broth undiluted, one-quarter cup sherry and 
salt and pepper to taste. 

In a two-quart saucepan melt butter and 
saute mushrooms and cranberries until wilted, 
about five minutes. Stir in flour. Gradually stir 
in cranberry cocktail, chicken broth and sherry. 
Add mushroom and cranberry mixture. Stir 
constantly over low heat until sauce bubbles and 
thickens. Season. Serve hot from a bowl. 

HOT CRANBERRY APPLESAUCE ... 
two cups fresh or frozen cranberries washed 
and rinsed and drained, two cups thick 
applesauce, one-half cop sugar, one-half cup 
chopped walnuts or pecans, one-half tsp. 
ground ginger and one-half cup port w ine. 

Combine all ingredients and simmer, stir¬ 
ring constantly over low heat until berries are 
tender, about 10 minutes. Serve hot.

TURKEY TIPS . . . 

Allow about one cup stuffing for each pound of oven-ready turkey. 

Instead of plain bread crumbs you can use buttered and toasted bread crumbs for 
extra good flavor and texture. 

Or use melted butter in the stuffing for this good flavor. 

Mother always basted the bird with butter to give that shiny, crispy brown crust 
and moist juicy meat. Smart cooks still do this. 

Instead of basting you may dip a piece of cheesecloth in melted butter (or 
rtiargarine) and tuck a double thickness around the top and sides of the turkey. 

To make good gravy . . . pour off excess fat then pour the giblet broth into the 
roasting pan and combine with drippings and brownings from the turkey. Thicken and 
season. 


and drained, dash ground cloves and one- 
quarter cup dark rum (optional). 

Combine all the ingredients in a saucepan 
and simmer until smooth and bubbly. About 30 
minutes before the turkey is done brush glaze 
mixture all over the bird. Do this twice as turkey 
finishes roasting. 

To go with the turkey ... cut small acorn 
squash in half, remove seeds. Place in shallow 
baking dish cut side up. Spoon part of glaze 
mixture over squash, cover and bake for about 
43 minutes or until squash is tender. Remove 
from oven and arrange around turkey. Fill 
centres of squash with whole hot baby carrots 
and garnish with parsley. 

Dessert is usually the highlight of a meal, 
but when it follows a hearty first course, it must 
be chosen with care. Ice Cream Pumpkin Pie Is 
delicately light, traditional with pumpkin, but 
with some new ingredients. 


ICE CREAM PUMPKIN PIE . . . one 
graham cacker pie shell, on cup canned 
pumpkin, on-half cup brown sugar, dash of 
salt, one to two tsp. pumpkin pie spice 
(according to taste), one quart softened 
vanilla Ice cream, one cup heavy cream 
whipped and a few blanched and toasted 
almonds slivered, for garnish. 

Mix the pumpkin and sifted brown sugar (to 
remove lumps) and a dash of salt. Add one tsp. 
of the mixed spice then taste. More may be 
added if desired. Add the pumpkin mixture to the 
softened ice cream. Pour into a cold graham 
cracker crust. Whip the cream and sweeten 
slightly (one or two tsp. is sufficient). Spoon 
whipped cream on top of pie, swirl with back of 
spoon. Sprinkle with slivered almonds. 

Freeze until firm. Take from freezer 10 
minutes before serving.

Colin Pattle 

AVIATION ARTIST 


Spitfires and Hurricanes 
hurtling out of the blue, Lan¬ 
casters and Lysanders coming 
home in the dawn, made an 
airdome of the walls. 

They turned the Little 
Gallery in Victoria into a vast 
arena of blue skies, green 
fields and tumbling clouds, 
filling the air with the ghostly 
throb of the Rolls Royce Mer¬ 
lin and Griffin engines of 39 
years ago — when all the 
world was at war. 


It was the first formal showing of paintings 
by aviation artist Colin Pattle, possibly the only 
Canadian artist devoting full time to recreating 
an era that is charged with a nostalgia both 
bitter and sweet. 

Here were the Mosquito bombers and the 
Hornets, the Hawker-Typhoons and the Tem- 
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pests powered by great Napier-Sabre engines. It 
was the Tempest that performed incredible 
feats shooting down guided missiles as they sped 
across the Channel with their deadly cargoes: 
and it was the Tempest pilots who sometimes put 
their wings over the wings of the flying bombs to 
make them falter, tumble out of control and spin 
into the seas. 

And here was the terrifying Hawker Ty¬ 
phoon, the powerful rocket-firing fighter-bomb¬ 
er, so devastating at the Falaise Gap that they 
nearly anihilated the entire Seventh German 
Army. (It was said the Typhoon had the fire¬ 
power of a small destroyer,) 

AND STANDING QUIETLY among the 
spectators, almost seeming out of place, was an 
unassuming man of 56, the improbable creator 
of these visions of beauty and menace, Colin 
Pattle, once an airman himself. 

A pilot in the Commonwealth Air Training 
Plan of the early 1940s, he helped train gunners 
and bomb-aimers. His intimacy with airplanes, 
born of hundreds of hours aloft, charges his 
canvasses with a kind of heartache for the pure 
loveliness of the vintage machines and their 
vanished pilots. 

There is no doubt about his love for the 
aircraft of the past. It is seen in the exciting 
contour of shining wings, in the very squadron 
markings, in the blue underbelly of a camou¬ 
flaged craft, in the reflective values of surfaces 
in sunlight, in the immensity of sky. There is a 
sense of freedom that only airmen can know, 
kinship with clouds and the buoyance of air 
itself, all telling of a man who like the poet, 
Magee, “chased the shouting wind along." 


But that was a long time ago. 

THE YEAR WAS 1943. The time was winter. 
The place was Mossbank, 45 miles north of 
Regina. The temperature was 30 below zero, 
Farenheit. 

The young pilot landed his twin-engine Avro 
Anson and stepped down onto the frozen tarmac 
of No. 2 bombing and Gunnery School. He gasped 
as he breathed the sudden cold air. As far as the 
eye could see it was a white Sahara of ice and 
snow. The vista was flat and still to the hori¬ 
zon. 

As he stood, numbed in thought, an old 
RCMP officer on the station noticed the shoulder 
flashes that read “New Zealand" and saw some¬ 
thing in the lad's face that seemed to call for a 
response. 

“Young fellow," he said laying a kindly hand 
on the airman's shoulder, "I know this looks 
desolate to you right now. but you should have 
seen it before the air station made a break in the 
horizon. I recall one little farmer's bride who 
told me she used to hang sheets on her wash line 
every single day — just to see something mov¬ 
ing!" 

Pattle, age 21, was fresh from four months 
advanced training in Calgary, a place favored by 
Chinook winds that moderate temperatures. He 
had just won his wings there on graduation from 
No. 3 Service Flying Training School. 

The gentle impulse of the “Mountie" filled 
him with warmth, along with a flood of me¬ 
mories of home. 

HOME WAS PALMERSTON North on New 
Zealand's north island, known for its salubrious 
climate and lush growth.

Tree ferns 20 feet high topped by great 
crowns grew near his home. Phobutukawa trees 
as big as coastal arbutus blossomed with red 
flowers, their branches alive with chiming song 
of bell-birds. There were mynah birds, tatwi and 
kiwi. Sub tropical forests were rich with nikau 
palms and tangled vines. 

But life in this verdant paradise was touched 
by war and New Zeaianders rushed to join up. 
expecting to fight in the Pacific, near home. 

When Colin was 10 he had had his first flight, 
in a Tiger Moth. 

"A man came to Palmerston North in 1932 
offering flights around the countryside. I have 
never forgotten his hame — Maj. Cowper. 1 
begged my father to let me go, and 1 had the 
thrill of circling the town in an open cockpit. 
From then on, it was the air for me.” 

COLIN JOINED THE RNZAF in April 1942. 
just after his 20th birthday. 

His head was filled with heroes, his imagina¬ 
tion fired by the daring of New Zealand’s famed 
ace, ' Cobber" Kain, who became the first RAF 
ace of the war. Another local hero was Allan 
Deere; then there was Johnny Johnson. Wing 
Cmdr. of several Canadian Squadrons, and the 
legless Douglas Bader of England — all cele¬ 
brated for valor in the Battle of Britain. 

Pattle was accepted for pilot training. After 
just six hours of "circuits and bumps" he was 
pronounced ready to solo. 

"Everything was routine except that my 
instructor had a penchant for trying to knock 
goats off cliffs at the sea edge with the plane 
wings," said Colin. "But most of our training 
was done circling around a 9,000-foot extinct 
volcano, Mt. Egmont, a beautifully symmetrical 
cone.” 

To his surprise, instead of heading for the 
Pacific, he was sent to Canada, with first stop 
Calgary for training in Cessna Cranes, “a low- 
winged little plane, pleasant to fly. without any 
vices," he recalls. After that came Mossbank 
where he was a staff pilot flying Ansons and 
Lysander bombers This meant he was pilot and 
navigator for students "learning to bomb" and 
much of this was arduous night-flying so that the 
airmen developed the precision for pin-point 
bombing demanded overseas. 

IN OCTOBER, 1944, Pattle finally got to 
England. He was immediately put into Hurri¬ 
cane fighters, but alas for his ambitions, there 
was now an excess of aircrew, and though no one 
knew it, the war was nearly over. 

But there in the airdomes in North Wales, 
Northumberland. Sussex and Cheshire, he lived 
the life and met the laconic and brave comrades 
that were engraved on his memory for the 
paintings that were to come. 

"I came to love aircraft of all types and 
kinds. There is a beauty in their dynamic quali¬ 
ties, even though used for war. There was a 
camaraderie among the pilots developed 
through hardships together, away from the 
mundane, that brought out our best. They were 
attractive, filled with idealism.” 

After the war Pattle was repatriated, but 
soon emigrated to Edmonton, and finally settled 
in Victoria by 1951. A great urge to paint went 
hand in hand with a routine job. His first pictures 
were landscapes They were vivid, expressing 
strength and a feeling of the supremacy of 
nature over man. Influenced by the impact of the 
prairies in his youth, skies were often big and 
important. 

Fate then took a ha id. He met and married a 
fair-haired lady from Duncan called Helen. It 
was Helen who suggested he begin to paint what 
he best loved — airplanes. w 

THE GALLANT AIRCRAFT of the past 
began flowing from his easel. The Spitfire, the 
deadly fighter that turned the tide of the war for 
the Allies, is the theme of many of his paint¬ 
ings. 

"The first Spitfire had a top speed of about 
350 miles an hour. As time passed there were 
extensive developments from Mitchell's original 
design. His conception was so elegant that it 
leant itself to many variations. By the end of the 
war, the Spit was doing 500 miles an hour 'at the 
straight and level.’ By 1944 the weight had 
doubled and the Rolls Merlin engine became a 
Rolls Griffin. All told there were 24 variances to 
the Spitfire. 

"All these variances have to be right in the 
pictures. For example the Mark IX has subtle 
differences from the Mark V — length of nose, 
number of exhaust ports and cannons."

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FRIENDS OF THE MUSEUM 


In 1967 a splendid new 
building was built to house 
the provincial museum and 
give it a new image. Since 
then, millions of visitors from 
all over the world have been 
enthralled by what they have 
seen and heard there. 


The overwhelming success of the museum is 
a credit to its directors and their dedicat¬ 
ed staff of experts. 

But behind the scenes, out of the spotlight, a 
group of enthusiastic volunteers have, in no 
small way. contributed enormously to the mu¬ 
seum's exciting acceptance by the public. They 
call themselves the Friends of the Provincial 
Museum. 

As the streams of visitors pass through the 
museum’s main entrance their attention is im¬ 
mediately caught by the tastefully arranged gift 
shop to the left of the water curtain. 

THERE, ON ANY DAY of the week, crowds 
of visitors can be found eagerly snapping up 
souvenirs ranging from postcards to expensive 
Indian masks and carvings. There is something 
for everyone, young or old. 

Are you wealthy and wish to invest in Indian 
art? The gift shop boasts an unrivalled collection 
of some of the finest work produced today by 
B.C. Indian craftsmen. Significantly, many of 
these pieces are finding new homes in collections 
around the world. 

Are you a tourist of moderate means? Then, 
there is a choice arrangement of Indian jewe¬ 
lry, trinkets, books, toys . . . hundreds of quality- 
items to choose from. 

And behind the counter, offering their smil¬ 
ing assistance, a staff of volunteer workers 
gives knowledgeable advice regarding anything 
you may wish to purchase. The gift shop volun¬ 
teers are members of the Friends of the Provin¬ 
cial Museum, and the gift shop itself is one of the 
society's fund-raising projects. 

Being curious to know how the society sup¬ 
ports the museum, I talked one evening with Jim 
Bryden, the society's president, and Mrs. Edith 
(Eed) Ross, the gift shop's manageress. 

The last museum visitor for the day was 
leaving as we sat down in the gift shop's com¬ 
fortable lounge. We talked about the purpose of 
the organization and how its modest contribution 
had aided the museum to become a renowned 
show-place for the province’s natural and human 
history. 

SOCIETIES OF FRIENDS are common¬ 
place, with most museums benefiting from then- 
help. They consist of varied affiliated organiza¬ 
tions and individuals who share a common inter¬ 
est in assisting museums financially, by sug¬ 
gesting projects, and offering voluntary help in 
educational and other activities sponsored by the 
museums. World wide, Friends societies are 
affiliated to the World Federation of Friends. 

Mrs. Ross has been manageress of the gift 
shop since 1970 and she and her staff are enthusi¬ 
astic and well-informed supporters of Indian 
arts and crafts. Mrs. Ross buys all the shop's 
Indian artifacts from only the better carvers and 
jewelry makers for retail in the shop. 

When she first became manageress she 
admits to knowing absolutely nothing about In¬ 
dian carving and what was good and bad. But by 
sitting in on the docent's teaching program 
(docents are volunteer teachers at the museum) 
she quickly learned to distinguish between what 
was good art and what wasn't. 

"I quickly got in to the swing of things 
because I love the whole concept of the gift shop, 
and when I'm enthusiastic about something I 
learn quickly. The curators were very good;they 
told me what was good and what was glaringly 
bad," she explained. 

BESIDES THE REGULAR visitors to the gift 
shop there are also occasional visits by private 
collectors and museum officials from abroad 
who are interesting in purchasing items to take 
back with them. Consequently. West Coast art is 
being displayed with increasing frequency in 
many museums in Asia and Europe 
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One of the objects of the provincial museum 
is to encourage the Renaissance of Indian cul¬ 
ture, which was devastated following the intro¬ 
duction of European influences and decimating 
diseases, and to encourage skillful Indian artists 
to re-establish their crafts.

During the past eight or nine years the gift 
shop has served as an outlet for their work and 
Indians are encouraged to offer their handiwork 
for evaluation and possible purchase depending 
upon its quality; thus creating a market where 
none existed before. 

WILSON DUFF, one of the curators of 
ethnology, was instrumental in bringing Mungo 
Martin down to Victoria to train Indian carvers 
in the old traditional ways. A workshop was set 
up next to Thunderbird park and he set to work 
carving totem poles. Martin's daughter married 
Henry Hunt and now Henry's son, Richard, is 
chief carver. If you are interested, some fine 
pieces of both Henry's and Richard's work is for

sale in the gift shop. But be prepared to pay a 
large sum for it. 

Everything sold in the shop is pertinent to the 
museum and its departments. A corner is devot¬ 
ed to museum publications on birds and mam¬ 
mals of B.C. and there are some beautiful silk 
screens, which, though not traditional Indian 
art, has become a highly developed graphic art 
in their hands, and much sought after. 

Friends of the museum form an army of 
volunteers. Yorke Edwards, the museum's 
director, says of them: 

“We have 250 volunteers in most of our 
departments and they are our meeters, greeters 
and stuffers of envelopes. There has been some 
remarkable giving of time and their help has 
been invaluable.” 

MUSEUM CURATORS train some 70 or 80 of 
them, called docents, many of whom are ex¬ 
teachers, to conduct bus-loads of schoolchildren 
through an hour-long, in-depth, tour of the mu¬ 
seum. Each year, they shepherd through be¬ 
tween 4,000 and 5,000 students. 

Yet another group acts as ushers and guides 
in the Newcombe auditorium, while still others 
volunteer to distribute posters advertising com¬ 
ing attractions to stores in the city. 

It was the museum's first director, Dr. Clif¬ 
ford Carl, who first suggested the formation of a 
fund-raising “museum association" shortly 
after the new building was occupied in 1969. He 
wanted an association similar to those enjoyed 
by other museums around the world. And with 
the passing years the society has developed into 
an energetic and useful arm of the museum. 

The Friend's board of directors, numbering 
27, has an executive committee consisting of: 
president. Jim Bryden, a retired metallurgist 
and assistant to the vice-president, western re¬ 
gion. Cominco, and a member of the Natural 
History Society; vice-president, Harriett Esel- 
mont, a retired schoolteacher; secretary, Doris 
Hamson, a gift shop volunteer; treasurer, Bruce 
Winsby, a retired bank manager and member of 
the B.C. Historical Association; members' secre¬ 
tary, Maria Pearson, a housewife and museum 
docent, and the past president. Major Peter 
Platt, a member of the V.I. Rock and Alpine 
Garden Society. 

TWELVE B.C. MEMBER organizations form 
the backbone of the Friends of the Provincial 
Museum. They are quite varied and include 
natural history and historical societies, outdoor 
and camera clubs, philatelic and numismatic 
societies and nature sanctuary associations. 

Their combined membership accounts for 
2,000 of the Friend's 2,590 enrolment; the balance 
being of individual members, many of them 
living in foreign lands. 

A remarkably large sum of money has passed 
into the Friend's hands, all of it meant for 
disposal by the museum's directors. By the end 
of 1978 a total of $663,000 had been made avail¬ 
able since the Friends began operation in 1970. 
This money is over and above that provided by 
the provincial government for normal operating 
costs. 

Yorke Edwards sits on the board as an ex-of- 
ficio member and it is through him that the 
Friends make their suggestions for improve¬ 
ments or additions to the museum, either by way 
of new projects or upgrading existing facilities. 
But the reverse is often the case. The director 
will suggest something to the Friends which 
would be adopted and proceeded with. 

ALL FUNDS are placed in the Donors' Trust 
Fund and become immediately available to the 
director should the need arise, making possible 
the quick purchase of an item before it is spirited 
away either to another country or even to an¬ 
other museum in Canada. 

Jim Bryden explained where the funds come 
from and why the museum considers the 
Friends' support so valuable: 

“Because we can give income tax receipts 
that are acceptable to the income tax people we 
are a channel so that private donations are made 
directly to us rather than directly to the mu¬ 
seum. As a matter of fact, the museum cannot 
receive donations. 

“No government department can receive 
anything, which is quite proper. Where would we 
be if we were all making gifts? So, we provide a 
channel, and though we handle the money tech¬ 
nically, we don't control it." 

Bryden illustrated the value of the system 
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with the case of a rare Kwakiutl Noolnahl mask 
that came on the market very suddenly. By using 
readily-available funds the museum was able to 
pay the large sum of $1,550 to snap it up before it 
was lost to the United States. 

Funds to the tune of $35,000 were provided to 
make a film on sea otters for the aquatic biology 
division, to be shown as a continuous projection 
in the new natural history gallery. Brent Cooke 
and a diver went to San Diego earlier this year to 
film the large colony of otters there, and the film 
should be a timely reminder that our own B.C. 
otters are in danger of extinction. 

THE NEXT TIME You visit the museum look 
for these interesting items that were purchased 
with the Friends' funds: an argillite Haida pipe.

costing $2,670, which came from the Queen 
Charlottes; the beautiful four-piece sterling sil¬ 
ver Queen Anne-style tea and coffee service, 
cost $2,043, that can be seen on display in the 
modern history department. And surrounding 
the museum, notice the unique native plant 
garden which the Friends continually improve 
and upgrade through a scheme to add more 
varieties. 

Another project supported by the Friends was 
the relocation and rehabilitation of the old 
St. Ann’s schoolhouse, reputed to be Victoria’s 
oldest, to a site adjacent to the museum. 

There have been dozens and dozens of ways 
the museum has benefited fron/the splendid 
assistance given by the Friends, but- it has been 
possible to include a mere handful in this arti¬ 
cle. 

WITH A MEMBERSHIP drawn from many 
lands, the Friends of the Provincial Museum is 
proof of the progressive attitude that can result 
from the drawing together of people in a com¬ 
mon bond. 

Visitors often become enthused after a visit 
to the museum, writing back requesting mem 
bership. and often sending cheques in excess of 
the fee. Membership is $3 single, $5 family, and 
they receive a monthly newsletter, invitations to 
view special exhibits and events, and an opportu¬ 
nity to share in the interesting experience of 
bringing the people's history to the people.

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Stories of men marooned 
on desert islands have gripped 
public attention ever since 
Daniel Defoe wrote Robinson 
Crusoe. Which was 260 years 
ago. Today we'll take a look at 
a couple of instances right 
here on the coast. 

It was back in the early 1860s that 20-year-old 
London-born Morris Moss tried his luck at Bar- 
kerville. Which didn't pan out too well. So, a year 
or two later he opened a trading post at Bella 
Coola. To bring his supplies from Victoria he 
acquired the schooner Rose Newman 

On one of his trips up the coast he dropped off 
some supplies at Quatsino. With him was his 
captain. Walters, Ben Spain the mate and three 
Indian crewmen. 

It was November, cold and blowing a gale 
outside when he decided to leave for Bella 
Coola. 

However, at the moment of departure the 
Indians quit; said it was too rough. 

UNDAUNTED THE three whites took the 
schooner out and in a blinding snowstorm came 
to grief on a lonely reef near Safety Cove on the 
east side of Calvert Island. 

Moss and his companions managed to make it 
to shore across the reef and found themselves on 
a small island. Next day they retrieved from the 
wreck some rum and molasses, a few sacks of 
flour, a i'intlock gun and some powder. 

Firing the gun into some dry moss, they blew 
on the sparks and got a fire going. Then from 
driftwood they built a lean-to shack. 

Exploring their refuge they found themselves 
on a veritable island of the dead, for scores of 
corpses were scattered around, remains of a 
Indian band smitten with small pox. 

For nearly three months the three men exist- 
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CAR EL MAPI' ... just before she went ashore. 


ANOTHER INTERESTING castaway story 
was told me many years ago by the late John 
Ross, then living in Albemi after his retirement 
as head of the Indian Mission at Ahousat on 
Flores Island, which lies between Barkley Sound 
and Estevan Point. 

Seems that in the fall of 1914 Jim Fitzpatrick, 
a big rangy Texan landed at Ahousat from the 
steamer Tees. There being no wharf or float, his 
bull, two cows and a couple of horses were 
pushed overboard to swim ashore. He followed 
in a ship's boat with a couple of crates of 
chickens. 

I imagine he was the first white settler on 
Flores Island, which at that time boasted only 
the Indian School and a store at Ahousat. Ap¬ 
parently Fitz., as he became known, had taken up 
a preemption sight unseen, on the opposite end of 
Flores and about nine miles from the Mission. 

There being no trail he drove his stock along 
the beach between tides. 

His land, as Mr. Ross described it. Was rather 
hopeless: muskeg, salal and devil's club but with 
a beautiful view of the rolling Pacific. 

ANYWAY HE BUILT himself a cabin and a 
shed for his chickens; but before he could do 
anything in the way of fencing his cattle and 
horses wandered off. Probably to be eaten by 
wolves, which then abounded. 

In time he managed to acquire a skiff, and 
every month he'd row around to the Mission at 
Ahousat to replenish his flour, tea, sugar, bacon 
and so forth. 

Jt was on one of these visits the fall of the 
following year that Fitz, by then a gaunt, unsha 
ven figure, barefoot and clad only in overalls, 
pulled his skiff up on the beach at Ahousat and 
from the store got a can of coal oil and a sack of 
flour. Next day he left to face the long lonely row 
along the island's southern shoreline. 

It was as he passed the Garrard group, a 
cluster of islands on the way. that he slid up on 
on a reef that jutted from one of the tiny rocky 
islets. 

Before he could push off a swell upended his

ed on the island, living on bannock and shell fish. 
Finally,'one day their signal fire attracted the 
attention of a passing Indian who took them to 
Bella Coola. 

When Moss got back to his store he found his 
partner lying drunk in bed and half the stock 
unaccounted for. Adding to this the wreck of his 
schooner, the 23-year-old Moss found he was 
about $10,000 in the hole. 

So, he started over again and 10 years later 
was one of the country’s biggest independent fur 
traders.

memory and sound mind and a good sense of 
humor. 

When I first met him on the hotel grounds 
with his wife, I sal next to them talking casually, 
when he told me his name, 

At our next meeting I said: "Good morning 
Mr. Penney, where is your wife?" 

Smilingly he said: "Gone shopping to Pen- 
ney's." I had several chats with him about his 
interesting life and how he was enjoying his 
retirement. 

When I said it was too bad about his-lailing 
eyesight, he said: "I am grateful that I had it for 
90 years.” 

Discussing world problems with him one 
morning, 1 asked him what he thought we need¬ 
ed. He handed me a walking stick with a horn 
handle with a silver plate on it. What we want he ' 
said is more men like the one inscribed on the 
plate. I looked at it and read: "Benjamin Frank¬ 
lin, 1776." I took the cane and walked around the 
Hawaiian Gardens with it and felt quite insignifi¬ 
cant. I asked how he came by it and he said it did 
not belong to him, it was his bankers. 

After telling me he failed twice before being 
successful, I then put the question to him about 
living it all over again. After a little thought he 
said: "It would have to be on one condition, and 
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ANOTHER LOVE is the Tiger Moth. "They 
were so buoyant, had so much life, they would 
ride all the eddies and airwaves. They seemed to 
float. They were every man’s dream of flight — 
an open cockpit and the breeze around your 
head." 

People lined up to obtain Colin’s work, and 
he soon switched from oils to’ acrylic for its 
faster drying qualities. 

On being "discovered” recently and having 
his first exhibition the artist says he was 
"amazed" at the interest in his work, not just 
from those who flew in the war, or remembered 
the war, but also from youngsters fascinated by 
vintage craft. 

“There is an enormous resurgence of inter¬ 
est in old planes; pilot's notes, detailed drafts of 
design and an inexhaustible supply of literature, 
so that it appeals to a whole new generation of 
aviation buffs as well as art lovers and former 
airmen.” 

"Bookstores tell me they cannot keep 
enough aviation publications on their shelves. A 
few titles include: The Tumbling Sky, The Great 


that would be to correct my mistakes. Unless I 
was able to do that, it would be'futile," he 
added. 

At the Senior Citizens Centre, I see men with 
arms that once struck mighty blows for victory, 
now weary and limp. I see men with legs that 
once scaled our rugged mountains and plodded 
an uncharted course to turn a wilderness into a 
glorious Dominion, now supported w ith a cane or 
a crutch. 

There are men with their feet turned out¬ 
ward, remembering the furrows they turned 
with a span of oxen and a single furrow plow, to 
bring the virgin prairie soil into production. 
There are women with benevolent eyes and 
arthritical hands, who knitted socks and sweat¬ 
ers for their husbands while they trudged beside 
a covered wagon in search of a fertile place to 
live and raise a family. 

Nearly all of them, when asked if they would 
live it over again, say: "With the promiscuous 
society of today, and our prisons now rest homes 
for tired murdereres, and being afraid to walk 
out at night, they are glad that they are at the 
end of the road.” 

Many of those, who at 50 and 60 years of age, 
said at that time, that they would live it over, 
changed their mind after 70. Most took a dimmer

view of life, and said the past was now one of lost 
opportunities, and lack of appreciation of being 
young and active, and they much prefered to go 
on. 

One of the most extraordinary persons T met 
this year, 1979, was a man named Hall, living in 
a Care Home on Linden Avenue. He - was born 
within the sound of the Bow Bells London in 1874, * 
a real Cockney. He told how he fought in the Boer 
War and he was still mobile with a rententive 
memory. 

When I asked him my question, he said: 
"Why not, and then sang the chorus of several 
songs popular during the Boer War. He said he 
never had an ache or a pain and would gladly live 
it all over again . . . and that at 10! years of 
age. 

For the last four or five years, I have 
inquired from adolescents and young men and 
women how they assess the future. Many said 
they do not like what they see. 

A UNIVERSITY STUDENT I spoke with, 
gave me what seemed a good answer. He said, 
reformers and others, pressed for more and 
more education. That would be the solution to 
most of our problems, they claimed. He noted 
that from our colleges and universities, we have 
turned out scientists who we thought would be 
the midwives of progress. Instead they are the 
angels of death, with the threat of world destruc¬ 
tion with nuclear bombs and missiles of annihi¬ 
lation and with five inches of soil to feed an 
over-populated world, that is being depleted by 
synthetic means, and poisonous repellants. That 
is why most students view the future with anx¬ 
iety, he added. 

THE PIONEERS did not have this threat to 
take into consideration to live their lives over 
again. 

Unless we conjure up some way to destroy 
ourselves, it would be interesting to hear how the 
young people of today will answer the question 
when they reach the Golden age. 

FOR MYSELF, who has enjoyed excellent 
health and an active life. I can only relate the 
story I heard about a 90-year-old man arriving at 
thePearly Gates, who told St. Peter that his stay 
on earth was one of mistakes. "If I could live it 
over again what a wonderful time I would have," 
he said. 

He was granted his request and when he 
arrived for the second time, St. Peter said: 
"What about going back for a third time." 

“NO, NO, NO," he said. The second was 
worse than the first. 
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skiff and he was floundering on the slippery, 
weed-clad rocks. However he had presence of 
mind to grab his coal oil and flour before the 
skiff floated away. 

The island on which he found himself was 
about an acre in extent, its few scrubby trees 
bent away from the ocean by the impact of years 
of wind and spray. The biggest tree, a hemlock, 
in the middle of the island had blown down and 
the hollow disclosed by the unpended root sys¬ 
tem gave him promise of some slight shelter. 

Taking inventory he found, besides the oil and 
flour, he had a clasp knife and five matches. 
These he carefully stuck in his matted hair to 
keep them dry. For, as he said later, his chief 
fear was that they wouldn't light. 

Collecting branches from the fallen hemlock, 
he punched a hole in his can of oil with his knife 
and soon had a fire going. 

The sack of flour suffered little from immer¬ 
sion, and with rain water from rocky hollows he 
made a flour and water bannock, which he 
wound around sticks and toasted over the fire. 
Occasionally, as the days passed, he varied the 
diet with shellfish. 

AS WEEK FOLLOWED week no vessel 
passed, not even a stray Indian in a canoe. 
However, he kept his fire going, at night burrow¬ 
ing into his earthy cave and by day scanning the 
channel for help. 

By Nov. 24 he had been four weeks on the 
island, and as the days grew colder every night 
was a freezing misery. The weather had taken 
an ominous turn with a full gale blowing. As 
giant seas crashed on his- rocky stronghold, 
freezing spray flew in sheets over the island and 
finaly the huddled figure sheltering behind the 
earth-matted hemlock roots found himself being 
washed out of his lair. 


Spray falling unceasingly on the island was 
running in rivulets into the hollow. The island 
itself seemed at times to tremble under the 
thunderous impact of the rollers. 

By this time telegraph communication all up 
and down the west coast was disrupted, and the 
three-masted, 1,400 ton, Chilean windjammer 
Caret Mapu was blown ashore near Long Beach 
with the loss of 25 lives. Capt. Billam of the 
Princess Maquinna figured the wind velocity at 
75 miles an hour, gusting to 80. 

WHEN DAYS LATER the wind and sea died 
down, John Ross at the Mission, who knew 
nothing of the Carel Mapu wreck, sent a couple 
of his senior Indian boys in a canoe to search the 
Flores Island shoreline for possible shipwreck 
survivors. 

When they got to Fitzpatricks place they 
found it deserted, the chickens dead, and by all 
appearances Fitz hadn’t been in his cabin for 
wegks. 

They reported this and Ross, figuring Fitz 
might by lying injured in the bush, told the boys 
to take a bigger canoe and some grub and look 
again. 

On their return to the lonely homestead, they 
were met on the trail by an apparition. It was 
Fitz, so emaciated and blackened by soil he was 
scarcely recognizeable. He staggered like a 
drunk man, and mumbled in an undertone a 
brief account of his experience. 

Without mor^ado the boys bundled him into 
their canoe and took him to Ahousat. On the way 
Fitz told them how, a day or two before their 
arrival, two elderly Indians in a canoe had 
picked him up and taken him to his cabin. 

He was resuscitated at the Mission with hot 
soup and while he savored it he told John Ross 
that his flour had lasted him 20 days, and the last 


four days on the island he existed on rain 
water. 

ROSS TOLD ME Fitz was so blackened by the 
earth he'd lain in that the next step was a hot 
bath. 

As Fitz luxuriated in it, Ross leaned against 
the doorpost of the wash house and as he 
watched Fitz scrub off the accumulated dirt of 
weeks, he remarked: 

"I don’t know whether you're a religious man 
or not, Fitz, but you must admit hat some divine 
Providence had a hand in your rescue." 

Fitz, scrubbing away, replied: "I don’t know 
about divine Providence — but one thing I do 
know.” 

"What’s that?" asked Ross. 

"That stay on the island sure as hell cured my 
indigestion!”
